Although Feslus McDonough had learned about 
the 38th Parallel in high school, he probably never 
thought it was there that he would lose his life as a 


soldier in the Korean War. 


And it was ironic thal 38 years later, McDo- 
nough's town would honor the fallen soldier by 
dedicating a square in his old neighborhood in his 
memory, former Slale Rep. Sherman ““Whip” Salt- 


marsh pointed out. 


Family and neighbors galhered with town offi- 
cials Salurday morning to mark the official dedica- 
tion of the PFC. Festus J. McDonough Square at the 
inlersection of Loring Avenue and Arthur Street. 

The oldest of nine children, McDonough, nick- 
named 'Vesty"’, had left high school to work at the 
Murray Leather Company in Woburn to help sup- 
port his family after his father died. While he was 
nol required to serve, McDonough answered the 
call. He was killed in action July 28, 1953, al the age 


of 22.

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School board eyes 
‘big ticket’ items 


Shortfall triggers close scrutiny of budget

School Committee members have 
how turned their attention to “big 
licket” items with a decision to exa- 
mine the positions of assistant 
superintendent of curriculum and 
assistant principal at the high school 
as potential budget cuts in fiscal 
year 1992. 

Members are developing a punch 
list of areas to review within the 
school system to meet the projected 
$750,000 deficit in the $14 million 
FY92 budget. However, Chairman 
Constance Papas has warned that 
just because an item makes the list, 
does not mean it will be cut. 

Citing the need to ‘‘bite the bul- 
let,’ School Committee member 
Edward O'Connell proposed the 
review of the assistant superinten- 


dent’s position, which is currently 
held by David Ackerman. 

Ackerman has been chosen for a 
superintendency in a school district 
outside Tuscon, Ariz., and is cur- 
rently working out the final details 
of a contract negotiation. 

Member Alice McCarter ques- 
tioned whether this reduction would 
be proposed for one school year, or 
as a permanent cut. 

O'Connell said the position, which 
carries a price tag of $65,000, should 
be looked al in lighl of the “financial 
entrenchment" of the next fiscal 
year. 

Member Michael Ronayne said he 
would be against such a cut. “The 
function of a curriculum superinten- 
dent is essential to the operation of 
any educational system,” he said. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
also defended the ‘essential’ posi- 


tion, citing the increasing move tow- 
ard excellence in education on the 
national level as proposed by Presi- 
dent George Bush. 

Members have asked Ackerman 
to give an overview of the position, 
and how the system might function 
without the position, al the next 
School Committee meeting May 7. 

Also on the slate of possible budget 
cuts during review of the high school 
budget was a reduction in the num- 
ber of assistant principals. Current- 
ly, the high school is staffed with one 
full-time and one half-time assistant 
principal, Thomas Budrewitz and 
Susan Austin, respectively. 

O'Connell suggested a look at the 
reduction of one half-time assistant 
principal, while member Alice 
McCarter suggested that a review of

West Side plan passes 
after heated debate

The Board of Selectmen has 
accepted a solution to ongoing park- 
ing problems at West Side Field on 
Wildwood Street. 

Following a somewhal heated 
public hearing, selectmen unanim- 
ously voted to allow the Winchester 
Little League organization to movea 
fence on the field to lengthen the 
parking area. According to the plan, 
parking spaces on the lot will 
increase from 12 to about 60. 

In addition, the tot area will be 
relocated to the back corner of West 
Side Field near the woods, and 
selectmen will refer the possibility 
of restricting parking on Wildwood 
Street to the Traffic Advisory 
Committee. 

Department of Public Works 
crews will remove a tree in the area, 
and help Little League officials relo- 
cale the tot area. Town Engineer 
Jake Ciarcia said he would recum- 
mend people park on the grass dur- 
ing the first year of the plan, but thal 
the area could be excavated, top soil 
removed, and gravel laid down at a 
later time. 

The majority of the work will be 
performed and funded by the Little 
League organization. 

Resident and Town Meeting mem- 
ber Genevieve Cross, whose proper- 


ty abuts the field and current park- 
ing area, spoke strongly in 
opposition to the plan. At one point, 
Cross was ruled out of order by 
Selectmen Chairman William 
O'Leary, when she questioned a 
statement made to her by Little 
League president Paul Capodanno. 

Cross said she was told the group 
“never kept a record of all the 
games that goon in that park. I don't 
believe that.” 

Calling her comment out of order, 
O'Leary said, “If it happens again, 
you're done.” 

Capodanno later said he was 
asked by Cross for records from the 
past 10 years. “I do resent what 
[Cross] said,’’ Capodanno said. 
“She asked me lor 10 years of sche- 
dules ... Every year, | throw the 
previous year's schedule oul.” 

Cross said she does not believe 60 
cars will fit on the lol, and instead 
seemed to advocate a reduction in 
the number of games played on the 
field. 

But selectmen said they believe 
the plan will address safety issues in 
the area, which has been plagued by 
parking problems for years. When 
Little League baseball games are 
played in the spring and summer 
cars park along both sides of Wild- 
wood Street up to Johnson Road,

Health board considers spraying to combat encephalitis

Board of Health inembers say 
they might consider spraying some 
areas of Winchester this spring to 
reduce the number of mosquitos that 
could be carriers of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis. 

According to Board of Health 
member Dr. Randall Swartz, the 
disease last year look the life of one 
Massachuselts woman and infeeted 
two others. A lotal of 11 deaths have 
been recorded since 1938, said 
Swartz, and the disease has about a 
30 percent fatality rale. 

Swartz said the board received an 
alert from the slate on the potential 
threat from Eastern equine Ence- 
phalitis (1815) in Middlesex County 

He urged other members lo heed 
the warnings of state officials and 
lake preventive measures. 

Swartz said the warning was

based on information frem the actu- 
al track record of the disease last 
year, as well as trapping data on 
mosquitos in (he slate this year. In 
addition, a mild winter, excessive 
moisture and lhe presence of large 
numbers of wild birds this year add 
lo the danger, said Swartz. 

tle suggested the town could 
mount a limited Jarvicide attack 
agains! the mosquitos during May 
and June, Then, health officials 
could wateh the trapping data and 
assess the possible changes in 
weather. Hf the weather became dry 
in the summer, the town could hall 
fhe spraying, said Swartz. However, 
if the climate continued lo be moist, 
a Jarvicide application could fake 
place every three to four weeks, he 
suggested. 

The board plans to look into the 
cost of the procedure, which is esti- 
mated at $15,000 to $20,000, and will 
check with selectmen regarding, a 


s 


helicopler permit and hiring a 
licensed person to adminisler the 
insecticide. 

Swartz said despite its name, ERE 
is more common to birds than 
horses. One type of mosquito infects 
the bird population, (culiseta mela- 
nura), while a second strain of mos- 
quito (aedes vexans) picks up the 
disease from the bird, and passes it 
on to people and horses. 

He said the first strain is not 
usually found in areas populated by 
humans, However, {he second 
strain, the aedes vexans is cammon- 
ly found in public areas, near ponds 
and on playfields. Swarlz said in 
particular the Fells, low-lying areas 
of town and areas around streams, 
would be targeted Cor spraying. 

According to Swartz, oulbreaks of 
EET oceur periodically due to the 
fluctuations of the mosquito popula- 
tion as well as the periods of immun- 
ily Ihat wild birds seem to develop 


aguinst the disease. The birds, once 
infected, have the virus in their 
bloodstream for a matter of days, 
then develop an immunity that lasts 
for two to three years, said Swartz. 

He said there are two ways to 
attack the mosquitos. The first is to 
spray a Jarvicide, which kills the 
hatching larvae. This must be done 
in the spring and early summer for 
effectiveness, said Swartz. The sec- 
ond methed is to wail until the mos- 
quitos are hatched and spray adulti- 
cide. According (o Swartz, the most 
commonly used adullicide is 
malathion, which “to many is unac- 
ceptable material because of the 
potential {oxic hazard.” 

However, Swartz said larvicides 
are “widely recognized” and biolog- 
ically safe. 

Swartz said the proposed larvi- 
cide, BT1, or bacillus thuringiensis 
israclensis, is a minor variant of the 
material used to control the Dutch 


Elm disease several years ago. It 
was discovered in Israel 

Dr. Warren Taylor, chairman of 
the Board of Health, questioned how 
effective spraying in Winchester 
would be, if other contiguous fowns 
did not undertake the process. 

Swartz said that although the mos- 
quitos travel in a small radius. froin 
a quarter-mile to a half-mile, spray- 
ing would reduce the immediate 
population. 

He said three area communities 
are involved with the county's mos- 
quito control program, however, 
Winchester and Woburn are not 
members. Swartz said program offi- 
cials will not accept a community 
into the program for just ane year, 
since the control methods are part of 
a long-term program to reduce nui- 
sance mosquitos as well. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi is 
expected tg put’ together a proposal 
to be reviewed within the next week 


Referring to a legislative report 
by David Baier, director of legisla- 
tive and membership services for 
the Massachusetts Municipal Asso- 
ciation (MMA), Maurer said the 
Weld administration has indicated it 
will not cul Fiscal Year 1991 (F'Y91) 
local aid. 

However, Baier warned in his 
reporl, “At this point 1} think it is 
prudent to keep in mind Yogi Ber- 
ra's timeless advice: l aint over 
until it’s over.” 

But Maurer said the most trou- 
bling part of Weld’s budget plan is 
the proposed increases to municipal- 
ities in county assessments and 
teacher pension costs. 

A portion of the county assessment 
hike is due to a decision by the state 
to pass on its share of scheduled

For Capt. John Collins, serving in 
the Persian Gulf war was answering 
a call of duty. 

But the hardest part for Collins, 
and the many other soldiers who 
served, was leaving behind family — 
and the loneliness troops ultimately 
confronted. 

“You can be with 270 people, but 
that’s no match [to your family],’’ 
he said. Collins also said letters and 
packages from many Winchester 
residents ‘really meant a great 
deal ... It was overwhelming.” 

Collins’ wife Kandice wrote every 
day. Son Weston, age 1, Alexa, 3, and 
Collins’ parents, Pat and John Col- 
lins of Ridge Street, chipped in on 
voice tapes. Receiving those, said 
Collins ‘‘put a lump in your throat.” 

Collins was first deployed to Saudi 
Arabia from Fort Devens on Oct. 17,

About six days later, the unit 
moved to Vidalia, where it erected a 
hospital within 30 miles of enemy 
forces. The hospital served as the 
main trauma center along the north- 
ern section of the main supply route, 
and also provided care to the 24th 
Infantry Division. 

By Feb. 3, Collins said his unit 
began disassembling the hospital to 
move forward to “‘Logbase Char- 
lie,’ where plans were made to 
move into Iraq. 

Near the end of February, the unit 
made its move. But not without 
hassles. Collins said his troops had 
to battle violent wind and rain 
storms, and a drop in temperature 
while sleeping overnight in open 
trucks. Sand storms and winds up to 
90 mph were also confronted. 

The hospital was erected at a site 
referred to as Logbase Romeo, with- 
in Iraqi borders. During the ground 
war, the facility treated 118 patients, 
and received some of the first pris- 
oners of war. Most of the injuries 
treated at the site were a result of 
mine accidents.

Collins referred to the numerous 
patients treated for injuries from 
accidents not related to warfare. 

“The Saudis make Boston drivers 
look good. If they can't get through 
on the road, they go into the desert,”’ 
he said. ‘You saw death from the 
moment you got there."’ 

When propaganda that Saddam 
Hussein had won the war began, 
Collins said many of the POWs 
thought the American troops were 
the prisoners. 

“They thought we were a captured 
hospital,’ he said. “They couldn't 
comprehend that U:S. soldiers were 
in Iraq. But 90 percent seemed 
relieved and happy [that we were].’’ 

Collins also said there were times 
his unit was faced with incoming 
Scud missles, and had to lake nerve 
antigen pills. 

‘*A lot of things flash through your 
mind. First and foremost is your 
family. That quickly turns to, what 
do qn need to do to survive,” he 
said.

establish an area and it should hold 
true,”’ he said. 

He emphasized the importance of 
consistency in both development and 
decisions about which sections will 
be memorial (markers only) and 
which will be monuments.

move up to ‘Suicide Alley,”’ he said 
he got “an eerie feeling. 1 knew I 
was going up with an advance party 
to clear away the area, and make 
sure all the mines were detonated, 

“You had to take a walk by your- 
self and just think about your fami- 
ly,” he said. ‘I don’t think there are 
words that can describe your 
feelings.” 

Collins said he believes the experi- 
ence in Saudi Arabia was more diffi- 
cult for female soldiers. He said he 
believes many of the American 
women felt animosity toward the 

Saudis. Though they supported the 

United States’ efforts, the women 

did not agree with the Saudi way of 
life.

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their faces, and can't be seen,"’ he 
said. 

“T think a lot of the [soldiers] grew 
up in Saudi Arabia," Collins said. 

During his stay, Collins said he 
had the opportunity to see the birth 
of a camel, observe Saudi customs, 
and spend time in Saudi ‘thouses’’ — 
desert tents, in this case. 

Collins said there is a traditional 
tea ceremony of great importance to 
the Saudis. Each person must drink 
three small cups of tea, then three 
small cups of coffee. To have fewer 
was an insult to the host. 

At one point, Collins said he was 
invited with others to join in what he 
said was something like an indoor 
picnic — complete with a freshly- 
killed sheep. ‘You had to sit cross- 
legged, but couldn't show the balls of 
your feet,” he said. 

Collins indulged in such delicacies 
as sheep brain and tongue. When 
asked how he felt about eating such 
food, Collins said, ‘‘You couldn’t 
insult [the host].”’ 

Overall, Collins said he was sur- 
prised at the Saudi way of life. 

“Tt was a culture shock coming 
from such a free and democratic 
society into a society that was so 


behind the times," he said. ‘Once of 
the main concerns was not to insult 
(the Saudis]." 

The Saudis reacted positively to 
American troops in their midst. 
“They were fascinated by us, appre- 
ciated us, without a doubt. They 
gave us the victory sign, and would 
come up and shake our hands,” 
Collins said. ‘They were really hap- 
py we were there.” 


By March 2, Collins said the hospi- 
tal had orders to dismantle and 
return to Logbase Charlie. Once 
there, the troops began the arduous 
task of cleaning equipment for a 
demanding agricultural inspection. 
Although number of soldiers had to 
stay behind to oversee the transpor- 
tation of equipment, Collins got word 
he would be going home, and on 
April 13, Collins set foot on Ameri- 
can soil. 

“It's something you've been 
dreaming about for six months — 
when your eyes are going to meet 
your families’,’’ he said. “‘When the 
plane touched ground [in the United 
States], it was such an overwhelm- 
ing feeling. It can't be matched by 
anything.”

Reaching out 


A call for help comes from Romania

Many saw the images on ABC- 
TV's news magazine ‘'20/20" last 
October. Romanian children, some 
handicapped and some not, wareh- 
oused in institutions and left to die in 
squalor and disease. 

For those who saw the program, 
the pictures were unsettling, but 
unfortunately, also forgettable not 
longer after the show ended and the 
television was turned off. 

But Winchester resident Marlene 
LaCoutere could not forget those 
images, and now tries to remind 
others of the dire conditions in 
Romania. At the same time, she 
offers her help to the children. 

LaCouture, a resident of Hillcrest 
Parkway, is a member of Free 
Romania Foundation (FRF) Inc., a 
nonprofit charity headquartered in 
Massachusetts that brings medical 
relief and rehabilitation assistance 
to the children of Romania. 

The group was founded by Ion 
Berindei, a Romanian-American 
architect who brought the reality of 
the terrible conditions in Romania to 
the attention of the world. 

ABC’s ‘'20/20°' program, ‘The 
Shame of a Nation,”’ chronicled the 
dire consequences of former dicta- 
tor Nicolae Ceausescu's 23-year 
program to bolster his country’s 
population, and workforce. Birth 
control and abortions were outlawed 
and couples who did nol produce at 
least five children were financially 
penalized. 

Many Romanian families could 
not afford to feed their children, and 
some abandoned them, said LaCou- 
ture. Other mothers bore children 
with birth defects from failed self- 
induced abortions or died during the 
outlawed operation, leaving their 
children orphaned. An estimated 
15,000 women died from complica- 
tions of abortions, said LaCouture. 

In all, LaCouture says 125,000 
children ranging in age from three 
to 18 are without family, and housed 
in these government-run institu- 
tions. Anywhere from 40,000 to 60,000 
of these children are handicapped, 
she said. 

The horific tales of sickly children 
left lied to beds without mattresses, 
and others, healthy but for club feet 
or crossed eyes, being herded like

animals are a cruel reality, said 
LaCouture. The children are often 
forced to bathe in filthy water, have 
never learned to feed themselves, 
and live in cramped quarters with 
urine and dirt covering the floors. 

In 1989, Ceausescu and his wife, 
Elena, were executed by their coun- 
trymen and since then, abortions, 
contraceptives, sex education and 
sexually oriented materials have 
been allowed in the country. LaCou- 
ture says while volunteers are work- 
ing to educate the Romanian women 
about contraceplives, for many, 
abortions are still the only means of 
birth control. 

And the legacy of Ceausescu 
remains in the tiny country, in 
remote areas where the inslitutions 
are located. 

LaCouture says the ratio of child- 
ren to caregivers in these places is 
30 to 1 and the village women who 
are recruited to work there are often 
uneducated and wary of touching the 
children for whom they care. 

In this respect, LaCouture says 
the primary intervention by volun- 
leers from other countries has 
helped. She says the volunteer care- 
givers serve as ‘models’ for the 
Romanian workers. By touching and 
holding the children, the foreign vol- 
unteers teach the native caregivers 
that the children need affection. 

“There's already a difference 
being made,” said LaCouture. 

LaCouture says she was moved to 
action when she saw a spot on Chan- 
nel 5 news of Berindei and his work 
with the Romanian children. 

“I have three children,” said 
LaCouture. ‘I tuck them into warm, 
comfortable beds each night ... It’s 
hard to believe this is happening [to 
children in Romania}.” 

“Sometimes you see something,

and you just can’t turn away,” she 
said. 

LaCouture is coordinating a supp- 
ly drive for the children, and says 
the packages will be transported to 
Romania with a Free Romania 
Foundation (FRF) “Touch Team.” 
The group of volunteers will bring 
the supplies over personally to 
ensure that they are distributed to 
the children. 

Other FRF programs include 
groups of volunteer rehabilitation 
specialists who set up a model for 
{raining and educating the Roma- 
nian rehabilitation staff. Also, an 
adoption assistance program helps 
prospective U.S. parents with adop- 
tions of the orphaned children and 
the FRF also assists Romanian 
children obtain eye, brain and 
orthopedic surgery services through 
U.S. hospitals and surgeons. 

Bul while the adoptions are 
increasing, LaCouture says the 
majority of the children will stay in 
the institutions. Those with severe 
handicaps and many of the adoles- 
cents will not find a way out, she 
predicts. 

But other countries are gelling 
involved, too, according to LaCou- 
ture, including Sweden which just 
donated $3 million to the cause. She 
says the Romanian government is 
beginning to work with the foreign 
volunteers to help the children 

LaCouture said the Romanians 
had some resentment when volun- 
teers from other countries 
intervened. Bul since the govern- 


ment realized the volunteers were 
there to help, the situalion has 
improved, she said. 

“Their country doesn't have the 
means [{o care for the children]." 
she said. Only about 6 cents is spent 
on each child per day by the Roma- 
nian government, says LaCoulure 

Although the ‘20/20 program 
sparked 25,000 calls from concerned 
U.S. citizens, LaCoulture says she 
fears the problems in Romania 
might be forgotten. 

“When things like that happen, as 
time goes by, people forget.’ said 
LaCouture. ‘‘We're trying to keep 
people aware that there is suffering 
going on and that there is a need for 
help.” 

Those interested in gathering sup- 
plies are asked to donate new or 
nearly new: baby bottles, nipples, 
wipes, diaper rash ointment, cloth 
diapers, diaper covers, rubber pants 
(large and exira large), children’s 
ealing utensils, crib mobiles, slip-on 
bibs, sneakers, socks, slippers, rub- 
ber boots (ages three to 16) and 
folding lightweight strollers. Also: 
bedding items; small, safe. wash- 
able toys, craft supplies and medical 
and office supplies. Monetary dona- 
tions will be used to purchase larger 
items in Romania such as high- 
chairs or medical supplies and pre- 
scriptive medicine. 

These supplies can be dropped off 
at the Woburn YMCA or through 
LaCouture.

Whether it be the local garden clubs donating trees and shrubbery 
to beautify the town, or the Winchester Sports Foundation hosting a 
golf tournament to raise funds for high school athletics, there is 
hardly any aspect of Winchester that has not been touched by

The House — ‘Beacon Hill Roll 
Call" records local representatives’ 
votes on five roll calls from debate 
on the deficit reduction package ear- 
lier in the session. There were no roll 
calls in the House and Senate last 
week. 


PROP 2!, (H 5252) — House 121-34, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
section allowing communities, if 
proved by voters, to adopt a system 
which allows annual increases in 
property tax levies at a rate equal to 
inflation, up to 5 percent. The 
amendment would allow this system 
to go into effect only if the voters 
approve it at a statewide electicn. 
Amendment supporters said this 
would allow voters statewide who 
approved Prop 2!2 to decide on any 
changes in it. Opponents said the 
legislature should approve this sys- 
tem which gives local voters the 
tools to decide their own future. 

A “Yea"’ vote is for requiring a 
Statewide ballot question before the 
new system is put into effect. A 
“Nay” vote is for putting the new 
system into effect. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 


MORE 21, (#15252) — House 132-22, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
that all Prop 2's override votes be 
held at annual, not special elections. 
Amendment supporters said special 
elections have very low voter turn- 
outs and allows a small group lo 
override. Opponents said local com- 
munities should have the power to 
decide at what election the override 
is considered and noted some special 
elections have a very high turnout. 
A‘'Yea"’ vote is for allowing over- 
rides only at annual elections. A 
“Nay” vote is for allowing overrides 
at annual or special elections. 
Casey voted no. 


WORKFARE (IP 4252) —- House 
90-64, refused to reconsider its ear- 


lier defeat of an amendment estab- 
lishing a ‘“workfare’’ program 
requiring certain welfare recipients 
to work in order to receive their 
benefits. Amendment supporters 
said this will insure that able-bodied 
recipients work and noted it pro- 
vides exemptions for those with 
young kids. Opponents said the mea- 
sure should be considered as a sepa- 
rate bill and not attached to the 
deficit reduction package. Some 
said “workfare” is an unfair and 
counterproductive program which 
creates ‘“makework"’ jobs and 
doesn’t train peaple with the goal of 
breaking the poverty cycle. 

A “Yea”’ vote is for reconsidering 
defeat of ‘‘workfare.”’ A ‘“‘Nay’’ vote 
is against ‘‘workfare.”” 

Casey voted yes. 


EDUCATION (H 5252) — House 
121-31, rejected a lengthy amend- 
ment restructuring the state’s edu- 
cation administration and system 
and establishing a Secretary fo Edu- 
cation. Amendment supporters said 
these reforms wili save $1 million 
this year, abolish the Board of 
Regents and eliminate top heavy 
administrators. Opponents said this 
amendment does not belong in a 
deficit reduction package and should 
be considered as a separate bil]. 

A ‘‘Yea" vote is for the amend- 
ment. A ‘‘Nay” vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 


COURT SYSTEM (¢H 5252) — House 
122-33, rejected a lengthy amend- 
ment restructuring the state's judi- 
cial system and administration. 
Amendment supporters said this is 
the judicial reform package 
included in the Governor's original 
bill. They argued it will give the 
judiciary the tools to manage its 
resources and save money. Oppo- 
nents said the Governor's proposals 
have been sent to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee where they will be considered 
separately. They noted the Chief 
Justice has suggested there will be 
no savings at all attributed to this 
package. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend- 
ment. A Nay” vote is aainst it. 

Casey voted no. 
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Residents should 


recycle more 


TO THE EDITOR: 

The old saying, “Throw it out” 
won't exist in my home. If you 
recycle, you can build a park in a 
place a landfill could be built. The 
kids could play soccer, and the 
adults could sit on a bench and read. 

But, if the people of the city neigh- 
borhoods throw everything in the 
trash, the empty field could become 
a landfill, and smell and all that 
stuff. And, recycle all of the stuff you 
get. If a bag says that 38 percent of it 
is recycled, and it has 100 sq. inches 
of paper, then with 10 bags, 380 sq. 
inches would be recycled, and 620 sq. 
inches would be thrown away, and 
with 100 bags, 3,800 sq. inches would 
be recycled, and 6,200 would be 
thrown away. 

That means, that if a supermarket 
gives 500 bags each day, that in 
seven days 3,500 bags would go, and 
that 133,000 sq. inches would be 
recycled, and 217,000 sq, inches 
would be gone. So, you must recycle 
at least 51 percent to gain anything. 
(At least by my view.) But, if you dig 
a deep hole and stick all the trash in 
it, and when it’s full you cover it with 
dirt, you can now build a park there. 
And so it’s done. 

Well, there it is. Now, if you can't 
recycle at the town dump, then there 
goes all that trash. And so the town 
dump should bring back the bins for 
plastic recycling. 

If they don’t, the plastic will all be 
thrown out. Then there is no park. 
That's why you should recycle more.

MSPCA answers 
Edgell letter 


TO THE EDITOR: 

This letter is in response to 
Claudia Edgell’s letter to the editor 
opposing a shorter required stay for 
strays at animal control facilities 


' 


(‘Edgell urges bill opposition," 
March 28), The MSPCA does support 
House Bill 4099, which would change 
the mandatory holding period of 
stray dogs in anima) control facili- 
ties from 10 to seven days. A seven 
day holding period is actually mare 
beneficial to stray dogs for several 
reasons: 

First, Ms. Edgell claims that a 
shorter holding period gives owners 
a small chance of reclaiming their 
dogs. However, a recent study con- 
ducted by the Animal Control Offic- 
er’s Association of Massachusetts 
found that 95 percent of dogs 
reclaimed from animal control facil- 
ities were picked up by owners with- 
in three days of their arrival. Within 
a seven day period, 99 percent of the 
reclaimed dogs were retrieved by 
their owners. 

Secondly, House Bill 4099 has no 
impact on how long an animal is 
offered for adoption, but the time 
that the animal is held before being 
made available for adoption. A lon- 
ger holding period before adoption, 
as Ms. Edgell suggests means more 
stress for the animal and a greater 
chance of the animal's immune sys- 
tem becoming weakened, making 
the animal more susceptible to seri- 
ous disease. Both of these factors 
have a significant effect on the ani- 
mal’s chances of being adopted. 
With a seven day waiting period, the 
animal can be made available for 
adoption sooner. 

Also, pound seizure — whereby 
shelter animals are sold to research 
facilities — has been banned in Mas- 
sachusetts since 1984 due in large 
part to the efforts of the MSPCA and 
other human organizations who 
fought to outlaw this practice. 

House Bill 4099 is not anti-dog, as 
Ms. Edgell claims. The bill is 
designed to benefit dogs, giving 
strays who have not been reclaimed 
a better chance at being adopted and 
being given a new life.

The central issue is not foregoing 
one Coke or one Pepsi per week to 
balance the budget, but trust and 
credibility. The confidence in our

1981: 10 years ago 


Town Meeting members made 
only two minor changes in the 
Finance Committee’s budget fig- 
ures for that year. The entire $500 
in the out-of-state travel budget 
was eliminated and $1,800 was 
put into the school athletic 
budget. This funding was to pro- 
vide buses for teams going to 
out-of-town competitions. Every 
other amendment to add funds to 
the budget was defeated. 


Senator Paul Tsongas said his 
office would help smooth the way 
for Winchester’s downtown reno- 
vations. Tsongas said he and his 
Boston-based econamic develop- 
ment staff would help process 
federal grant applications, plan 
overall] strategy and make them- 
selves available to the town for 
consultation. 


The Board of Selectmen 
endorsed Continental Cablevi- 
sion’s choice of a Main and Lake 
Street building to house its studio. 
Some board members had reser- 
vations however, on the issues of 
traffic and parking in that area. 
The final vote was 3-2. 


Former Winchester Police 
officer John Cogan won his battle 
with the town over disability pen- 
sion. After several major heart 
operations, Cogan had resigned 
from the force. The town had 
originally denied the pension 
because Cogan was holding a job 
as a security consultant. 


A Middlesex County grand jury 
returned a murder indictment 
against a 20-year-old woman in 
connection with the March, 1981 
stabbing death of a Somerville 
man at Winchester’s Sandy 
Beach. 


The Sachems tennis team were 
once again champs of the Mid- 
dlesex League courts. After a win 
against Wakefield, the Winches- 
ter team kept the Middlesex 
League championship in 
Winchester for yet another year, 
The girls tennis team also 
clinched their Middlesex League 
tennis championship. Exciting 
victories over Lexington and 
Woburn earned them the title. 


James Camp of Winchester 
earned the ‘Bobby Orr Sport- 
manship Award” at an awards 
ceremony. The former Baston 
Bruins-great himself presented 
the award, which was given to 
select Amateur Hockey Associa- 
tion players for dedication and 
achievement in the game.

Railroad recollections

It is easy to forget, in the usual 
frenzy to meet the weekly publica- 
tion deadline and keep your editor 
from graying prematurely, the bus- 
tling center of excitement which 
existed at the southeasterly corner 
of The Common prior to 1958. 

In that year, the mundane brick 
box which presently houses the 
Chamber of Commerce and The 
Winchester Star office, was built. 

Back in 1872 the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad built a commodious new 
depot for Winchester on that site. It 
was a large rectangular wooden 
building with a double-sloped hip 
roof of slate. The lower slope pro- 
jected out 12-feet all around the 
structure, on beautiful curved 
brackets, to shelter passengers from 
the weather as they awaited one of 
the 40 or so ‘‘locals’’ that passed 
through Winchester to and from Bos- 
ton each day. 

The waiting room, always veiled 
with thick clouds of cigar smoke, 
was kept habitable in the colder 
months by a large potbellied stove 
which vented through a central 
chimney. 

The freight office, manned faith- 
fully in later years by Walt Parkin, 
was at the southerly end of the 
building, always surrounded by 
fleets of wooden freight wagons. 

Safety was paramount with the 
tracks being at grade level, and to 
cross the tracks at the depot, pedest- 
rians had to negotiate the infamous 
1914 footbridge — hardly a ‘“‘stair- 
way to the stars!” 

Negotiating this structure, which 
reminded one of ‘‘The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey,’ was not for the faint of 
heart — and upon reaching the top of 
a run of stairs 30 feet above the 
tracks, one was faced with travers-

lecture 
is May 7 


Phyllis Stearns, president of 
Winchester Trails, and Anne Galli, 
enrichment chairman, host the fifth 
annual Maggie Howard Memorial 
Lecture at 7:30 p.m. in the Symmes 
Room of the Winchester Unitarian 
Church on Tuesday May 7. 

This series of public lectures is 
given in memory of Maggie Howard 
who served as the organization’s 
president and an inspiration for out- 
door education for Winchester 
students. 

The topics of the Howard Lectures 
are always environmental in nature. 
This year, scientists from MIT’s 
Center for Environmental Health 
Sciences present their progress in 
trying to understand the relation- 
ships among the history of chemical 
usage in the Aberjona Basin, the 
present day levels of mutagenic 
chemicals in streams and stream 
sediments and the effect that such 
chemicals may have on human 
genetic change. 

In the first short presentation, 
John Durant reviews the use of 
industrial chemicals in the basin 
dating back to 1666 when a tannery 
in what is now Woburn created for 
our area the dubious distinction of 
being home to the first Superfund 
Site. Professor Harry Hemond will 
review several years of hydrologic 
surveys, chemical assays and muta- 
tion assays by which the group is 
trying to get a handle on the present 
day positions, identities and 
amounts of the materials which can 
cause the kinds of genetic changes 
required for human cancer and her- 
itable birth defects. 

The final presentation prior to 
public discussion will be made hy 
Professor Bill Thilly, Winchester 
resident and director of the MIT 
Center. He will review the problems 
involved in present methods for try- 
ing to discover cause and effect 
relationships between exposure lo a 
low level chemical and disease in a 
population like the 50,000 residents 
of the Aberjona Watershed. 


Mark Wrighton, Winchester resi- 
dent, and MIT’s provost will serve 
as discussion leader for what is 
expected to be a valuable forum for 
expression of public concern and 
perhaps a stimulus for more united 
action in forming a public policy 
based on ascertainable facts. 

Color maps of the Aberjona Basin 
will be available for students and 
citizens interested in further person- 
al inquiry. Publications of the Cen- 
ter for Environmental Health Sei- 
ences dealing with the presentations 
topics will also be available. 

The Howard Lecture Series has 
promoted loca! interest in conserva- 
tion issues which were very impor- 
tant to Maggie Howard. Winchester 
Trials and the Winchester Conserva- 
tion Commission are pleased to hon- 
or her memory with this annual 
forum which is free and open to the 
public.

a full-time assistant principalship 
could also be added to the list. 

High School Principal John Ritch- 
ie said cuts of this nature would 
reduce the effectiveness of the staff. 
“We would function, but a lot of 
things we offer, direct service 1o 
teachers and students, would be 
reduced,”’ he said. 

Members will also review one 
teaching position in the TAP, (The 
Alternative Program) program and 
reductions of up to three teachers at 
the high school. Also added to the list 
were the clinical counselor, instruc- 
tional substitutes, expenditures for 
extra-curricular activities — all at 
the high school — and the Learning 
to Learn program at McCall. 

Members also discussed the 
spending freeze on the current FY91 
budget. Chairman Papas said she 
had indicated to the superintendent 
that expenditures for food at meet- 
ings, subscriptions to newspapers 
and petty cash allocations for the 
remainder of the year may or may 
not be approved by the School 
Committee. 

That issue was to be voted on at 
the School Committee's Tuesday 
night session; however, members 
Ronayne and McCarter expressed 
some concern over when this item 
had been previously discussed. 
Ronayne said he was ‘‘completely 
out of the loop" on this issue. 

Papas said the directive given to 


Mitsakos, ‘‘that these expenses not 
be incurred,"’ had come about after 
several School Committee members 
reviewed the invoices for miscella- 
neous purchases, which included 
bills for bottled water and hot cross 
buns at school departmental 
meetings. 

Ronayne said expenditures of this 
nature help the morale of the teach- 
ing and support staff and questioned 
the dollar amount of items being 
discussed. ‘‘How many hot cross 
buns are we talking about?" asked 
Ronayne. 

However, Papas said the number 
was not key to the issue, rather the 
‘‘appropriate expenditure of money 
for education.” 

“T suggested (to the superinten- 
dent] that these costs may or may 
not be reimbursed," she added. 

Mitsakos said the practice of 
freezing petty cash can cost extra, 
since the School Department would 
ask to be billed for items that can not 
be purchased up front. 

“Each one of us has the chance to 
sign the warrant [list of invoices]," 
said Papas. Ronayne, who said he 
had not reviewed the invoices, said 
he considered this review a duty of 
the chairman when he held that role 
in the committee. 

Members eventually deferred 
action on what items would be paid 
for under the miscellaneous account 
and will take up that action at the 
next session.

overflowing onto side streets. 

{In addition, selectmen said they 
believe the plan is ‘‘responsible,” 
and addressed the balance of issues 
raised by neighbors and Liltle 
Leaguers. 

Ciarcia said signage could be 
erected so cars would park head in, 
parallel to the street. However, he 
admitted “only time will tell’ 
whether or not people will follow 
that pattern, providing enough room 
for 60 cars. 

Selectmen initially voiced concern 
about eliminating the tot play area, 
as well as a mass of cars coming 
and/or leaving at the same time. 

However, Little League represen- 
tative Fred DeSimone said it was 
“never our intention to wipe [the tot 
area] out.’ In addition, Commis- 
sioner Bob Nutile said games end at 
staggered times, so there would not 


likely be a large jam. ''There is a 
little smoother flow than perhaps 
you think,”’ he said. 

DeSimone called the plan a ‘“‘win- 
win-win situation’: the town would 
win because the work would be done 
at no cost; the league would win 
because there would be additional 
parking; and, the neighborhood 
would win because the streets would 
not be clogged up by cars. 

“It's a miracle someone hasn't 
gotten killed out there,” he added. 
DeSimone also said soccer will not 
be played at West Side Ficld next 
fall. 

The Little League group first 
made its proposal to selectmen in a 
letter dated April 22. Selectmen 
opted at their April 22 meeting to 
hold a public hearing before making 
a final decision.

bors first heard about the hearing 
and when it was scheduled. ‘‘This 
was extremely underhanded,"’ Cross 
said. 

Cross also said she believed a vote 
by selectmen on the matter would be 
illegal, since a 1989 Town Meeting 
warrant article had not been dealt 
with.

interest. 

“I'd be happy to answer, though I 
think it is an inappropriate ques- 
tion,” O'Leary said, adding he is not 
presently involved with the Little 
League. 

Selectmen Stephen Powers and 
Schmitt also said they are not 
involved with the league, while 
Selectman Robert Deering said he 
coaches two teams, and Selectman 
Peter Van Aken said his son plays 
ball. 

“T don’t think for my vote I'm 
going to get an extra ball in my 
bag,” Deering said. “I don’l see a 
conflict.”

increases in funding for the county 
jails. Also, cities and towns will be 
required to pay 10 percent of the cost 
of pensions for retired teachers. 

“T think that should be looked at as 
an item outside Proposition 212,” 
Maurer said, expressing frustration 
at the state’s passing along costs to 
cities and towns. 

Maurer also noted the state ‘‘will 
not fund the police career incentive 
program to the limit.’’ Municipali- 
ties will be forced to pick up $4.1 
million of the $10.8 million program. 

“T think the Legislature should 
either put the proper funding in the 
bill, or rescind the law in its entirety 
so the law would be off the books,” 
Maurer said. “It is not fair for the 
state to have a law, and not have to 
live up to it ... The state is to pay 50 
percent [of the police career incen- 
tive program]. The law doesn't say 
‘up to 50-percent.’ It says, ‘50 
percent.’ " 


One positive item in the proposed 
budget would allow cities and towns 
to move to a bi-weekly payroll, 
Maurer said. In addition, the Gover- 
nor has proposed giving control of 
courthouses over to the state, said 
Maurer. 

“There are negative items in the 
Governor's budget, and there are 
positive items,” said Maurer. ‘But | 
think there are more negative items 
in there for the loca! community 
than there are positive items. 

Said Maurer, ‘The state has no 
problem amending Proposition 214 if 
it’s to add more costs to local com- 
munities, but it does have a problem 
if it means it may decrease costs for 
the local community."’ He also said 
the town is forced to decrease its 
budgets to ‘make room’’ for this 
requirement from the state. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken said he 
was particularly struck by the chart 
provided by the MMA, which out- 
lines the difference in local aid ver- 


sus state expenditures over the past 
10 fiscal years. 


According to the chart, local aid 
has varied from just under $2 billion 
to slightly over $2 billion during the 
last decade. However, state expendi- 
tures have risen from about $5 bil- 
lion in FY81 to an estimate of over 
$13 billion in FY91. 


Even at the proposed level, Van 
Aken said he saw “‘no sharp decline” 
in slate spending. ‘I can understand 
the Town Manager's frustration and 
even anger at the way towns are 
being treated,”” Van Aken said. 


Selectman Thomas Schmitt sug- 
gested drafting a letter to Senator 
Charles Shannon and Representa- 
tive Paul Casey to let them know 
town officials believe county assess- 
ments and teachers’ pension bills 
are outside the limits of Proposition 
2%.

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
William O'Leary said he was hon- 
ored to be a part of the ceremony.

know what would happen,” said 
Elliott. 

Battle drills, practice formations 
and target range practice occupied 
the first few months of his tour in 
Saudi, as the tank platoons were 
moved slowly north, Elliot said. 

On Jan. 13, just three days before 
the air strike began, Elliot said the 
tanks moved to the Saudi Arabia/ 
Iraq border. 

“We could sil and watch the 
planes dropping bombs,” said 
Elliott of his battle front Jocation. 

Elliott also brought back some 
souveniers of his time in the desert 
including a pin from a soldier witha 
French airborne unit. He said when 
unils from different countries 
passed each other in the desert, they 
would trade pins. 

Bul Elliott said the cuisine left 
something to be desired with ralions 
of MREs, or Meals Ready to Eal, 
which essentially are various dehy- 
drated foods. He said in one MRE he 
received a bag of M&Ms with an 
expiration date of June, 1981. 

And life inside the four-man tank 
was “very cramped,” according to 
Elliott. Bullets launched from the 
tank weighed about 80 pounds each 
and travelled at speeds of one mile 
per second. 

Elliot said during the platoon’s off 
time, the soldiers played any board 
game they could get their hands on. 
He said the board game Risk, which 
tests military strategy, was pretly 
popular among the platoon. 

When he first landed in Saudi 
Arabia in October, Elliott said temp 
eralures reached 115 degrees during 
the day and between 85 and 90 at 
night. During December and Janu- 
ary il had cooled off to 65 lo 70 
degrees during the day and about 40 
degrees at night, said Elliott. 

“One night there was frost on my 
sleeping bag, which was very neat,” 
said Elliot. ‘I hadn't seen ice in a 
long time.”’ 

Corresponding with Bokil's class, 
as well as friends and family kept 
him busy writing letters, he said. 
But Elliott said the toughest part of 
being away from home was not 
being able to talk with his friends 
and family. A chance at a telephone 
booth happened only about once 
every two months, said Elliott.

The industria] arts 
program students helped children 
make tin lantern holders, and (wo 
musicians performed traditional 
colonial music on the flute. 


In the crafls area, the children 
made bookmarks, lanterns, candles, 
stencils, small trinket boxes and 
needlepoint samplers. The second- 
graders also get a chance to knead 
some colonial bread, and sample 
goodies from the refreshment table. 
And traditional games that were 
played hundreds of years ago keep 
the children giggling and enthused. 

Storyteller Jennifer Justice spun 
her colonial tale of the Boston Tea 


Partly for the youngsters as well, 
says Conley. 

Lincoln School teacher Sally Wal- 
ter says the curriculum plays a 
large part in the learning experience 
of Colonial Day. In four months of 
study, the children learn about the 
lives of carly settlers, including 
their homes, clothing and jobs, she 
said. 


“They are immersed in the reali- 
ty, the flavor of the colonists,’ says 
Walter. ‘It's not like opening a tex- 
(book and learning names and 
dates.’’ Information is taught crea- 
tively, through storytelling and 
hands-on experiences, she adds. 

The whole curriculum, says Wal- 
ter, is coordinated among the diffe- 
rent areas of study, including art 
and music. 

Sarah Damassa, CSA member in 
charge of publicity, said the parent 
volunteers are well organized ‘‘and 
make all the difference.” 

She said some parents take the 
day off to help out. while others bake 
cookies at night to lend a hand. In 
all, the program comes off without a 
hitch, to the delight of the children.

Beckley discusses 
space, technology

A presentation on space programs and technology is planned at the Jenks 
Center on Wednesday, May 8. al 10:30 a.m. 

The presentation by Lawrence Beckley and Dr. Joseph Binsack, prime 
movers of the M.I.T. Center for Space Research, discusses the general 
status of space programs initiated and carried out by the United States, with 
particular emphasis on the Freedom Space Station and plans for the Man on 
Mars program. 

Beckley, a 1942 graduate of M.I.T. Aeronautical Engineering, helped to 
found the Center for Space Research in 1963. He worked as a research staff 
member and administrator for the Center until his retirement in 1978. He is a 
member of the Institute of Acronautics and Astronautics, and of the 
Planetary Society. He is a past chairman of the Council on Aging. 

Binsack, associate director for the M.I.T. Center for Space Research, has 
been involved for more than 20 years in space research after having 
received his doctorate at M.I.T. He was co-investigator on the Synthetic 
Aperture Radar Experiment on the Magellan Mission to Venus, as well as 
the Plasma Science Experiment on the Voyager mission to outer planets, 
and the Mariner mission to Venus and Mercury.

Pharmacists discuss 
mixing medication

The Winchester Seniors Association Health Committee has been active in 
providing many informational programs for seniors. The committee works 
with the Winchester Board of Health, the Visiting Nurse Association, and the 
Winchester Hospital. 

Recently a program of great importance was presented pertaining to “The 
Interaction of Drugs."’ Dr. Robert M. Smith, chairperson of the Health 
Committee, brought together several specialists who gave the audience 
valuable advice. 

Dr Warren Taylor a member of the Winchester Board of Health, 
presented the speakers. Joseph Tabbi, director of the Board of Health, 
arranged for Dr. Joyce Adamson, internist and chairman of the Winchester 
Nospilal pharmacy, who advised careful reading of fine print of lables of 
medications. It is important lo talk with the pharmacist about mixing 
over-the-counter drugs with prescription drugs. Find out whether drugs 
should be taken with food. Become knowledgeable aboul the timing of the 
intake of medicines. Refrain from the consumption of alcohol when taking 
sedatives. This is dangerous to health with inflammatory conditions 
developing in the stomach and liver as well as in other organ damage. 

Mr. Gary Abrams, director of the pharmacy at Winchester Hospital, spoke 
about generi¢ versus prescription types of medication, He advised flushing 
unused medications down the toilet instead of disposing of them in 
waslebaskets where children can find them. Me said pharmacists cannot 
take back medications because of poisons that have been known to be 
injecled into them by those who have distorted minds. Certain medications 
require frequent blood checks to discover their effectiveness. Aspirin 
remains in the system for about 10 days but many drugs cease lo work when 
a patient stops taking them. 

A new drug is usually on the market from three to five years before if can 
become manufactured as a generie drug. Since many companies produce 
generic drugs, itis requisite to speak with one’s physician if a brand is being 
changed since amounts of drug content can vary. 

Il may take 17 years from the beginning of the drug through the stages of 
availabilily to consumers The cost is some $2 billion from research through 
to marketing. The United States monitors what is to be sold ina more careful 
manner than is practiced in some other countries. 

The presentation on the interaction of drugs was extremely worthwhile 
and informative

Sewer ban down the drain? 
Bill hailed that would end hookup curb 


and one permit for one house has been 
issued recently. But until the ban is 
lifted, it will be the only permit. 

Under the guidelines for sewer 
hookups, no new hookups which ex- 
ceed 2,000 daily gallons of discharge 
can be permitted, he said. That figure 
is based on 110 gallons per bedroom 
per day which would allow a total of 18 
bedrooms - one very large house or 
several 3 to 4 bedroom homes in a 
subdivision. 

As a result of slow building during 
the winter, the effect of the ban has 
taken awhile to catch up in the sub- 
urbs, Merson said. 

“Pye heard from one subdivision 
(builder),’’ Merson said. ‘‘Prospective 
buyers shied away because we didn’t 
have the ability to give them a clear in- 
dication that the lot can be hooked up. 
It’s in no one’s purview to give an an- 
swer. But it (the ban) throws direct 
tesponsibility into the lap of the local 
sewer department and we're against a 
$10,000 fine per day. People are doing 
investigations (before buying a new 
house) to see all the particulars. Then 
they check in with the building depart- 
ment which sends them to me and |] 
give them the bad news.” 

The MWRA, which has worked to 
get the Walpole site for a grit and 
screenings landfill for the Boston Har- 
bor cleanup, has received ‘‘scores of 
phone calls from large developers as 
well as very small developers,’’ said 
Paul DiNatale, spokesman for the 
MWRA. 

‘In essence, we told them what we 
knew and asked them to contact their 
state representative or state senator 
to get the legislation moving. From the 
types of calls we've received, | know 
this is having a very adverse impact on 
the economy in general,’’ he said.

The town of Wellesley hasn’t been 
affected generally, said Steve Fader, 
town engineer, basically because there 
is so little available open space, build- 
ers can only build one home at a time. 
“Anything more than three or four 
houses, we might have seen the last 
of,’’ Fader said. 

Much the same is true in Newton, 
said sewer superintendent Tony 
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Pelligrini. Most of the construction is 
one lot, single-family residential build- 
ing, he said. Newton, too, is short on 
big spaces. 

There is one subdivision (not one of 
Grignaffini's) in the Dana Hall area 
which could be affected, but Grignaffini 
is confident the Legislature will move 
quickly and prevent a disaster around 
the state. 

“Our economy and unemployment 
is so bad, and construction, of course, 
is a major factor in the employment of 
people, projects would all come to a 
standstill at a time when we’re coming 
out of this and seeing some light at the 
end of tunnel,”’ he said.

deeper and deeper. 

“‘One town (Walpole) is going to be 
unhappy,’’ Grignaffini said, ‘‘but they 
have to look at the state as a whole.’” 

Actually, Merson explained, all the 
discussion about sludge is basically in- 
correct.

“‘¥’m confident that the program for 
the fertilizer would be successful,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That plant goes online in Octo- 
ber and, for the first time, we will 
cease the discharge of sludge into Bos- 
ton Harbor."’

Dear Mr. Shaffer: My wife and | own a piece of property with 
7 sister and her husband.

I would like to improve my cottage with my own funds but the other 
party Is happy with things as they are In theirs. The cottages are of the 
same value right now. ff it came time fo sell, the package would be 
worth more because one cottage has been updated, so | assume more 
of the selling price should come to me because the update of one cot- 
tage was at my expense. Is there some way to draw up some sort of 
agreement to this effect? - E.G., Framingham. 

Dear E.G.: The simple answer to your question is yes, a docu- 
A ment reflecting your right to receive a larger share of the prof- 
e it, ifany, upon the sale of the property is possible. Your prob- 
lem, however, is twofold. 

No. 1: What formula should be used to decide the ‘‘vaiue’’ of the 
improvements you propose to make? 

No. 2: How do you get your sister/brother-in-law to agree in princi- 
ple to such an arrangement? 

Regarding the formula to be used, you basically have two choices. 
With the first, you would only receive back the initial cost of the im- 
provements you make. With the second, you'd receive back both the 
initial cost, plus an extra percentage of any profit made on the proper- 
ty. The size of the extra percentage could either be set now, or could 
be determined at the time the property is sold (preferably by a licensed 
appraiser mutually chosen by you and your sister/brother-in-law at the 
time of sale). 

Which formula is better? Although you will be exclusively paying for 
the improvements to your cottage, you will also be exclusively enjoying 
them. Moreover, even with the use of an objective appraiser. deciding 
ona fair percentage for the value added by these improvements is, at 
best, an educated guess. Accordingly, the first formula is probably 

most equitable. Moreover, such a formula could easily be drafted to ap- 
ply to future improvements as well.

More financial options become available

ntil recently, when buying a 

home, you basically had two 

financing options: the fixed 

rate or the adjustable-rate 

loan, Unfortunately, the for- 

mer offered a higher inter- 
est rate in return for stability; the lat- 
ter, though offering greater buying 
power through an initially lower rate, 
meant interest rate uncertainty, 

In response, lenders began offering 
financing products that combined an 
initially lower interest rate with at least 
some degree of rate stability. Last 
week we looked at two such products 
— the convertible adjustable mortgage 
and the lender funded buydown. This 
week we'll look at two more: the 
‘two-step’’ mortgage and the ‘‘con- 
vertible fixed rate’ loan, 

Basically, there are two types of 
two-step mortgages — the uncondi- 
tional and the conditional. With both, 
the initial interest rate is set between 
one quarter and one full point below 
the current fixed rates, and remains 
there for the first seven years of the 
loan. At the end of the seventh year, 
the rate is adjusted (this one time) to a 
pre-determined level (generally one 
half to one full point above the lender's 
then current fixed rate), 

With an unconditional two-step, the 
loan will automatically be extended for 
another 23 years at the new and gen- 
erally higher interest rate. With cvondi- 
tional twa-steps the loan will only be 
extended if certain requirements are 
met. If these requirements are not 
met you'll be required, at that time, to 
repay the lyan’s remaining principal 
balance in full, either by selling the 
home or refinancing the mortgage. Al- 
though varying with different lenders, 
these requirements include the follow- 
mg 
i The new rate must not be more than 
S percent above the loan’s initial rate; 

§@ No other liens may exist on the prop- 
erty: 

@ Your monthly payments must be cur- 
rent and not have been more than 30 
days late during the preceding 12 
months; and 

O8 You must sulloccupy the property as 
your primary residence. 

The benefits of a two-step mort- 
page are simple: a lower rate for the 
loan’s first seven years, However, you 
should only consider a two-step mort- 
yage if you are certain you'll be selling 
the home within seven years, or that 


you'll be able to qualify for a refinanced 
mortgage if necessary when the seven 
years are up. This precaution should 
be taken not only with a conditional 
two-step (due to the fact that the loan 
will not be automatically extended) but 
also with unconditional two-step loans 
(since there is no cap on how high the 
rate can yo). 

Moreover, you should recognize 
that unless, at present, you easily 
qualify for a mortgage based upon one 
income from an extremely secure form 
of employment (which is, unfortunate- 
ly, becoming rarer these days) it's 
nearly impossible to guarantee yourself 
that you will qualify for a refinanced 
mortgage seven years in the future. 


With an unconditional 
two-step, the loan will 
automatically be extend- 
ed for another 23 years at 
the new and generally 
higher interest rate. With 
conditional two-steps the 
loan will only be extend- 
ed if certain requirements 
are met. 


Like a two-step, a convertible fixed 
rate mortgage (also known as a 7/1) 
also offers an initially lower rate (one- 
half to one full point below current 
fixed rates) that remains constant for 
the loan's first seven years. However, 
convertible fixed mortgages differ from 
two-steps in a number of ways. First, 
they all automatically last for a 30-year 
term. Second, the loan’s rate doesn’t 
change once. Rather, at the end of the 
seventh year, the rate becomes an ad- 
justable, and can then change every 12 
months for the remainder of the loan. 
Third, they're usually only offered for 
jumbo loans. 

Because they automatically extend 
for 30 years, convertible fixed loans do 
hot require the same precautions as do 
two-steps. However, with a convert- 
ible fixed, you should take the same 
precautions as you would with a regu- 
lar adjustable loan; namely, be sure it 
has a two percent yearly and six per- 
cent lifetime rate cap, and be certain 
you'll be able to afford the monthly 
payment if the rite rises to its maxi- 
munt level. 

In conclusion, this reminder: Be- 
fore choosing any financing product, be 
certain you fully understand all of its 
terms and conditions.

Preparing for the future 


Teachers get serious about career changes at a recent workshop

Caya Bancroft. 

Bancroft launched the discussion by 
askiny the 14 teachers at the 
Massachusetts School of Professional 
Psychology building in Dedham one 
Saturday to tell her and the group 
about themselves, what they are doing 
and what they ‘‘cando.”’ 


Most of the teachers found the 
question difficult to answer and fell into 
the trap of saying such things as, ‘‘] 
like working with people.”’ 

But Bancroft, a dynamic 56-year-old 
from Norwood who hosts a Saturday 
morning radio talk show on WRKO on 
work issues, proved ta be a benevolent 
taskmaster — putting the group at ease 
with a mix of shoot-from-the-hip 
humor, practical advice, sympathy, pep 
talks and wacky stories about her own 
job searches. 

She also minced no words in telling 
participants that vague statements 
about one’s accomplishments and skills 
will not cut it in the job market. 

“We're going to begin to think of 


ourselves in more concrete terms,’ 
said Bancroft. ‘‘What can we and have 
we done? Let's get specific and talk 
numbers, dollars, outcomes. ... [ hope 
today you're going to start changing 
your perception of yourself. 

The three-hour workshop 
sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Association for Adult and Continuing 
Education in Newton included 
presentations, written exercises and 
discussion. 

With budget cuts becoming a fact of 
life in most area school systems, 
teachers are more vulnerable than ever 
to layoffs and are looking to such 
workshops for help in mastering job- 
hunting skills they may never have 


needed before. 

The teachers in attendance — all but 
one a woman ~~ have varied 
backgrounds and included those who 
have taught at the elementary, 
secondary and college levels. Some are 
still working as teachers and fear being 
laid off, while others have already lost 
their jobs. 

All, however, shared a sense of 
bewilderment about the business world 
and were looking for ways to show 
employers how their classroom 
experience is transferable to other 
vocations.

When your boss has a 
drinking or drug problem

You've seen lots of commercials 
urging families to get help when a loved 
one has a drinking, drug or severe 
emotional problem, But what if it’s 
your boss who has the problem, and it 
keeps you from doing your job 
properly? 

Ifit’s really affecting your work, you 
have a right to do something. But think 
through your options carefully — this is 
a mine field. Here are some points to 
consider (marty of them apply ifa co- 
worker has problems, too): 

W Your choices are to accept the 
situation and keep quiet, leave your job 
or take action and deal with the 
consequences. 

To decide, analyze how much 
you're willing to get involved, what 
kind of relationship you have with your 
boss and your organization and how 
much support you'll have from family, 
co-workers and professionals. 


B® Maintain your own sense of integrity 


and honor your own principles. What 
can you live with? Groups like Al-Anon 
can help with this, as can books on 
dealing with someone else's drug or 
alcohol problem. 

B Before you do anything, talk with 
others — co-workers, your employee 
assistance office, a reputable 
counseling organization. Using your 
employee assistance office or another 
counseling office is the way to go if you 
can't risk speaking out. 

Don’t throw around words like 
‘alcoholic,’ ‘drug addict’ or 
“mentally ill.’ And don't make other 
conclusions about the problem. You're 
probably not qualified to make those 
judgments. And you could wind up on 
the wrong end of a defamation lawsuit. 
B If you do discuss the problem with

anyone (including your boss), stick to 
observable behavior. Note what your 
boss does and when, such as taking 
long lunches, staggering, sleeping in 
the office, missing meetings. If your 
boss denies the problem, documenting 
job performance is the only legitimate 
course of action, 

W What if your boss regularly asks you to 
cover for him or her at meetings or 
with projects? Refer to your job 
description. Tell your boss that these 
tasks aren't your responsibility, that 
you're not prepared to do them well 
ind that doing them prevents you from 
doing your job. You have a right to set 
your limils, as long as you meet your 
job requirements. 

B® Should you tell your boss's supervisor 
about the problem? {t depends on the 
type of organization, the chain of 
command and your relationship with 
that supervisor, If the level of 
impairment is serious, you may have a 
moral obligation to report it to prevent 
accidents and injuries. 

@ Jf you're close to your boss, you may 
be successful referring him or her to 
the employee assistance program, 

Hi Be cautious about using your 
organization’s personne! office. Some 
officials may be more interested in 
enforcing policies about chemical abuse 
on the job than in helping your boss. 

@ If several people in your organization 
are affected by this problem and can 
help document inappropriate behavior 
you may join forces. As a group you 
could confront your boss with the help 
of a chemical abuse counselor. 

@ Remember that you can't change 
someone with a drug or alcohol 
problem unless that person wants to 
change.

Teachers get serious about career changes at recent workshop

and-narrow’’ career path marked by 
predictability and security and those 
who gravitate toward a ‘‘long-and- 
winding’’ career that includes many job 
changes and more risks. 

While some 60 percent of the 
population is of the straight-and-narrow 
variety, Bancroft said the ratio is 
shifting closer to a 50-50 split with 
economic ups and downs that have 
forced many people to realize they may 
not work for the same company for 
several years, move up the ladder and 
collect a pension upon retirement. 

She pointed out that teachers in 
particular may have difficulty breaking 
out of the straight-and-narrow mold and 
often feel betrayed by school systems 
and communities they have served 
loyally when they lose their jobs. 

While emphasizing that teachers 
must choose the style of work that 
makes them most comfortable and suits 
their financial needs, Bancroft sought 
to liberate them from their fears and 
coaxed them to be bold in their job 
searches. 

One 42-year-old English teacher 
from Cape Cod, who asked not to be 
identified because she is still working, 
said before the workshop she and her 
colleagues fear they may not have jobs 
in the fall because of the dismal 
economic picture. 

After 15 years of teaching, she is 
fed up with the profession and feels she 
and other teachers are much-maligned 
by their communities. 

“It’s too bad. I really enjoy the 
kids. I'm tired, though, of working hard 
and having people's collective welfare 
at heart and yet seeing so little back in 
terms of appreciation and growth,’ she 
said. ‘‘It comes down to respect.” 

This teacher, who spends her 
summers as an artist, came away from 
the workshop inspired to pursue a full- 
time art career. 

Ruth Morini, a 44-year-old teacher 
from Holliston who was laid off last 
June from her job teaching science to 
seventh- and ninth-graders in the 
Bellingham schooal system, said she has 
looked unsuccessfully for another 
teaching job in the area and attended 
the workshop to network and get job- 
hunting tips. 

She also said that even if she landed 
another teaching job, she would worry 
about keeping it. 

“It’s just that you fear the way 
things are today that you're not going 
to have a job. Having that hanging over 
their heads does not help the teacher. 
In many instances it’s hurting education 
because people are saying, ‘Why 
should I put in the effort?’ "’ said 
Morini. 

Bancroft said that once teachers 
deal with their anger and decide to 
make a career change, there is much 


they can do to ease the process. 

Author of ““‘WORKBOOK, A Guide 
to Surviving the Job Hunting Crazies’’ 
based on her own six-month, 
nationwide job search that included 
applying for 769 jobs, Bancroft told 
participants to avoid feeling intimidated 
by a career switch and to focus on what 
she called their ‘‘bodies of 
knowledge.’’ 

“We can learn a lot of things by 
observation and testing, but we don’t 
think we’re good enough because we 
expect a certain level of skill,”’ said 
Bancroft. ‘‘Teachers I think especially 
have a hard time accepting ‘OK’ ora 
C-average. But you can start ata C- 
average and learn from there."’ 

She further pointed out that 
employers are often looking for people 
with specific skill levels or those with a 
variety of skills, rather than applicants 
who are the best in the business. 

She urged teachers to list the things 
they know, either through work or 
hobbies, and use those to draft specific 
accomplishments. 

To help reflect a variety of 
attributes when applying for jobs, 
Bancroft suggested the teachers try 
sending out one-page letter resumes, 
which allow job seekers to present 
seemingly unrelated accomplishments 
and skills ina cohesive way. 

Moreover, she said the teachers 
should send letters tailored to each job 
they are seeking. 

Using her own experience as an 
example, Bancroft noted that in 
addition to hosting a talk show, she has 
also worked as an administrator for the 
Girl Scouts of America, served as an 
expert witness at trials and runs 
Wordwright Productions, an umbrella 


for much of the work she does. 

While such a list would appear 
scattered on a traditional chronological 
resume, it gains credibility on a letter 
resume. 

In her sample letter resume, 
Bancroft was applying for a job as 
director of a downtown business 
development program. 

She opened the letter by stating her 
belief in the idea and then listed a few 
places she had worked and people ‘‘I 
knew they would recognize."' She then 
listed things she had done that related 
to the project. 

Bancroft ended the letter by 
restating her enthusiasm for the 
development concept, asked for an 


opportunity to speak with the employer 


about the job and signed her name. 
This resume did not include any 
educational history nor did it list her job 
titles chronologically. 

Bancroft said this approach has 
always proved to be the most effective 
in her efforts to get jobs, but urged 
skeptics to try several approaches to 
see what works best. 

Morini wondered how teachers 
could present themselves in the best 
light to businesses concerned mostly 
with the bottom line. 

Bancroft said a teacher going into 
another field must learn to ‘‘speak the 
language"’ of that profession by reading 
about it and talking to as many people 
as possible. 

She said that when going into 4 
business setting, a teacher could 
highlight the fact that he or she 
produced a program for 150 people on 
a budget of $20 and had $5 left over. 

“You conducted it at 75 percent of 
the cost. You are translating this into

numbers they understand,"’ said 
Bancroft. 

She said teachers should not feel 
shy about listing such small amounts of 
money because ‘‘you’re not likely to be 
applying for controller of DEC. 

“You're undervaluing what you 
have because you glamorize the private 
sector,’’ said Bancroft. ‘There are 
vice presidents of corporations who 
just sign things. You have to ask ‘What 
do they need to know about me that 
matters?’”’ 

Morini and other participants also 
wanted to know how they could land 
what Bancroft called ‘‘fact-finding 
interviews’ — aterm she say's is 
better than ‘‘informational interviews" 
because it is more active. 

Bancroft said teachers should use 
every means possible, including talking 
to friends and relatives about who they 
know at companies, sending letters and 
resumes and simply calling 
receptionists and asking to speak with 
someone about the company. 

“Switchboard operators are very 
important. You say, ‘I want to be a 
technical writer. Who should { talk to?’ 
Then ask about that person,”’ she said. 

Bancroft further recommended 
teachers attend as many career 
workshops as possible, use free 
services offered at the state's Career 
Center in Needham designed 
specifically for professionals and to 
query employment agencies to find 
those they are most comfortable with. 

{In addition, she said public libraries 
have numerous industry directories and 
the state Department of Employment 
Training has a directory titled °'90 jobs 
for the '90s”’ that can help teachers 
pinpoint jobs to go after.

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached. 


Planning your approach step by step can lead to a successful outcome. 


1. The Resume 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume Is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age. height. weight, family details and detailed military 
nformation (date. highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used

These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 


and dislikes. 
Here Is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 


strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3. Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 


knowledgeable applicant. 


Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 


Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 
B The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 


@ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

@ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geagraphical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of loca! business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a compuler available for information gathering. 


Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off. e

4. The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first Impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it 

It's often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure. play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans. wear slacks and a nice sport shirt 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because It gives a better picture of who you are, but keep tt brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself, If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed. doit ina factual manner and without 


emotion. 


interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company. you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information 's critical if there Is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

Board grants three 
1-day liquor licenses 


Former selectman appeals decision to ABCC

Selectmen finally will get an 
answer from the state’s Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 
(ABCC) as to whether they have the 
authority to grant one-day liquor 
licenses. 

Selectmen voted unanimously 
Monday night to grant three one-day 
liquor licenses to the Unitarian 
Church. However, former selectman 
Francis Sopper, who in the past has 
been a vocal opponent to liquor 
licenses, said he will appeal the 
selectmen’s decision to the ABCC. 

In a letter to selectmen, Sopper 
said he opposes the licenses for two 
reasons: one, he does not believe 
selectmen have the authority to 
grant the licenses; and, two, town 
bylaws prohibit drinking in public 
places, which Sopper said applies to 
public buildings. 

Town Counsel Wade Welch has 
stood firm on his finding that select- 
men do have the authority to grant 
liquor licenses by virtue of the 
town’s vote to allow licenses to three 


restaurants and one package store. 

When Welch sought confirmation 
from the ABCC in January, he was 
told by Douglas Cummings of the 
ABCC that the ABCC only rules on 
“live” disputes, Welch told select- 
men Monday night. The ABCC does 
not offer opinions on hypothetical 
questions of authority, according to 
Cummings. 

Welch said he did not believe the 
ABCC's decision would be set forth 
prior to the first event. Even if 
Sopper filed an appeal, Welch said 
any license granted by selectmen 
would be valid until the ABCC 
renders a decision. Should that opin- 
ion be in favor of the town, Welch 
said the licenses would remain in 
place; if the state discounts select- 
men's authority to grant such 
licenses, those issued after the date 
of the decision would be void. 

John Russell, chairman of the 
standing committee of the Unitarian 
Church, the church's governing 
body, presented the proposed appli- 
cations to selectmen. Russell said 
the licenses are for three separate 
events: a Winchester Players’ per- 


formance May 10 and 11; a church 
function, ‘‘Winchester Meets Broad- 
way” on May 18; and a June 15 
wedding reception. 

Selectmen queried Russell on par- 
ticular areas, particularly in refer- 
ence to who the “responsible party” 
in charge of alcohol. 

“You have to bear with us,” said 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt. 
Because it is the board’s first appli- 
cation, said Schmitt, ‘We are grop- 
ing through this.” 

With regard to the licenses, Welch 
said it would be in the church's “best 
interest” to have the license issued 
in its name, rather than that of the 
Winchester Players, for example, 
for liability purposes. 

“We're really looking to the Unita- 
rian Church as the one that has the 
authority to operate under the 
license and is responsible,” said 
Selectmen Chairman William 
O'Leary. The church may choose to 
allow a group such as the Players to 
operate under that license, he 
added.

School board seeks to 
preserve ‘staff over stuff’

The latest catchphrase that has 
made its way into the lingo of school 
officials during the lengthy budget 
process is ‘‘staff over stuff.”’ 

That credo, to some extent, has 
guided School Committee members 
as they grapple with some $750,000 of 
reductions out of their proposed $14 
million budget. 

The committee is identifying 
areas of reduction to be reviewed 
later as a whole, and presented at a 
public hearing sometime in late May 
or early June. After the public has 


its say, members will make final 
determinations on what goes and 
what stays. Chairman Constance 
Papas has warned that an item will 
not necessarily be cut simply 
because it appears on that list. 

Members took aim at the high 
school budget at their May 7 meet- 
ing, identifying several areas to 
review. Members had asked Princi- 
pal John Ritchie to explain the effect 
of reducing three teachers from the 
school. 

That possible cut would mean two 
fewer teachers than in the proposed 
budget, which had eliminated one 
full-time teaching position, said

Ritchie. He presented those reduc- 
tions and the impact on class sizes. 
Ritchie also provided for examina- 
tion a list of classes with more than 
25 students, and those that have less 
than 15. Ritchie noted some other 
classes listed in the catalog may not 
be offered next year, such as ‘All 
Thumbs” and ‘Advanced Place- 
ment Chemistry,’’ due tu low enroll- 
ment. Some of those have not been 
offered this year, he noted. 
Assistant Principal Tom Budrew- 
icz said although a class has low 
enroliment, a circumstance may 
exist demanding fewer students.

Players blossom in ‘Orchard’

Excitement and anticipation filled 
the room on the opening night of 
“The Cherry Orchard,” presented 
by the Winchester Players. 

The Players continue their show 
this weekend, May 10 and 11, at 
Metcalf Hall in the Unitarian 
Church. ‘“‘The Cherry Orchard,” by 
Anton Chekov, is directed by Ken 
Harvey and produced by Phyllis 
Beedle. 

The Players put on a spectacular 
show with a cast and crew that 
obviously worked long, hard hours ta 
give the audience a taste of Russia 
during the early 1900s. 


Anxiety and tension developed 
from the start when Madame 
Runyevskaya (Tia Van Loan) 
returns to her childhood home in the 
cherry orchard after being in 
France for five years. Runyevskaya 
discovers the orchard has been 
mortgaged to pay off family debts. 
Alexander Lopakhin (John Edward 
McAuliffe) suggests a solution to her 
problems, and encourages Runyevs- 
kaya to follow through on his ideas to 
save her home. 

In addition to the wonderful act- 
ing, the setting was perfect, with the 
title of the play symbolically por- 
trayed on stage. In the first scene, 


there is a simple sitting room with 
antique furniture, eliciting the look 
of wealth. Added to that is a touch of 
spring with soft, pink cherry trees in 
the background. Another scene actu- 
ally takes place in the orchard, with 
beautiful, blossoming cherry trees 
surrounding the characters. 

The key to a successful play is a 
strong cast, and this play has exact- 
ly that. Each actor and actress 
brings out the uniqueness of their 
character in a professional and spir- 
ited manner. Madame Ranyevskaya 
is losing the most important thing 
she has — her home. 

Ranyevskaya was born there, and 
her only son died there. For 
Ranyevskaya, the memories are 
overwhelming. A particularly 
strong moment in the play is when 
Ranyevskaya waits for the results of 
the auction where they are dealing 
with the past and the rest of her life. 
She is a lonely woman who no longer 
has the money she used to, and she 
has a hard time accepting that. Her 
fromal silken gowns, with beads and 
jewels, also keep her wishing for her 
old life. 

Lopakhin is another significant 
character in the play, and he tries to 
convince Ranyevskaya to chop down 
the cherry trees and build summer 
cottages to rent out for money. He is 
the son of a peasant who worked 
hard all his life in hopes of attaining

Woman found not guilty on related charges

Emily Schmale, 18, of Yale Street 

‘ was found not guilty last week by a 
1 Middiesex Superior Court jury on 
drug charges stemming from her 
arrest at the Sept. 22, 1989, raid of 
Parkview Hair Salon in Winchester. 

Schmale was cleared of charges of 
possession with intent to distribute 
cocaine and conspiracy to violate 
state drug laws. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce, Schmale and Lexing- 
ton resident Anthony Bellino, 24, had 
been stopped in their car and 


apprehended by police on Main 
Street near the Dairy Barn at the 
time of the raid. 

Bellino, who was driving the car at 
the time, was found guilty on similar 
drug charges. His sentencing will be 
on May 17 in Middlesex Superior 
Court. 

Pierce said Bellino is currently 
being held at the Middlesex County 
Jai] in East Cambridge. He faces a 
minimum mandatory one-year pris- 
on term and could be jailed for three 
to five years on the charges, Pierce 
added. 

According to Pierce, the drug bust 
was conducted by Winchester 
Police, NEMLEC (Northeast Metro- 
politan Law Enforcement Council) 
forces and DEA (Drug Enforcement 
Administration) agents, who simul- 
taneously stormed the Swanton 
Street hair salon, owned by Joseph 
Forester, and followed Bellino’s car 
from the scene. The raid was the 


result of a lengthy investigation, 
according to Pierce. 

The four individuals arrested in 
the raid were Schmale, Bellino, 
Forester, 45, of Spruce Street and 
John P. Griffin, 31, of Orange Street 
in Woburn. Forester was found guil- 
ty Jan. 31, 1991, in Middlesex Super- 
ior Court of possession of cocaine, 
possession of codeine and possession 
of a hypodermic needle in connec- 
tion with his September 1989 arrest. 
He received a suspended sentence, 
said Pierce. Forester was found not 
guilty on a distribution charge. 

Forester and Bellino will also be 
tried on a conspiracy count, said 
Pierce. Griffin was convicted on a 
charge of possession and received a 
suspended sentence, he added. 

Police confiscated six grams of 
cocaine in the raid, with a street 
value of approximately $3,000. Pier- 
ce said the drug was 93 percent pure 
cocaine. 


AIDS: No laughing matter

The topics of sex and condoms 
prompted some nervous giggles dur- 
ing an assembly at the high school 
last week, but the larger issue, 
AIDS, was no laughing matter for 
students. 

Jeanne Blake, medical reporter 
for WBZ-TV Channel 4 for the past 
seven years, recently left her posi- 
tion there and has undertaken a 
special project to document the 
AIDS epidemic in a short film. 

She has also written a book about 
the issues of AIDS and young people, 
and has talked extensively with ado- 
lescents about the disease. Assemb- 
lies at schools across the state have 
kept Blake in touch with youth. 

That fact was evident during her 
presentation, which resembled more 
of an informal, and informative, 
session than one adult talking with 
some 200 students. Blake was evi- 
dently at ease with the audience, and 
developed a rapport that opened the 
way for some thoughtful questions 
on the part of the students. 


Blake began the assembly by ask- 
ing how many students knew some- 
one with the AIDS virus. A sprin- 
kling of students shot up their hands. 
Blake however, estimated that 
many more students knew people 
with AIDS, people who themselves 
did not yet know they had contracted 
the virus. And in future years, she 
said, the numbers would grow. 

She added that students may think 
the disease is exclusive to the gay 
community, or that the epidemic 
affects only those in the inner-city 
with intravenous drug addictions. 
But Blake said the statistics are 
changing, and the disease is moving 
rapidly toward other groups of pec- 
ple — women, young people and 
heterosexuals. 

“When you’re young, you tend to 
think you'll live forever,’’ said 
Blake. ‘‘{Some of those infected with 
AIDS] are at that age too, and didn’t 
think it would happen to them. 

“Anyone who puts themselves in 
the way of the AIDS virus has a good 
chance of contracting it,” Blake 
said. She cited unprotected sexual

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intercourse and the sharing of nee- 
dles for intravenous drug use as two 
high-risk behaviors. 

For students who are sexually 
active, Blake said latex condoms are 
the best protection against the virus. 

“My message here is that AIDS is 
a very bad disease,” said Blake. 
“People suffer, suffer with it.”’ She 
said AIDS is in essence an umbrella 
virus that can leave a person suscep- 
tible to a range of other diseases. 

During the course of AIDS-related 
diseases, a person could lose eye- 
sight, bladder and bowel control and 
mobility, Blake said. 

When asked how close scientists 
were to finding a cure, Blake was not 
optimistic. ‘The experts say they’re 
not very close,” she said. The virus 
apparently enters the DNA mole- 
cules and mutates, making the dis- 
ease complex, said Blake. 

Students were up on some of their 
facts, too, including when the virus 
would appear in a blood test (within 
three to six months of the infection) 
and when symptoms of AIDS would 
begin (up to 10 years after the 
infection). 

“You fletermine through the 
choices you make whether or not you 
are infected by the AIDS virus,” 
said Blake. 

She recognized the trials of being a 
teenager, but asked the students to 
consider their actions and make the 
right decisions. 

“Life gets better,” said Blake. 
‘Just hang in there. These are the 
most incredibly difficult times of 
your life ... You can survive it.” 

The forum was sponsored by the 
Winchester Women Juniors Club.

Pools must

As summer approaches, Board of 
Health members are making sure 
Winchester’s swimming pools live 
up to safety standards. 

Members recently enforced a sec- 
tion of Massachusetts General Laws 
that calls for 6-foot-high fencing and 
self-closing doors around semi- 
public pools. 

Two clubs in Winchester have 
pools that were not in compliance 
with the regulation, the Winchester 
Boat Club tWBC) and the Winches- 
ter Swim and Tennis Club. Both 
clubs’ representatives have assured 
the Board of Health that measures 
would be taken immediately to bring 
the pools up to code. 

Henry Quill, attorney for the 
315-member WBC, said the club's 
pool is currently enclosed by a 3- to 
5-foot fence, and is guarded by two 
or three lifeguards at all times. He 


“T think there are a lot of students 
here who really are interested in 
helping others oul,’ Ritchie said. 

Whether it be raking leaves for the 
elderly, visiting a sick neighbor, or 
helping set up at the EnKa fair, 
Ritchie said, ‘We're trying to see if 
we can get everyone lo do 
something.”

Ritchie is drafting a list of sugges- 
tions, including items from collect- 
ing food for the hungry to writing a 
letter to the newspaper on an issue of 
importance to the student. In addi- 
tion, Ritchie said students have 
come forward with some creative 
suggestions on their own,

Quill argued that the intent of the 
legislation was to control hotel and 
condominium swimming pools. He 
said this would not apply to a club 
with the ‘‘primary purpose” of oper- 
ating a swimming pool.

She’s been on top of 
the world and back

“It’s a big thrill to be on top of the 
world,” says Winchester resident 
Celia Puffer. 

Yes, Puffer is in good spirits, but 
when she says the tup of the world — 
she means the top of the world, 

Puffer, a 35-year resident of 
Winchester who defines her age as 
“over 70’, took a trip to the northern 
tegion of the world recently and 
trudged the quarter-mile hike to the 
North Pole. 

Since the North Pole is constantly 

» shifting within the Arctic Ocean, 
' Puffer says the airplane pilot simply 
drops the entourage of hikers at 
84.57 degrees longitude and heads 
them in the right direction — north. 

The group of seven adventurers 
and one pilot began their journey 
from Eureka weather station on 
Ellesmere [sland of North West Ter- 
ritory, Canada, The chartered air- 


line, from Arctic Odyssey in 
Washington state, then tlew to the 
North Pole. That day, the tempera- 
ture was a chilly 32 degrees below 
zero, according to Puffer. 

But she was well prepared, having 
been advised to wear many layers of 
clothes. Puffer says four hats, two 
pairs of heavy socks, many swea- 
ters, and of course, a good pair of 
long underwear, was still no buffer 
to the freezing temperatures 
Although the hike to the Pole took 
just half-hour round-trip, Puffer 
says her ski mask stuck to her face 
in the below-zero degree weather. 

“A half-hour was really all we

“A lot of children drown when the 
lifeguard turns his back for just a 
second,” suid Wensley. He said the 
precautions would keep young child- 
ren from entering the area 
unsupervised. 

Quill told board members the club 
would erect the proper size fence 
and ensure the doors to the area also 
conform to regulations. 

Marianne Von Feldt, representa- 
tive of the Winchester Swim and 
Tennis Club, said her club intended 
to comply with the statute. Board 
members clarified however, that a 
self-latching door, one that will 
swing shut on its own, was required 
on all entrances to the pool area.

The Senate — “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” vecords local senators’ votes 
on the only three roll calls from the 
week of April 22-26. There were no 
roll calls in the House lust week. 
Also included is an earlier Senate 
vote from April 8. 


Cabinet Secretaries CH 5300) — 
Senate 27-13, overrode Governor 
Weld's veto of language reducing the 
$85,000 salary Weld established tor 
his cabinet secretaries. On April 8. 
the Senate favored 26-14, but fell one 
vote short of the two-thirds margin 
necessary to override. Override sup- 
porters said these hikes were irres- 
ponsible in light of recent cutbacks 
along with employee layoffs and 
furloughs. They argued the $60,000 to 
$80,000 the secretaries received 
under Governor Dukakis is  suffi- 
cient. Veto supporters said the 
$85,000 is necessary to attract and 
retain qualified people. They noted 
hundreds of others in state govern- 
ment receive more than $85,000 and 
argued the Governor, not the legisla- 
ture should set these salaries.

Transportation Bonds (S 149%) —

She has a garden in her fingers

When I first met Ruth McDowell a 
dozen years ago, we were all new 
mothers leading quiet new-mother 
lives.

“I guess I was 
ready to find a medium in which to 
be an artist. I'd studied design at 
M.1.T., but I had never done any- 
thing with it. 1 like big, dramatic 
things. And I liked the simplicity of 
quilting: taking a needle and thread 
and some cloth. 


“Also at that point, I was just 
getting divorced, and I had to 
decide: would [ give up quilting 
entirely for a ‘real’ job, or would I 
fake a chance at making a living at 
it?” she said. 

She chose, and it hasn't been easy 
“You're subject to the fluctuations 
of the economy. You have to buy 
your own health insurance. [ can’t 
afford to rent space to work in, so | 
vo for days without talking to 
another adult. Then too, 1 don’t have 
someone else in the house to watch 


the kids or mow the lawn when | 
travel.” 

Lately there's been plenty of that. 
For today Ruth’s quilts are known 
all over the world. She has taken 
them on lectures to Austria, Den- 
mark, Switzerland, Germany, and 
Japan 

“In Japan, there are rigid quilting 
schools where you work under a 
sensi, or master. But here. in Ameri- 
ca, quilling is a salvage art, a home 
art. I(s a creative thing women 
could always do. as they cooked the 
food and tended the babies and 
boiled the clothes.” 


At a lecture this winter. Ruth 
opened with a slide of some perfectly 
tended herbs and flowers. ‘*This is 
what my garden looked like 10 years 
ago,’ she said. Then, a new slide, of 
the same plants choked with weeds. 
“This is my garden today.” The 
audience laughed appreciatively 

What had happened. of course, is 
the garden moved inside — first into 
Ruth's mind and then, somewhere in 
the long years, down through the 
ends of her fingers and out onto 
fabric. 

She works in a sunny corner bed- 
room bursting with material. Where 
does she find it all? “Fabric shops, 
rummage sales, drapery goods, 
tablecloths”. Florals, plaids. calicos 
spill forth from their piles. Does she 
dye them sometimes to get the 
desired color? “Never I like to use 
‘found’ fabrics. That way when 
you're halfway through a quilt and 
you run out of red. it forces you to 
get pretty creative.” 

She describes her work method in 
a book called Pattern on Pattern, 
Just published by the Quilt Digest 


Press. First comes the sketch. often 
done in just a few hours. Then the 
most *‘mentally exhausting” part, 
the choosing and arranging of the 
hundreds of fabrics that go into each 
quilt. When she machine-quilts a 
piece. the work is physically 
exhausting, “like trying to write a 
letter by moving the paper.”’ 

When she hand-quills. which she 
does most often, the process is “very 
meditative. and frees my mind for 
new ideas.” How long does one quilt 
take”, people always ask. amazed at 
the splintered rainbow before them. 
“ft have no idea.” she tells them. 
“Hundreds of hours.” She works 
7:30 to 5, five days a week. and 
weekends too. 

One of her most magnificent 
pieces, called “Yggdrasill” tor the 
Norse tree god. hung ina gallery this 
past Winter. It was 8-feet tall and 
7-feet wide, and showed an immense 
ash tree against a rosy sky, and, 
hidden in and among the branches, 
the heads of tiny sprites and the 
figures of women. It was bordered in 
a print of human hands, which came 
from the Ivory Coast by way of a 
little shop in Columbus, Ohio. You 
could look at it for hours. 

I would have loved to buy that 
quilt and hang it in my house 
Instead, the next week somebody 
from California bought it for $8,000. 

But | did take a picture of it before 
it sold, which I keep today in that 
same collection that houses little 
Emily and the Amazing Birthday 
Cake; and which aets as a reminder, 
should T forget, of what a person can 
do who pulls balance and form and 
bright shards of beauty from the 
seraps and strivings and solicitudes 
of everyday living.

Beacon Hill Rolt Call 

Volume 18 — Report No. 17 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
April 22-26, 1991 


The Senate — “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators’ votes 
on the only three roll calls from the 
week of April 22-26. There were no 
roll calls in the House last week. 
Also included is an earlier Senate 
vote from April 8. 


Cabinet Secretaries (H 5300) — 
Senate 27-13, overrode Governor 
Weld's veto of language reducing the 
$85,000 salary Weld established for 
his cabinet secretaries. On April 8, 
the Senate favored 26-14, but fell one 
vote short of the two-thirds margin 
necessary to override. Override sup- 
porters said these hikes were irres- 
ponsible in light of recent cutbacks 
along with employee layoffs and 
furloughs. They argued the $60,000 to 
$80,000 the secretaries received 
under Governor Dukakis is suffi- 
cient. Veto supporters said the 
$85,000 is necessary to attract and 
retain qualified people. They noted 
hundreds of others in state govern- 
ment receive more than $85,000 and 
argued the Governor, nol the legisla- 
ture should set these salaries. 


A Yea vote is against the $85,000 
salaries. A Nay vote is for the $85,000 
salaries. Two roll calls are listed. 
The first is the 26-14 unsuccessful 
override, ‘The second is on the 27-13 
successful override. 

Senator Charles &. Shannon voted 
yes on both 


Transportation Bonds (S 1498) — 
Senate 33-0, gave initial approval to 
its own version of a $5 billion plus 
transportation bond package to fund 
the Central Artery/third harbor tun- 
nel project and repairs and 
upgrades to mass transit, bridges, 
and roads. One senator voted ‘‘no’’ 
but his vote was “paired” under a 
senate rule and does not appear in 
the total. The package authorizes 
slate borrowing of $2.5 billion which 
will trigger another $2.5 billion in 
federal reimbursements. Supporters 
said this package will help repair the 
State's infrastructure and jumpstart 
the economy by putting thousands of 
people back to work. Opponents said 
it is fiscally irresponsible for the 
state to authorize billions in new 
debt when the state is already broke 
and human services are already 
being cut.

Shannon voted yes. 


Suspend Rules (S 1498) — Senate 
37-2, suspended rules to allow imme- 
diate consideration of the $5 billion 
transportation bond package. Sup- 
porters said immediate considera- 
tion is important because the pack- 
age is needed to improve roads, 
bridges and mass transit. Opponents 
said senators should have more time 
to read this multi-billion dollar pack- 
age and claimed it is being rushed 
through the Senate. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against rule 
suspension, 

Shannon voted yes.

49A, was in effect. to make the deed 
even more horrible those argu- 
ments were shot full of holes at the

If dogs in pounds were really 
“stressed and prone to disease” 
alter seven days, rather than being 
kept for 10 days, (which gives their 
owners a far better chance of trac- 
ing and claiming them, especially if 
the owners are working), then, as I 
said to the committee, what about 
dogs in boarding kennels while their 
owners are away? 

Do they get so stressed and sick 
after boarding tor, say, seven days, 
thatils “kinder’ tur their owners to 
bave them killed? That's obviously 
ridiculous!

Governor William F. Weld recen- 
tly announced appointments to the 
five-member Massachusetts Aero- 
nautics Commission, including the 
appointment of Sherman ‘Whip" 
Saltmarsh of Winchester as 
chairman 

The MAC oversees the state's 
aviation policies and funds improve- 
ments at general aviation and com- 
mercial service airports. It is cur- 
rently conducting a siting study for a 
second major airport in 
Massachusetts. 

The three new members appointed 
are: Henry J. Crouse of Carlisle, 
vice president of strategy relations 
at Digital Equipment Corporation: 
James M. Slattery of Littleton, a 
I4-year pilot, and owner and chief 


Ideas wanted on restructuring 


Rep. Paul Casey announced com- 
petition for ideas on how lo restruc- 
ture state government launched by 
The Pioneer Institute, a Boston- 
based think tank. The institute 
launched the competition calling for 
proposals from informed citizens to 
help solve the state's fiscal crisis by 
downsizing, privatizing or contract- 
ing out any specific activity of state 
government, 

Senator Charles Shannon 
endorsed the effort. welcoming it as 
an “appeal for fresh thinking.”’ and 
predicted an “enthusiastic 
response." 

According lo the "Better Govern- 
ment Competition” guidelines, any 
interested applicant must submit by 
May 21 an “idea paper’ of five 
pages or less, outlining a plan to 
restructure any facet of state gov- 
ernment. A panel of five judges — 
composed of a professor of manage- 
ment, a businesswoman, a college 
dean, a venture capitalist, and a 
banker — will choose up to 15 win- 
ning proposals by June 4, 1991. 

Winners will develop their ideas 
into delailed “business plans’ dur- 
ing the summer to undergo a final 
review in September. Those winners 
whose plans clear final review will 
be published in a compendium of 
restructuring proposals by Pioneer 
Institute in October. 

The Institute is offering to pay 
honoraria up to $5,000 to applicants 
whose participation relies on finan- 
cial support, but expects that many 
larger firms and groups will be able 
to parlicipale pro-bono. Casey 
touted the competition as ‘'a possi- 
ble breakthrough for the economic 
stalemate the Commonwealth 
seems lo be facing again this year.” 

Officials at Pioneer Institute say 
they hope to receive proposals from 
“anybody and everybody in Massa- 
chusetts knowledgeable about state 
government operations.” including 
such groups as consulting and 
accounting firms, college profes- 
sors, business and law school stu- 
dents, service providers, civil ser- 
vants, Lrade associations, law firms, 
engineers, and entrepreneurs. 

Several thousand copies of the 
guidelines have been mailed out to 
possible participants drawn from 
these groups, and hundreds of post- 
ers are being displayed in govern- 
ment olfice buildings and on univer- 
sity bulletin boards. According to 
Institute staff, who recently con- 
vened a focus group to help shape 
the ground rules for the competition. 
a number of leading management 
consultants and human service pro- 
viders in the Boston area already 
have expressed an interest in 
participaling. 

“There's such a wealth of know- 
ledge in the Commonwealth's pri- 
vate sector and among experienced 
civil servants. By letting people 
know there's an outlet for their 
bright ideas, we think we'll broadly 
tap into that knowledge and come up 
with some innovative and entrepre- 
neurial answers to Massachuselts’ 
problems,” the Institute’s Chairman 
Lovett C, Peters said. 

The panel of judges for the com- 
petition consists of: Robert Putnam, 
dean of Harvard University’s Ken- 
nedy School of Government; Ira 
Jackson, viee president of the Bank 
of Boston and former Commissioner 
of Revenue for Massachusetts; Wil- 
liam Elfers, Partner at Greylock 
Management, a leading venture cap- 
ilal firm; Elizabeth Powell. a small 
business owner and trustee of Bab- 
son College: and Charles D. Baker 
Sr.. Northeastern University profes- 
sor af business management and a 
member of Pioneer Institute’s board 
of directors. 

Pioncer officials said that during 
this first year of what is slated to be 
an annual competition, the judges 
will be “especially receplive to ideas 
that effect cost-savings for the com- 
monwealth and address our fiscal 
crisis.” and open as well to plans 
that promote greater “fairness in 
addressing, competing claims for 
help and a consistently higher qual- 
ily of service.” 

The competition organizers also 
encourage plans within program 
areas where the slate makes large 
dollar commitments, such as health, 
higher education, human services, 
Iransportation, and independent 
agencies. 

The Institute raised a total of 
$25,000 for honoraria, lo assist those 
smaller groups and individuals 
requiring support, from a number ol 
donors who believe that the compet 
tion will produce valuable proposals 
for the Weld Administration and the 
legislature lo consider. Peters: said 
he was pleasantly surprised by the 
enthusiasm ins the Boston philan- 
thropic community for a privately 
organized cltort to aid state 
government,

Besides the new members. the 
Governor reappvinled William T. 
Thompson of Beverly, a commercial 
pilot for Delta Airlines, and Boston 
businessman. Thompson has served 
on the commission for eight years. 

Saltmarsh, former Republican 
state representative and member of 
the Legislature’s Transportation 
Committee, has served on the Com- 
mission for one year before his 
appointment as chairman. 

In announcing the appointments. 
the Governor said: ‘Massachusetts’ 
regional airports are critical to our 


involved,” Peters said. “This com- 
petition fosters just the kind of 
exchange of constructive ideas that 
is necessary between the private 
sector and the government. If we 
succeed in Massachusetts this year, 
we'll run this competition again 
every year and maybe other slates 
will follow suit. We hope that by 


state's economy, and I'm confident 
that the members of the Commission 
will work to ensure that our airports 
continue lo sustain and encourage 
economic activity.” 

“Directing aviation policy and 
performance is an important factor 
in the overall effectiveness of our 
state’s transportation system,” said 
State Transportation Secretary 
Richard L. Taylor, who oversees the 
Commission.

It Youre Thinking About 


Purity plan under 
review by boards

Town officials gave proposed 
plans for the expansion of Purity 
Supreme the once over last week, 
finding areas of building design, 
parking and landscaping that could 
be improved. 

Members of the Beautification 
Design Review Committee (BDRC) 
in particular, made several sugges- 
tions to improve the look of the 
building and surrounding area. 

Sandy Rogers, BDRC chairman, 
said her committee was concerned 
with the ‘‘broken-up image"’ of the 
front of the building, which has a 
mish-mash of stucco, metal and con- 
crete materials. She also suggested 
removal of a red strip proposed in 
the plans, which would run the 
length of the building near the top. 
Rogers said the line would only 

“pick up the worst point’’ of the 
building, which is its length. 

Bill Fleming, member of the 
BDRC, is also an architect and land- 
scape architect. He suggested enli- 
vening the pale exterior with use of 
darker stones at the warehouse end 
of the building. 

Mike Zimring, vice president of 
construction for Purity, said a sug- 
gestion by the BDRC to solidy the 
metal support poles in front of the 
building with concrete could be 
done. 

Mary McKenna, a member of the 
Historical Commission, emphasized 
the importance of the look of the 
building. “It is a gateway to 
Winchester and an introduction to 
the historic district,” said McKenna. 
She added that an ‘important 
piece’’ of conservation land is right 
across the street from Purity at 
Wedge Pond. She urged Purity plan- 
ners to consider “the context of the 
rest of the town... this is a brick 
fown.”” 

Fleming also added that the long 
line of the building could be broken

up with parapets, turrets, and other 
similar structures. 

Maureen Meister, member of the 
BDRC added, ‘'This is the largest 
building in town, it will last a long 
time ... What we do here will have a 
lasting effect on how people perceive 
the town center.” 

The Purity plan also calls for a 
shifl in the situation of the parking 
lot, turning the rows of parking 
spaces perpendicular to the build- 
ing. Representatives also plan to 
expand the number of spaces from 
110 to 194 spaces in the lot, including 
handicapped and employee parking. 

BDRC members suggested shift- 
ing several of the parking islands, 
which will be Jandscaped, in order to 
break up the asphalt lot. Also, mem- 
bers suggested the ‘‘neck’’ entrance 
to the lot on Skillings Road be 
expanded to allow cars to safely 
navigate into the parking area. 


Rogers also made suggestions to 
improve the look of the grounds, 
including a recommendation to eli- 
mate a type of rose bush. Rogers 
said trash from the parking lot 
would collect in the prickly twigs of 
the bushes. 

Purity representatives received 
approval from Town Meeting last 
spring to renovate the Main Street 
store and add a 16,600 sq. ft. exten- 
sion to the current 20,000 sq. ft. 
building. 

Under the proposed plan, Purity 
representatives will remove the rail- 
road bridge over Skillings Road. 
Town Meeting has already approved 
a swap of land between the town and 
Purity, which would tranfer a 9,300 
sq. ft. parcel from the town and a 
11,370 sq.ft. parcel behind Winches- 
ter Savings Bank along the Aberjona 
River from Purity. 

In addition, Purity has made 
arrangements to purchase a piece of 
MBTA land, after receiving approv- 
al from the secretary of 
transportation.

Resident and Town Meeting mem- 

ber Mary Pronski urged seleclmen 
to limit the number of licenses 
granted each year, 
_ “I think that is of fundamental 
importance to this community,” 
said Pronski. ‘“‘We are deviating 
from what we normally allow in 
town ... This could get out of hand, 
and I would just like [the town] to be 
responsible beforehand and not 
allow it to [get out of hand],”’ 


Selectman Stephen Powers said 
the board’s decision to review each 
license separately could avoid that 
kind of problem. ‘‘If we thought too 
many were going in one direction, 
we could refuse it,”’ he said. Powers 
also said the regulations are fairly 
strict, and are available to the 
public. 

O'Leary pointed out that regula- 
tions were adopted in January. 
“This is the first [request] we’ve 
had. I appreciate your concern 


about the volume of applications, 
but we just haven't seen it,”’ he 
added. 

Selectman Robert Deering said he 
believed it would be unfair to limit 
the number of licenses granted each 
year. “I think it would be against the 
spirit of the one-day liquor 
licenses,"’ Deering said. If a group 
planned an event in December and 
the limit had already been reached, 
the license would be ‘“‘denied not on 
its merits but because of the timing 
of the event,’’ Deering said 

Calling the selectmen’s alcohol 
license regulations ‘rigid and con- 
servative,’’ O'Leary said the board 
decided after much discussion that a 
public hearing will be held on every 
license application. 

Welch said the issue of one-day 
liquor licenses came about when 
Sopper questioned the legality of 
“brown-bagging’’ alcoholic bever- 
ages at certain restaurants and 
activities in town. Welch said he 
determined that activity was illegal, 


since ‘‘anytime a person brings alco- 
hol into a [function or restaurant J, it 
is considered to be for sale, and a 
sale without a license is illegal.” 

As a result, Welch suggested 
selectmen consider adopting one- 
day liquor licenses. 

Last November, Welch said he 
determined selectmen do have the 
authority to grant licenses. Welch 
consulted with the ABCC, and was 
told by Cummings that the ABCC 
concurred with his opinion. ‘‘Mr. 
Cummings was impressed with the 
novelty of Mr. Sopper’s argument, 
but continued to support my opin- 
ion,”’ Welch said. 

Welch said to obtain an official 
ruling, the selectmen would have lo 
grant a license, and then await a 
decision if an appeal was filed. Sop- 
per has indicated he will file an 
appeal 

Selectmen adopted their rules and 
regulations on Jan. 14 of this year. 

“T remain firmly convinced my 
opinion is correct,”’ Welch said. 


Principal Ritchie queried 
on high school program

The woodworking class, for exam- 
ple, has just 10 students, yet a third 
of those students have special needs, 
he said. 

Papas said in Ritchie’s proposed 
reshuffling, there is a more drama- 
tic teacher reduction in English, 
foreign languages, math, science 
and social studies than in non- 
academic classes. 

Ritchie said the reductions may 
appear uneven simply because those 
core departments have larger 
enrollments now. He said those 
departments have more room to 
adjust the numbers and more sec- 
tions for a student to take. 

Papas asked if the impact of 
reducing bits of curriculum was less 
than eliminating one entire course. 

“There is a certain judgement 
that when you whittle away; it’s not 
good for the whole,” he said. But he 
noted the increased enrollment in 
certain classes does not create a 
problem in delivering student 
service. 

Budrewicz agreed the elimination 
of a department or program was not 
necessary, but added if more cuts 
were made next year the situation 
would be different. 

Ritchie said the reduction of clas- 
ses was viewed on several levels — 
enrollment, other scheduling options

and the requirements to take a parti- 
cular courses. 

Papas suggested a class like AP 
Chemistry should always be on the 
class list, despite the number of 
students enrolled. A balancing cut 
could be made in a non-academic 
class, she added. 

Papas questioned whether a class 
like English Skills, which will carry 
32 pupils next year, is suited to those 
large numbers. 

“It’s not just a numbers game,” 
said Ritchie. ‘We attempt to look at 
patterns, kinds of kids, what their 
options are.” 

Budrewicz said there were plans 
to merge English Skills with a lower- 
populated reading and writing 
course to balance the enrollment. 

Papas questioned Ritchie’s values 
in where he would put the majority 
of the school's resources. 

“It’s more complicated than just 
values,"’ said Ritchie, ‘I'm commit- 
ted to the idea of a comprehensive 
high school... The role of a high 
school is to teach students to think.”’ 

Ritchie said his proposed budget 
allocations have been forwarded to 
program directors for input. 

Papas questioned why recommen- 
dations for reductions in classroom 
teachers were put forth, but not 
reductions in other areas. 

Ritchie said other reductions were 
already in the budget including: one 
custodian, 2.6 instructional aides 
and .3 special education aides. He 
also cited the impact of reduced 
administration time for directors 
and the possible reduction of secre- 
tarial substitutes. 

Ritchie said it would be a miscon- 
ception if someone walked away 
from Tuesday night’s discussion 
thinking the classroom teachers 
took a big cut in lieu of reducing 
other expense categories. 


Member Alice McCarter asked for 
information on the school’s atten- 
dance policy, which is enforced by 
the assistant principals. A half-time 
or full-time position was proposed as 
a potential cut at the last meeting. 

Assistant Principal Susan Austin 
said she deals directly with parents 
and students in attendance issues. 
Daily attention to the policy keeps it 
in order, according to Austin. 

Ritchie was also quizzed on the 
clinical counselor position, which 
has also been placed on the list. He 
said the role of that counselor is 
unique to the role of guidance 
counselors. Students, he said, face 
issues such as alcohol and drug 
abuse and severe depression. In 
addition, the clinical counselor over- 
sees peer counseling, the drop-in 
room and crisis team. 

Member Mark Lombardi asked 
how Ritchie would respond to the 
question of whether the schools 
should take responsibility for these 
areas of a child’s life. 

Ritchie said, ‘“[{Schools make] a 
promise to give education. Part of 
that education is caring for them 
and getting them help if a particular 
problem is preventing them from 
getting that education.”’ He added 
the problem often revolves around 
the family not having intervened to 
get help for the child. 

Ritchie will also examine a 15 
percent cut from the $58,338 for 
extracurricular activities, 10 per- 
cent from office supplies, $3,000 
from textbooks and reductions from 
the telephone bill and outside travel 
expenses. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
Said that in meetings with school 
administrators, a decision was 
made to significantly reduce other 
expenses by $110,000, instead of 
direct services to students.

Local soldiers are now returning 
from the Persian Gulf weekly, filter- 
ing back to their homes and resum- 
ing their lives here in Winchester 
and across the country. 

For many, a first stop is to say 
“thank you’’ to the town residents 
who kept these soldiers in their 
hearts with letters, cards and 
prayers. 


Winchester residents Derek Bind- 
ing and Mike Vozzella were two 
returning soldiers who popped by 
the McCall Middle School last week 
to express their gratitude to their 
penpals in the sixth-grade classes of 
teachers Janice Monteith and Sheila 
Gill. The visit was a special one for 
the students, who had plenty of ques- 
tions about the war, and for the 
soldiers, who were surely a bit 


bowled over by their hometown fan 
club. 

“We really liked the letters you 
guys sent,”’ said Binding, a Marine 
reservist who was deployed to Saudi 
Arabia in November. He said the 
support from American citizens was 
overwhelming and added that his 
theory on why so many backed the 
military effort was simple. “‘People 
saw results, (hey saw we were doing 
our job,” he said. 

Vozzella, who joined the Marines 
afler graduating from Winchester 
High School in 1987, agreed. “‘We 
received so much support. Our 
hands weren't tied behind our back 
like in Vietnam. We went ahead and 
did what we had to do,” he said. 

When asked by a student whether 
the war should have ended and the 
American forces returned with Sad- 
dam Hussein still in power, Vozzella 
and Binding said their mission over- 
seas was clear. ‘‘We were only there

to liberate Kuwait. After a few days 
of [ground war] fighting, the Iraqis 
were retreating,’’ said Binding. 

Monteith said she spotted the 
Adopt-A-Soldier program in The 
Winchester Star and prompted stu- 
dents to write to local military per- 
sonnel. Both Binding and Vozzella 
received letters personally written 
by the students. 

Each morning as part of the class 
routine, students and the teachers 
ran through the latest information 
on the Gulf War, updating each other 
with tidbits from the news on televi- 
sion and in the newspapers. 

Gill said she was impressed with 
the ability of the children to com- 
prehend the war situation, and their 
eagerness to write to the soldiers. 

The students also wrote to return- 
ing soldier Jack Mawn, who has 
resumed his position on the police 
force in Harwichport and plans to 
visit the McCall students next week.

cost are: reduce contracted 
expenses by $50,000 (as a result of a 
decrease in tonnage hauled to the 
NESWC due to recycling); and, 
reduction in the snow and ice budget 
by $43,000 (which has in past years 
had a large reversion at the end of 
the season). 

In addition, Maurer has re°om- 
mended structural changes in the 
operation of the department. In the 
past, employees have been assigned 
to one particular area, such as 
grounds or highways, with little 
overlapping, he said. The plan now 
is to give each employee a primary 
responsibility, but to allow for more 
flexibility between departments, 
Maurer said. 

“It’s what the public should expect 
of the management of resources,” 
Maurer told the Star. 

“We are hopeful we will be able lo 
maintain, as close as possible, the 
level of operation we've had in the 
past,’’ Maurer said Monday night. 
“In times when we have to look al 
alternative solutions to run govern- 
ment with less, we have to look al 
ways we can do that.” 

Maurer said the balance of the 
difference between his and the 
Finance Committee’s budgets could 
be made up by the reduction of one 
additional person. Thus, the DPW 
would see a reduction in three 
employees rather than the two prop- 
osed by the Finance Committee. 

While selectmen were for the most 


part supportive of Maurer’s propos- 
al, Selectman Slephen Powers said 
he believes selectmen should have 
reviewed it before Maurer made his 
presentation to the Finance Commit- 
tee Monday night. 

In particular, Powers said he was 
not sure he agreed with items relal- 
ing to contractual expenses — reduc- 
ing the amount of money set aside 
for NESWC costs. 

In defending Maurer, Selectmen 
Chairman William O'Leary said 
with a ‘jammed docket,” the board 
was unable to deal with Maurer’s 
proposal prior to when the town 
manager left the meeting to talk 
with the Finance Committee. 

O'Leary also questioned where the 
Finance Committee intended the 
additional money for the DPW 
budget to come from. 

Maurer said the Finance Commit- 
tee continued to discuss the matter 
after he left the meeting to return to 
the selectmen’s meeting. 

Maurer said the concern of the 
Finance Committee basically 
related to whether or not the DPW 
could continue to maintain the 
town’s grounds to the extent they 
had in the past. 

“I said we would make the best 
effort we can under the circum- 
stances,'’ Maurer said. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken 
applauded Maurer’s proposal. As 
chairman of the Capital Planning 
Committee, Van Aken said he has 
long supported maintaining the 


town’s capital plant — both build- 
ings and grounds. Van Aken called 
the idea of concentrating on what 
needs to be done in various seasons 
“very imaginative and useful.” 

With regard to Powers’ concerns, 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt said he 
believed the concept of transferring 
funds from contractual expenses to 
the personnel, rather than the gener- 
al fund, is a proposal upon which 
Town Meeting will act.

First-time home buyers decide with the heart

n the beginning, about three 
weeks ago. it was fun. Lots of 
fun. 
But today. Jettora Lundquist of 
Natick sits in her apartment, por- 
ing over lists and advertisements. 
shaking her head in frustration. 

No, her daddy didn’t take the T- 
Bird away. Rather, the 28-year-old of- 
fice manager has fallen hostage to 
nearly everyone's dream - the hope of 
home ownership. 

Knowing full well that her frustra- 
tion has come way too early in the pro- 
cess, Lundquist is determined to buy a 
home. But she also knows that what 
she wants is not what she’s going to 
get. 

“If 1 could have my ideal, | would 
want to live in a cape,"’ said Lund- 
quist, ‘“‘but I've looked at everything. 
What you think you want is not what 
you end up with. | have friends who 
wanted a cape and ended up ina ranch. 
You can’t limit yourself. 

Lundquist, who has already deter- 
mined that she can get a mortgage, is 
following the nght path to becoming a 
first-time home buyer, said Lee 
Schmidt, manager of Natick DeWolfe 
Realty. 

(In the next several weeks, we will 
follow Lundquist on her search and ex- 
amine all the facets of purchasing a 
home). 

“One of the first things is to con- 
tact a mortgage service to go over 
your financial qualifications,’’ Schmidt 
said. ‘because the average person 
doesn't know what they can qualify 
for. At the same time, they should fa- 
miliarize themselves with the market. 
go to open houses.” 

And get a broker. 

“You need to find a broker who will 
work with you, even though everyone 
knows the broker works for the sell- 
er."’ Schmidt said. ‘Bul we have an 
ethical and legal obligation to treat a 
buyer fairly. You have to feel comfort- 
able with the broker who knows the 
right things to look for and sees to it 
that your first purchase is a happy one. 


“A broker can eliminate a lot of leg 
work for the buyer, inspecting a prop- 
erty when it comes on the market and 
they have access to a large number of 


listings on the computer.”” Schmidt 
said, 
some parts of Framingham. 

Several brokers merely passed on 
information to her and didn’t attempt 
to become primary sources. She ended 
up with ‘the first broker who made 
any signs of wanting to help me out.” 
she said. 

Now, she is going to a broker ree- 
ommended by a friend, she said 

She decided te concentrate on Nat- 
ick for two reasons, she said. First is 
convenience to her workplace. The 
other reason ‘'is somewhat intangible. 
I like Natick. I like the area. 1 have 
friends in Natick and I'm used to it.”' 

Generally, buyers find a broker 
through the recommendation of a 
friend or by interviewing, she said. 

Lundquist started out by making 
calls about ads she saw on homes in 
the $130,000 range in the Natick area, 
she said. She is also willing to look in 

Yet, she has taken a look in Millis 
and Medway, because she already 
knows that what she wants in the area 
she’s looking is hard to find. 

“A good broker will get to know 
the buyers and know what’s most im- 
portant to them,’ Schmidt said. 
“There may come it time when there 
will be a property that isn’t what they 


asked for, but it’s just what they 
need,” 

In other words, the buyers will 
find, as Lundquist already has, that 
they will have to make what Schmidt 
calls an “attitude adjustment, ”’ or real- 
ize that what they want is not what 
they're going to get. 

“hE worked with a buyer for two 
years and when she moved in she 
found a card with notes of what she 
wanted in her home. Out of 10 items

on the list,’’ Schmidt said, **she found 
she had settled for two."* 

In another case, a couple, both real 
estate brokers, came in to Schmidt’s 
office and said that above all, they 
didn’t want to buy a split-level house. 


They are currently living ina split. 

Lundquist decided she wanted a 
cape because “‘it’s a good size for one 
person. | think they're cute and I like 
the idea of having an upstairs. (Lund- 
quist will probably have a roommate to 
help pay expenses, she said.) 


. ; ; | 
1 don’t care for splits or ranches, 


but that doesn’t mean I'm not going to 
look. I may see one that’s different 
enough that I like.”’ 

Lundquist’s wants are typical. 
She'd like to find a house on a quiet 
street, but she is not limiting herself. 
“T'm willing to look at a cute house on 
a bit noisier street, because I'm single 
1 don't have kids and [ don’t have a 
dog. I like family neighborhoods, but 
Vil look at different things."* 

There is one type of housing she 
will not consider, under any means, 
she said. A condominium. ‘‘That 
doesn’t feel like it's really all yours,” 
she said. ‘'f want to live in a house.”” 

The final decision, the decision to 
make an offer, is primarily based upon 
emotion, Schmidt said. ‘Studies show 
that over 90 percent of homes are cho- 
sen on an emotional basis,’’ she said. 
“The house is usually one that cap- 
tures your heart. Even though you 
may have many choices, there’s usual- 
ly something about a house that grabs 
you.” 

“T wasn't ready to make a split- 
second decision before," Lundquist 
said after ‘‘losing’’ two houses she 
liked. ‘‘Now I'm ready to. That's also 
why if I don’t love something right off 
the bat. I'm not willing to make an of- 
fer. I'm not going to live with some- 
thing I don’t love.”

Dear Mr. Shaffer: My wife and | are in the process of shop- 
ping for a new home and have begun considering different 
* mortgage options. Although we both agree we want a fixed- 
tate loan, she’d prefer a longer, 30-year term, while I’d prefer a short- 
er, 15-year mortgage. Would you please suggest which type is better, 


and why? — J.K., Newton. 


Dear J.K.: Regarding 30- and 15-year mortgages, both have 
A distinct pluses and minuses. So, which one you choose will 
® depend upon your specific circumstances. 

Basically, the advantages offered by a 15-year loan are twofold. 
The first is a lower interest rate, usually one quarter to one half per- 
cent lower than on a 30-year loan. The second advantage is cost; be- 
cause of the lower interest rate and, more importantly, the shorter 
period over which the loan will be repaid, the total interest cost ona 
15-year mortgage ts significantly less than that on a 30-year loan. 

For example, a $100,000 30-year loan (with two points) currently 
would be set at about 9.5 percent. Over 30 years, your payments 
would total a little more than $302,000 But a 15-year $100,000 loan 
(with two points) would be currently set at about 9 percent; paid back 
over 15 years, your payments would total only about $182,000, an in- 
terest savings of more than $120,000. 

Despite the large potential savings offered by 15-year mortgages, 
30-year mortgages offer distinct advantages of their own. The first 
two are affordability and ability to qualify. 

For example, using the numbers above, the 15-year mortgage 
would cost $1,013 per month and, assuming $250 per month for taxes 
and insurance, would require a $54,000 yearly salary to qualify. A 30- 
year loan, however, would only cost $840 per month and, with the 
same assumption, would require a yearly salary slightly less than 


$47,000 to qualify. 


The third and possibly best advantage offered by a 30-year mort- 
gage lies in its flexibility. As seen, the minimum payment required on 
a 30-year loan is significantly Jess than that on a 15-year loan. Howev- 
er, since most fixed rate residential mortgages offered today, both 30- 
and 15-year, do not have prepayment penalties, the maximum month- 
ly payment you can make on a 30-year mortgage is unlimited. And, by 
paying additiona! amounts toward principal each month, the interest 
savings on a 30-year loan can be nearly as high as those on a 15-year 


mortgage. 


To illustrate: using the same example as above, by adding just $75 
of principal to the 30-year loan’s required $840 monthly payment you 
could shorten the term of the loan by nearly nine years and save more 
than $70,000 in interest. Yet, throughout the term of the loan, you'd 
retain the option of making the minimum required monthly payment 
($840), an option you could exercise whenever you encountered add- 


ed expenses or financial difficulties. 


So, which type mortgage should you choose? If you can very easily 
afford the higher monthly payments required by a 15-year mortgage, 
you know that you won't pay additional amounts toward the principal 
unless you're required to and the amount you need to borrow will be 
a jumbo loan, then considering a 15-year mortgage may be prudent. In 
all other cases, however, a 30-year mortgage is usually your best 


choice.

How to get in the know about rent 


Matters to consider when looking at an apartment or a house 


\though renting a home is 

not as complicated as own- 

ing one, it's also not as 

simple as many people 

think. So this week we'll 

look at a number of ques- 

tions you're likely to confront when 
looking to rent an apartment or house. 

First, how long before you plan to 

move should you start looking? AL 

least 6 to 10 weeks. The reason: Al- 

tnough the rental market has cooled 
down considerable, the supply of af- 
fordable apartments in the Boston area 


still tends to lag behind the demand. 
So finding a good apartment can stil! 
take a couple of months, especially 
during the peak summer rental season. 

Second, should you use a rental 
broker when looking for an apartment? 
On the plus side, a good rental broker 
can arrange for you to see many more 
apartments, much quicker and easier 
than you can. On the negative side, if 
you rent through a broker, you'll usu- 
ally have to pay a fee of between one 
half and on full month’s rent. But, be- 
cause so many apartments are rented 
exclusively through brokers, don’t 
avoid them completely. Rather, include 
in your search both apartments shown 
by brokers and those advertised di- 
rectly by the owner. In addition, pay 
particular attention for advertised 
apartments offered with no fee, and 
don't be afraid to ask brokers if they'll 
accept a reduced fee.

Slow rebound from area 
recession is predicted 


bOSTON — Leggat McCall/Grubb & 
Ellis recently issued its 1991 Metro 
Boston Real Estate Forecast, predict- 
ing that a recovery in the regional real 
estate recession will not begin until 
mid-1992. 


Suburban office vacancy 
rates, currently at 23 per- 
cent, will begin to stabi- 
lize in 1991 but will not 
Start to decline until 
1992. Markets showing 
strength include Waltham 
and Burlington. 


The forecast analyzes both the 
Downtown Boston Central Business 
District (CBD) as well as several sub- 
urban sub-markets. 

In the Boston CBD, which includes 
the Financial District and the Back 
Bay, Leggat McCall/Grubb & Ellis pre- 
dicts that vacancy rates, currently at 
16.5 percent, will increase slightly in 
1991, keeping rental rates down for 
premier space. No new construction 
starts are expected in 1991. 


Suburban office vacancy rates, cur- 
rently at 23 percent, will begin to stabi- 
lize in 1991 but will not start to decline 
unti] 1992. Markets showing strength 
include Waltham and Burlington, which 
alone accounted for more than 500,000 
square feet. of absorption in the sub- 
urbs. 

However, the Framingham and 
Quincy sub-markets are weak, with 
vacancy rates in excess of 25 percent 
and little improvement predicted for 
1991, according to the firm. 

Demand for industrial and research 
and development space will continue to 
be weak in 1991, and Leggat Mc- 
Call/Grubb & Ellis predicts that rents 
will continue to be soft, Vacancies in 
R&D, currently at 24.4 percent will 
continue to climb in 1991 before level- 
ing off in 1992, according to the firm. 
The short-term sublease market may 
also grow as high-tech companies con- 
tinue to restructure.

All 
landlords require that you pay the first 
month's rent, and most require that 
you also pay the last month's rent 
(LMR), one month's security deposit 
(SD), or both. As mentioned, if you 
rent through a broker, you'll probably 
have to pay a fee. Finally, when you 
add in miscellaneous costs such as hir- 
ing a moving van, your expenses can 
total more than four month’s rent. 
Fourth, if you are required to pay 
last month's rent and or a security de- 
Posit, what happens to this money? 
Under Massachusetts State laws, your 
landlord must put the SD but not the 
LMR into an escrow account, inform 
you of this account's location and num- 
ber, and pay you five percent interest 
on the money (both LMR and SD) at 
the end of each lease year. He should 
also supply you with a mutually agreed 


upon apartment condition statement 
that clearly spells out the condition of 
your apartment at the beginning of

your tenancy. When you move aut, 
your LMR must be credited and your 
SD must be refunded in full within 30 
days, unless you've failed to pay rent 
or you've caused damage to the apart- 
ment during your tenancy. 

Fifth, what’s the difference be- 
tween a lease and a tenancy-at-will 
agreement (TAW)? A lease is a writ- 
ten contract to rent for a specific 
length of time, usually one year. Under 
a lease, the landlord agrees to give you 
—- the tenant — sole occupancy for the 
entire contract term, while you agree 
to pay a preset sum of money, usually 
in equal monthly installments. During 
the lease, the landiord cannot evict you 
so long as you comply with all lease 
terms, nor can he raise the rent until 
the lease expires. But you are respon- 
sible for paying all rental installments 
even if you leave before the lease has 
ended. 

A TAW is a written or oral contract 
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for an indefinite period of time. With a 
TAW, you pay rent al the beginning of 
each rental period, usually monthly. 
And so long as you continue to make 
and the landlord continues to accept 
your payments, the agreement contin- 
ues. If you or the landlord wish to can- 
cel the TAW, or if the landlord wishes 
to raise the rent, you or the landlord 
must give the other party written no- 
tice of the cancellation or rent increase 
at least one full rental period in ad- 
vance. 


In conclusion, leases and laws are 
contracts; moreover, under certain 
state and local Jaws, landlords are 
sometimes prevented from evictions 
or rent increases during a TAW or at 
the end of a lease. So before agreeing 
to or signing a lease or TAW. or if 
you're uncertain of your rights under 
either, be certain to consult with an at- 
tomey.

Sanitary Code

Students share experiences 


At the second annual Winchester 
Sports Foundation’s Golf Tourna- 
ment, two high school athletes were 
the featured speakers at the dinner 
following the tournament The two 
Jenny Gilpatric and Danny 
McGrath, were introduced by Evan- 
der French Jr., as two outstanding 
student-athletes who have benefitted 
from the strong sports programs at 
Winchester High School. Their 
Speeches are reprinted with their 
permission. 

Gilpatric, a junior at WHS and a 
midfielder for Winchester’s State 
Champion Girls’ Soccer Team, is a 
two-year All-Scholastic and a first- 
team All-American. Said Gilpatric: 

“Tam very honored that | was 
invited to come here tonight. | was 
asked to speak in regard to how 
sports, namely soccer, have affected 
my life. 

“T was always fortunate to be in 
the Youth Soccer program here in 
town, beginning as early as kinder- 
garten. Although I played other 
competitive sports, I found that soc- 
cer was my favorite from the start. 
As 1 grew older, ft learned about 
personal development and glory, but 
it was not until I reached WHS that I 
learned what the word ‘team’ really 
meant. 

As a freshman on the varsity 
team, I was introduced to a whole 
new philosophy — ‘we over me.’ 
This, as my coach describes it, is 
that every player should think of the 
team before themselves. As my 
teammates see each other everyday 
during the fall, a friendship and 
bond develops among us. 

“With the team, aS many people 
know, comes a huge time commit- 
ment. During the 2'2 to three month 
period, we play as many as 23 


games, practice everyday, and have 
dinners and get-togethers at least 
once a week. The ironic thing I have 
found, though. is that most of the 
players is the case with me personal- 
ly, as I find I generally do three 
things in my free time during the 
season: eal. sleep and do my school 
work. 

The experience of being on this 
team has taught me a lot in regard to 
school and my studies. First and 
foremost, I've learned that cominit- 
ment and hard work really do get 
you somewhere. I've also quickly 
come to discover how important it is 
to budget my time. The more time I 
waste, the worse | seem to feel about 
myself and there is nothing better. in 
my opinion, than to relax after all 
one's work is done. 

“As 1 look forward to the chal- 
lenges that I will be confronted with, 
both in academics and sport. I feel 
that I am well prepared, having 
been on this team and having gone to 
WHS. 

“But before [ begin to look into life 
after high school, I am tirst eagerly 
awaiting next season. As a team, we 
are already beginning to prepare for 
the 1991 season. Our goals are large, 
once again, aS we are hoping, with 
much hard work, to bring another 
consecutive state chatnpionship 
back to Winchester

McGrath, also junior, was the 
quarterback on the WHS Division I 
Super Bow!

He 
was named the Middlesex League 
offensive player of the year. Said 
McGrath: 

* Before [ start I'd like to thank the 
Bourque and Fuller families for 
starting the Sports Foundation 
Without them I guess there wouldn't 
he a sports foundalion. And that ['m 
honored to be speaking here tonight. 
I hope the people in the obstructed 
view seats can hear me. But I guess 
they showed the rest of you — they 
cleaned up on the raffle prizes. 

“On Dec. 1, the day of the Super 
Bowl, my teammates and I beat the 
odds. 

“We were told it couldn't be done 
We can’t beat the 11th-in-the-nation 
Walpole. Every paper picked us to 
lose by at least 17 points, except, of 
course, the good old Winchester 
Star. But other than the Star, there 
were the true believers being the 
coaches and the team itself. We 
were faced with a challenge and 
ultimately conquered the challenge,

embarrass us’. ‘Then we got the ball 
and performed our best drive of the 
year. 

“We held the ball for § minutes, 40 
seconds for 75 yards on 13 plays, 
capped off by a 23-yard touchdown 
off to the option play. This touch- 
down was based on trust. 

“You see as | was getting tackled, 
I pitched (he ball to where my half- 
back, Brian Gianci, was supposed lo 
be, and he was there. Without this 
trust you cannot have a quality foot- 
ball team.

“Communication is another key 
aspect of football and of life. Our 
coaches communicate with us when 
we make good plays so that we will 
strive hard to continue those actions.

here are more horses in the United States 
now than there were when the cavalry 
disbanded after World War 1, 
There are also 110 million cats and dogs 
in America — or more people than there 
are in any European country. 

And if that doesn’t make you feel like a minority, 
how about the fact that consumers spent $9 billion on 
pet health care and another $9 billion on pet food last 
year compared to a paltry 44 billion on baby food.? 

These are a few of the statistics Dr. Franklin 
Loew, dean of the Tufts University School of 
Veterinary Medicine in Grafton, ticks off from memory 
when talking about the place of animals in society and 
the breadth of opportunities he sees for veterinarians. 

But the gregarious dean also offers some 
philosophical reasons for his assertion that demand for 
animal doctors is on the rise. 

“What we have in the United States is a country 
that has become more and more urban and that is 
raising the moral status of animals, "' said Loew, a 
Newton resident, Animals, he said, feed the desire of 
city people to return to nature. 

“We've lost our contact with nature, and in many 
ways we're trying to hang on to it,’ he said. 

For example, Loew pointed out that an increasing 
number of people feed birds and bird-watch in their 
free time. 

Citiny yet another startling statistic, he said 60 
million people now buy bird seed year-round. 

Ownership of ‘‘companion animals’’ such as dogs 
and cats is also increasing, though many busy two- 
career couples decide against dogs because they need 
so much attention. 

Asa result, Loew said, cats have become the 
“ultimate urban pet’’ because they can be left alone 
over weekends and are not noisy. 

There has also been a resurgence in interest in 
horseback riding — an activity no longer reserved for 
the “filthy rich,’’ said Loew. 

Now, suburbanites interested in the environment 
and being outdoors are saddling up like never before. 

“I see people with nding boots on all the time in 
Newton,"’ said Loew.

Such interest has led to a boom in 
the horse population, which exceeds 8 
million, he said. 

While most people still use 
veterinary degrees to go into private 
practice, other opportunities abound for 
veterinarians who yearn for a broader 
use of their skills. 

Loew pointed out that some 
veterinarians are working in developing 
countries where animals like cattle, 
sheep and goats are integral to 
people’s diets and social structures. 

Others are working with the 
Massachusetts Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife and other groups to help 
protect endangered species from 
extinction. 

Still other veterinarians are 
specializing only in the treatment of 
horses with a focus similar to that of 
human sports medicine doctors, and 
some are working in the burgeoning 
field of biotechnology. 

Dr, Joann Linden Mayer, a 1985 
Tufts graduate living in Dedham, is one 
veterinarian who is using her degree to 
pursue a variety of interests. 


After graduation, she spent three 
years in the West African country of 
Niger doing research on sheep herds. 
She also had a small clinic for dogs, 
cats and horses. 

Linden Mayer, who has a master’s 
from the Harvard School of Public 
Health, now teaches part-time at Tufts 
and has been doing research on Lyme 
disease in dogs. 

Linden Mayer, 40, said she is 
particularly interested in epidemiology 
and how disease in animals affects 
human food supplies. 

“TE think malnutrition has always 
been perceived as the role of 
physicians, but veterinarians have not 
only an indirect but a direct role to play 
in helping to decrease malnutrition 
throughout the world,’’ she said. 

She said that because animal protein 
has a higher value than other sources, 
it is important to the diets of people in 
developing countries. 

“Animal protein can be 
supplemented through improved animal 
production and helping to determine 
what diseases constrain animal 
production,”’ said Linden Mayer. 

This country also has much to learn 
about disease in animals and needs to 
build a national monitoring system for 
animal illnesses, she said. 

Despite the large number of animals 
in America, the number of 
veterinarians — though it has grown 
dramatically in the last 10 years — is 
55,000, a small number in comparison 
to the total of physicians. In addition, 
there are only 27 veterinary schools, 
compared to 126 human medical

schools. 

Tufts, which opened in 1978, is the 
only school serving New England. 

For both students and career- 
changers interested in becoming 
veterinarians, the climate is right to do 
$0, according to Loew. 


It has even become a little easier for 
New Englanders to get into a program 
since Tufts and other schools have 
opened. 

Tufts has a policy of accepting 70 
percent of its students from New 
England states. 

Loew said incoming Tufts students 
last year had college grade point 
averayes between 3.2 and 3.5. 

“It's competitive, but it’s less 
competitive than a few years ago 
because there are more schools,’* he 
said. 

Many of the people who have been 
taking advantage of new opportunities 
in recent years are women and older 
professionals, including stockbrokers 
and scientists. 

Loew says proudly that women now 
make up 50 percent of his profession. 

And while the average age of Tufts’ 
incoming class last year was 25, Loew 


said the range was from 20 to 37 and 
included nine people with master’s 
degrees. 

Loew said the one unifying trait 
among veterinarians he meets is 4 
sense of altruism. 

“Ninty-nine percent of our 
applicants when asked how long they 
wanted to be a veterinarian say ‘Ever 
since | can remember,’ "' he said. 

“My theory is that all of us learn to 
read in books that animals talk,’ Loew 
said. ‘'T think we go through a period 
where animals are every bit as 
important Lo us in our intellectual realm 
as parents and other people. For many, 
this stage passes, but for some 
number, this stays with them.” 


For those interested in becoming 
veterinarians to yet rich, Loew has 
some words of caution: The average 
salary is $55,000 to $60,000 — 
significantly less than the $130,000 
medical doctors earn. Medical school 
costs for the two professions are 
nevertheless about the same. 

Dr. Lon Bergel, a veterinarian with 
the Rotherwood Animal Clinic in 
Newton, said she is among those who 
always loved animals and knew froma 


youns age she wanted to be a 
veterinarian, 

A 1988 Tufts graduate, Bergel did 
her residency in small animal surgery 
and works mostly in that area, 

Bergel, 28, said the clinic has been 
busy and sees many families gecing 
pets as they have children. 

But she also said that with the 
growing elderly population, more older 
people are looking for companionship 
from pets. 

Bergel said animals are living longer 
as well. 

“Commonly, with animals living 
longer, they are getting more diseases 
like diabetes and cancer, bul we are 
able to diagnose and treat those things 
more effectively now,'' she said. 

In addition to staying abreast of the 
new technology and modern 
procedures, Loew said veterinarians 
also need good communication skills. 
He said, however, that there is a 
prevailing misconception that dealing 
well with people is not necessary to 
treating animals. 

“Ina way, we're like pediatricians. 
You're always dealing with a third 
person who must articulate the 
problem,’ said Loew.

oF Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area. primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 


knowledgeable applicant. 


Once an interview is scheduled. find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine Check: 


W Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 
@ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 


@ Moody's (lists more than 20.000 corporations) 

@ The Million Doliar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Anather good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you ve learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest Do your hamework.

Crime spree ends 
with chase, arrest

A Boston man faces an array of 
robbery charges after he was 
apprehended by Winchester Police 
in connection with a crime spree 
through several area communities 
that lasted a period of weeks. 

Jose Carlos Correia, 20, of Boston 
was taken into custody after a car 
and foot chase in Winchester’s down- 
town area Wednesday, May 8. Offie- 
er Philip Coss had spotted Correia 
driving a van slowly around the area 
of South Border Road at around 1:30 
p.m , where a break-in had just been 
invesligated. 

Coss radioed the description of the 
vehicle, and within minutes the sus- 
pect was in custody. A second sus- 
pect is still at-large, according to 
police 

Police Chief Joseph Perritano ultt- 
mately bagged the suspect behind 
houses on Ginn Road and held him at 
gunpoint while Officer ‘Uheodore 
Yeancopolis applied handcuffs 

Correia was charged by police 
from Woburn, Reading and 
Winchester with larceny of a motor 
vehicle, breaking and entering in the 
daytime to commit a felony, receiv- 


ing stolen property over $250, using 
an alias to obstruct the execution of 
the law, failing to stop for a police 
officer and operating to endanger. 

Correia was found to use any one 
of a number of aliases, including 
Antonio Rosa, Antonio Foneseca Jr., 
Jogo Foseca and Carlos Correia. 
According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce, a fingerprint check al 
police headquarters in Boston con- 
firmed the suspect's prints fit those 
of Jose Correia 

Pierce said Coss’ quick (hinking 
made the arrest possible. “Phil's 
alertness is what tipped everyone 
off,’ Pierce said. 

He said that after Coss radioed in 
the information about the suspicious 
van, a Teletype dispatch from Read 
ing confirmed the vehicle had been 
stolen out of Boston. Reading Poltce 
had been on the lookout for the van 
in connection with several house- 
breaks in the area, according to

Budget battle 
takes long view

While School Committee members 
do battle on one hand with the 
budget, with the other, they hold the 
balance of education, and grapple 
with the tricky business of educating

the school’s reading services are 
provided through Chapter 1 funding. 
Ile said the remaining staff would be 

sufficient” to serve the students in 
need of remedial reading help. 

He also called for a challenge to all 
teachers in every program to offset 
the cul and aid students in reading 
and writing skills. He said more

Country Club to address fill problem 


Alper seeks filing from health board on mosquito spraying

The Winchester Country Club will 
take emergency measures to stabil- 
ize the fill area located behind a 
maintenance shed off Hutchinson 
Road. 

In compliance with a cease and 
desist order issued last month, the 
Winchester Country Club (WCC) 
returned to the Conservation Com- 
mission Monday night to discuss 
measures to stop erosion from the 
site into a nearby waterway. The 
WCC will put in place hay bales and 
other crosion control materials 
under the watchful eye of Conserva- 
tion Administrator Elaine Vreeland. 

The Conservation Commission 
issued the formal order following the 
discovery of the fill area by Health 
Director Joseph Tabbi in March. 
WCC Altorney Richard Butler has 
repeatedly asserted that the fill, 
which accumulated over the last 30 
to 40 years, contains mostly organic 
material such as leaves. Since the 
WCC did not respond lo verbal warn- 


ings, and Conservation Commission 
Chairman Joshua Alper noticed con- 
tinued activity on the site, a formal 
enforcement order ensued. 

The scope of work filed with the 
commission attempted, in part, to 
recreate the history of the site. “All 
of the research that we've done 
leads us to believe [that the fillf is 
generally organic material — logs, 
trees, stumps,” said Richard 
Kosian, engineering consullant from 
Beals and Thomas hired by the 
WCC. 

Board of Health member Dr. Ran- 
dall Swartz, present at the Monday 
night meeting, questioned Kosian as 
to the possibility of a more accurale 
tracing of the fill’s history through 
topographical mapping. 

Alper disputed the WCC’s stlate- 
ment regarding the content of the 
fill. *\] have no factual data but just 
what we found casually lying around 
the top. {Logs and concrete} would 
suggest to me that there is simiJar 
stuff down the bottom,” he said. 

Butler argued with Alper regard- 
ing the existing state of the site.

Bill aids town projects 


Senator Charles E. Shannon (2nd 
Middlesex District), said the May 8 
passage of a $5 billion transportation 
bond authorization by the Legisla- 
ture ‘‘will provide immeasurable aid 
to the economic recovery of the 
Commonwealth.” 

The bond authorization contains 
provisions for 10 district projects 
totaling $20-65 million. They include 
five projects in Somerville, three in 
Medford and two in Winchester. 

“Pumping $5 billion into the 
state's economy and transportation 
infrastructure will not only help the 
construction industry but also 

directly benefit the citizens of Mas- 


sachuselts who will notice the 
improvements to their roads and 
bridges,’’ Shannon said. 

Half of the $5 billion bond authori- 
zation will be financed by the federal 
government with the majority of the 
state’s debt carried by revenues pro- 
duced by a portion of the 1990 gas tax 
increase which is earmarked for 
road and bridge repair.

Napie 
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Star encourages 
literary talent 


By DAN CHANE

The excellent journalistic 
accomplishments of Michelle 
Fischer and Jay Higgins, evident 
in last week's Star recall an ear- 
lier era in Winchester when there 
were few opportunities for stu- 
dent creativity. 

On reaching junior high school, 
the present McCall Middle School 
on Main Street, students with 
literary bent might find a story or 
two of theirs in the “Junior High 
Journal.” 

This student paper published 
sporadically within the English 
Department, under the watchful 
eye of Velma Thompson, was 
very correct and rather “ho- 
hum" in content. 

Those students showing higher 
literary creativity had to wait for 
the journalism classes at the high 
school under John Stevens — 
“J.D."’ to generations of local 
students. 

With “J.D.” many students of 
35 or 40 years ago learned news- 
paper jargon and traveled a 
rocky road filled with deadlines. 
uncomfortable interviews of 
teachers and friends and the ine- 
vitable ‘‘typos’”. 


An instrument of Mr. Stevens's 
persuasion was the “Red and 
Black.” the highly interesting 
Winchester High School news 
paper founded by legendary 
English teacher Marion Bailey in 
the late 1930's. 

To students previously 
acquainted with “My Weekly 
Reader” and Mrs Thompson's 
“Junior High Journal’ this was 
the refreshing oasis in an endless 
literary desert 

The "Red and Black” was pul 


out by the senior class until mid- 
years when J.D.'s budding prodi- 
gies in the junior class assumed 
responsibility. “Red and Black"’ 
was printed gratis on the presses 
of The Winchester Star and, 
indeed, had much of the look of 
The Star. 

A December, 1954 edition fea- 
tured a column by Connie Snell- 
ing which trumpeted the fact 
that.

1966: 25 years ago 


Winchester’s then-under- 
construction Tufts Road 
School was featured on the 
front page of that month's 
“Educator's Dispatch,” a 
publication widely circulated 
among school] 
administrators. 

The lead article described 
the outstanding features 
being built into the school, 
including the building’s flexi- 
bility, instruction materials 
center and special services 
area. 


The Parkview Winchester, 
a self-contained 320-unit, 
modern circular apartment 
complex was nearing comple- 
tion as the apartment rental 
season of June neared and 
owners hoped to rent terrace- 
level apartments that were 
ready for occupancy. 


The Rev John J. Bishop, 
Rector of St. John’s Episcop- 
al Church in Westwood, had 
accepted the call to become 
the rector of the Parish of the 
Epiphany in Winchester, 
effective July 1. 


A lively question-and- 
answer period highlighted 
one of the largest public 
meetings held in Winchester 
in years.

War casually.

criteria to obtain a permit for Sun- 
day morning opening. 

While Perritano said he sym- 
pathisizes with merchants trying to 
maintain a business during difficult 
economic times, Perritano said a 
poor economy alone is not reason 
enough to grant a permit. 

In addition, Perritano said the 
word from Harshbarger — the 
stale’s chief law enforcement officer 
— is that retail stores do not meet 
the criteria, and police chiefs should 
not grant permits. 

“Tf the public sees fit lo have early 
Sunday openings, that's fine,”’ Perri- 
tano lold The Star. ‘‘But it should be 
done by virtue of legislation, a 
change in the statute making it uni- 
form throughout the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, not by leaving it 
up to individual chiefs of police.” 

Senator Charles E. Shannon (D- 
Winchester) said he does not believe 
the Senate is of the mind to repeal 
the blue laws. 

“The feeling here is, the ‘mom and 
pop’ stores deserve a day off, and 
we're nol going to legislate it [away] 
from them," Shannon said. He also 
cited the opposition by churches who 
believe Sunday is meant as a day of 
rest. 

To repeal the blue laws, said Shan- 
non, would be ‘‘detrimental to the 
family, because now you're nol 
going to have time to spend with the 


family. (To repeal the statute is] 
destroying the family core.” 


Perritano said there are stores 
that do not fall under the stale’s blue 
laws, such as convenience stores 
and those that employ less than 
three people. According to the state 
Statute, a police chief may issue a 
permit ‘for the performance on Sun- 
day of necessary work or labor 
which could not be performed on any 
other day without serious suffering, 
loss, damage, or public inconveni- 
ence, or which could not be per- 
formed on any other day withoul 
delay to military defense work.”’ 

Neither Harshbarger nor Perrita- 
no believe loca) retail stores meet 
that criteria. “If they remain closed, 
it’s not going to cause anybody any 
great inconvenience,’ Perritano 
said. However, he said he would nol 
be opposed to a change in the sla- 
tute, as long as it was uniform 
throughoul state. 

Perritano said he believes Sunday 
blue laws were relaxed during World 
War II to allow those businesses 
doing work for the government to 
continue lo operate on Sundays. 
“Over the years, it just became 
abused little by little," he said. 

“If Governor Weld wants (retail 
stores] to be open on Sundays, he 
should go through the legislature to 
have [the statute] repealed to 
address their needs,"’ Perritano 
said. 

“In a memorandum from the 
Altorney General's office. the opin- 
ion of that office is thal the issuance 
of any such permits that condone the 
opening [of retail stores stores] 


River Day a ‘clean

Tires, mufflers and bread wrap 
pers were plucked from the Aberjo- 
na River as local townsfolk pitched 
in to clean up the waterways. 

The Conservation Commission 
sponsored the second annual Aberjo- 
na River Day May 11 and by all 
accounts, the day was a huge 
success. 

Resident Anne Galli, who filled in 
as conservation administrator for 
several months this year and helped 
coordinate the event, said the turn- 
out of residents was enough to have 
the length of the river well-covered. 

“As far as the clean-up, it was 
outstanding,” said Galli. ‘‘Clearly 
there were hundreds of volunteers.” 

Galli said because many groups 
and families headed directly to the 
shores to begin clean-up operations, 
it was tough to get an exact count of 
participants. But. Galli said the 
number of townspeople who turned 
out easily covered the entire stretch 
of the river from Woburn to Sandy 
Beach. 

“It was a clean sweep,"’ says 
Galli. 

Galli says extra volunteers were 
pul on conservation land clean-up, 
concentrating their efforts on Horn 
Pond Brook, Wedge Pond and Squaw 
Sachem Swamp. Galli said washing 
machines, mopeds, bicycles and 
other items were pulled from these 
areas. 

Galli said the afternoon's events, 
which included a picnic and kite 
flying at Ginn Field, saw a smatter- 
ing of residents (hroughout the day. 
But most early-morning members of 
the clean-up crew most likely took 
the rest of the afternoon to relax al 
home, said Galli. 

Galli said the efforts of the Metro- 
politan District Commission (MDC) 
and Department of Public Works 
(DPW) were key to the success of 
the program. She says the laborious 
job of loading the debris kept 
employees busily filling four MDC 
pick-up trucks, and several DPW 
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garbage trucks throughoul the day. 

Although the project is now an 
annual event, Galli says she hopes 
the town will find less and less need 
to pull so much debris from the 
waterways. 

“With the participation of the 
youth groups in town, instilling 
environmental ethics will make this 
increasingly not necessary in the 
future,” said Galli.

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Shannon establishes local 
education advisory committee 


Senator Charles Shannon recently 
announced the formation of a parent 
and teacher advisory committee to 
oversee and evaluate education bills 
filed in the state House and Senate 
for action in the current legislative 
session. 

“For the first lime, parents and 
teachers will have greater accounla- 
bility in caring for the young minds 
of our district in terms of legislation 
that will impact education.” said 
Shannon. ‘‘This is an effort to assure 
parent and teacher involvement, 
and their collaboration and consen- 
sus, in planning for the education of 
our children, at a time when there 
are bold new proposals before the 
legislature that will affect their edu- 
cational futures.” 

Citing the staggering volume of 

hills — 8,173 — filed for considera- 
tion in the current legislative session 
of the House and Senate. Senator 
Shannon describes the committee's 
role as “pivotal” in evaluating the 
viability and impact of various edu- 
cation bills on students and 
communities.

Legislators learn 
from this kind of collaboration too,” 

Senator Shannon counts educa- 
tional issues among his “pet” 
projects. 

“We are told Japanese and Ger 
man students are better educated 
than our own, and perhaps so,” he 
said “Yet. education is the end 


product of teaching and learning, 
two skill areas we are determined to 
improve. [ want to see qualified 
teachers in classrooms leading our 
children to knowledge, opening up 
their minds for educational develop- 
ment, enabling them to become 
competitive as students and cilizens, 
so that we can preserve and improve 
our way of life. 

“This is not a political argument, 
but a human one. It's time for us to 
come together on issues of teaching 
and learning, and form a broad 
support network for the young minds 
in our communities.” he said. 
“When it comes to our children, it's 
lime to stop taking sides and sloga- 
necring. My committee is one small 
step in the direction of developing a 
consensus on the legislative agenda 
as regards education "'

Winchester. Sister Winifred is the 
first woman in the history of the 
Boston Alumni Club lo receive this 
award. She is being honored for her 
tireless devotion and ministry as 
founder of the Friends Of Refugees, 
Inc., a non-profit organization which 
aids and sponsors refugees. This 
Notre Dame Award is given annual- 
ly as a tribute to an outstanding 
person who through their exemplary 
life and work reflect the values, 
altitudes, and attributes of the 
Christian traditions of the Universi- 
ty of Notre Dame. 


Sister Winifred’s heroic efforts 
began almost twelve years ago, 
when she founded this refugee reset- 
tlement program. The program was 
an Interfaith effort of 25 people who 
embarked on the awesome lask of 
reselling one family of ‘‘Boat Peo- 
ple" who fled the Communist regime 
of Vietnam. Since the group's 
humble beginnings, the program has 
sponsored 45 families and helped 
another 200 persons with a variely of 
services in the Greater Boston area. 


Although a large percentage of 
these families have been Indo- 
Chinese, the most recent families 
have been Polish, Iranian, African, 
and Czechoslovakian. Other efforts 
of the organization involve lobbying 
for the release of several families 
whose fathers, as former political 
prisoners, are eligible for release to 
the United States through the Order- 
ly Departure Program. Friends Of 
Refugees also gives emergency 
rental assistance to some families 
from Zaire, Haiti, and Equador.

Three men suspects

Three 18-year-old Winchester men 
are suspects in the investigation of a 
shooting spree with a paint pellet 
gun that occurred in Woburn, 
Winchester and Arlington, injuring 
several persons. 

Woburn and Arlington police are 
investigating the events of Friday, 
May 10 at around midnight, when 
persons reported being hit with paint 
pellets in Arlington and Woburn. 
Both Arlington victims suffered 
bruises from the attack. 

Winchester Police apprehended 
the first suspect after two Winches- 
ter residents, who were also fired at, 
gave a description of the vehicle that 
drove by them on Mystic Valley 
Parkway during the attack. Police 
reports said neither individual was

hit by the paint pellets, nor do they 
care to press lega) charges against 
the suspects. 

According to Winchester Police 
Detective Lieutenant James Pierce, 
the gun is the type used in survival 
training, and expels paint pellets 
through a expulsion of carbon 
dioxide. 

Winchester officer Thomas Groux 
spotted the car described by the 
victims on Edward Drive and sig- 
naled the driver to pull to the side of 
the road. Police reported that the 
driver was alone in the car at the 
time, but told police there had been 
other individuals in the vehicle with 
him earlier in the evening. 

The resident also said that one of 
the occupants who was in the car, an 
18-year-old Winchester man, had 
fired the pellet gun at individuals in 
Woburn and Arlington.

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The officer spotted four carbon 
dioxide cannisters in the plain sight 
on the driver’s seat, as well as five 
plastic tubes used to hold the round 
pellets. The officer also observed a 
bag and sales receipt from a sport- 
ing goods shop. 

These items were taken as evi- 
dence, according to police reports. 

The driver tld police that the 
pellet gun belougs lo his friend. At 
this time, Detective Lieutenant Beth 
Higgins of Woburn Police Depart- 
ment read the'driver his Miranda 
rights and questioned him regarding 
the incident. The driver was then 
released and advised that there 
could be charges made against him 
relating to the incidents. 

The two officers then proceeded to 
the home of the second man. He was 
read his Miranda rights and ques- 
tioned regarding the incident in 
Winchester with the pellet gun. He 
turned over the weapon to police. 
Woburn Police also interviewed the 
third suspect. 

An investigation continues in 
Woburn and Arlington.

Gagne also noted the Massa- 
chuselts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) intends to shut down use of 
Spot Pond in Stoneham, from which 
Winchester draws water in summer 
months. Because that walershed 
will nol be flushed on a regular 
basis. Gagne said the waler quality 
will likely deteriorate. 

“It is very difficult to get a hand- 
le ...as to how Spot Pond or your 
reservoir would reaet if there is no 
induced flushing.”’ Silbovitz said. 

Silbovitz said Spot Pond is not 
considered a supply reservoir, but 
rather a termination point for 
MWRA water. 

“Under the waiver guidelines, 
with any violation, DEP | Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection] 
can issue you an order to construct a 
filtration plant,’ Gagne said. 

“Our recommendation to you, 
based on our evaluation is that the 
town proceed with the construction 
of a filtration plant,” he said. 

Selectman Steven Powers said the 
waiver roule appeared to be less 
expensive than first anticipated.

quito population could be larger than 
average this spring. Encephalilis, a 
disease that causes inflammatian of 
the brain, is transmitted to humans 
from mosquito bites. 

The funding necessary to com- 
plete four cycles of aerial spraying 
was approved by the Finance Com- 
mittee lust week. Since wetlands will 
be sprayed in the process, the con- 
trol agent's application must be 
approved by the Conservation 
Commission 

The pesticide BTI, has been 
through extensive testing, according 
toSwartz. Itis judged to be benign to 
humans. ‘We ean't afford to wait for 
the state to go on full alert. We'd be 
consigned to an adulticide (a more 


toxic substance| and such a prog- 
ram would be triggered by human 
disease or deaths,”’ he said. 

“I'd encourage people to stay out 
of mosquito-infested areas,” said 
Swartz. He said he will provide edu- 
cational information to the public as 
part of the spraying, which is slated 
to hegin in late May and continue 
intermittently throughout the 
summer.

French prap- 
osed offsetting these cuts either by 
charging students an activities fee 
or by recruiting volunteer advisors.

Bellino takes a look back

For Joseph Bellino, Winchester 
High School provided the benefits of 
academic and athletic excellence. 

After racking up victories on 
Winchester football, basketball and 
baseball teams, Bellino could have 
gone to almost any college he 
wanted. But the decision to attend 
the Naval Academy came about as a 
result of influences from respected 
elders as well as a strong Navy 
influence in town. 

Back in the 1950s, Bellino said the 
Charlestown Navy Yard was flour- 
ishing, and a number of Navy offic- 
ers sent (heir children (o Winchester 
High Sehool, «In Bellino’s high 
school class alone, six graduates 
ultimately went on to the Naval 
Academy.) 

In making his decision, Bellino 
said he sought a college with a 
strong academic program, and one 
at which he could play major college 
football. 

Bellino narrowed his list down to 
three colleges: West Point, the Nav- 
al Academy and Notre Dame. Only 
the Naval Academy supported his 
desire to attend prep school after 
high school. Having played three 
seasons of sports throughout high 
school, ‘I felt | needed that,’ Bellino 
told the Star. 

In 1957, Bellino entered the Naval 
Academy, and went on to aid the 
Navy team in its winning ways 
throughout his four years. In his 
senior year, Bellino was awarded 
the Heisman trophy. 

Following graduation in 1961, Bel- 
lino married his high school 
sweetheart, Ann Tansey. (lve 
been trying to impress her for about 
40 years now, without any luck,” he 
said with a laugh.) 

Bellino went on to complete four 
years of active duty from 1961-1965, 
serving for two years in Japananda 
good deal of time in Vietnam. 


Bellino said he didn't have a job 
lined up when he opted to resign 
from the Navy in 1965. When the 
then-Boston Patriots offered him a 
contract to play football, he took it. 
“I didn't do it to make money,” 
Bellino said. ‘I did it because it was 
convenient,” 

Bellino spent three years with the 
Patriots, and in 1968 was drafted by 
the newly-formed Cincinnati Ben- 
gals in an expansion draft. However, 
Bellino turned the offer down. “I 
decided to pack it in,” he said. At the 
age of 30, Bellino decided he'd had 
enough football. Looking back, Belli- 
no says he has no regrets about his 
decision to leave football. 

“Back then, it was a different era 
in pro football. It was a sport more 
than it is now,” he said. ‘Now it's 
big business.” 

Following his football career, Bel- 
lino opened his own business in food 
service, which he ran for about 10 
years. Beilino sold that business in 
1976, and has since worked in the 
automobile business ‘in one facet or 
another.” 

Today, Bellino is a regional mana- 
ger for an affiliate of the Bank of 
Tokyo based in Boston, Bank of 
Tokyo Finance Services Inc., which 
specializes in automobile leasing.

istration, which would like rates lowered to help the economy, and the 
federal reserve, which is hesitating to help lower rates further be- 


cause it fears inflation. 


The question you have asked yourself is: Will you be angrier if you 
lock in now and miss out on a lower rate, or will you be madder pay- 
ing extra each month if you don't lock in now and rates go up before 
you close? Since 9.35 percent is a good rate, I'd probably lock in now, 
but the final decision must be yours. 


Dear Mr. Shaffer: 1 am in the process of looking for a mort- 
- gage for a single-family hame. I’ve been told that | will need 
to get a Jumho loan. I’m considering taking an adjustable 
jumbo loan because of the lower interest rate it offers. Is this a good 


option? — &.D., Natick 


Dear R.0.:1t may be, but there are better options available to 
A you. Currently the interest rate on adjustable jumbo loans is 

@ about two percent less than on fixed jumbos. This will both 
save you significant money on your initial monthly payments and in- 
crease the size of the loan your income will qualify for. But, because 
the rate on most adjustables is discounted, you’re almost assured that 
the rate will rise after the first (or, if it’s a three-year adjustable, after 
the third) year. Moreover, adjustables don’t give you certainty as to 
what your mortgage payment will be throughout the loan, a very im- 
portant consideration when buying a home. 

As a result, you'll likely be much better off choosing a fixed-rate 
jumbo loan or, if you're unable to qualify for a fixed, a convertible- 
fixed (7/1) jumbo loan, in essence a safer type of adjustable loan. 

However, if you do, or must, choose an adjustable jumbo, be cer- 
tain to take the precautions necessary with all adjustables: Be certain 
it has a two percent yearly and six percent lifetime cap, and that you'll 
be able to afford the maximum monthly payment if the interest rate 
ses to its maximum level, precautions which you should also be able 
to take with a 7/1, and he sure the loan also offers an affordable con- 


version option.

Buying a first home 


But what type of mortgage should you choose? 


y June 27, Jettora Lundquist 
hopes to be sitting on the 
floor in her empty house, just 
enjoying that American 
dream - home ownership. 
Last week, she was still 
bemoaning the ‘‘Ioss’’ of two homes 
she had really been interested in but 
which had been sold - or so she 


“It's a good size for me and afford- 
able,"' the Natick resident said. ‘'It's a 
good starter home for me.”’ 

And based on that assumption - that 
this cozy house with the large yard is 
simply a starter house ~ Lundquist is 
aiming for an adjustable-rate mortgage. 

“Tye decided on an adjustable-rate 
mortgage for a couple of reasons,’ 
she said, knowing her decision is often 
frowned upon by economists. 

The one-year, adjustable-rate mort- 
gage she has chosen is adjusted up or 
down yearly, But it can never go up 
more than 2 percent over the course 
of the year, and, over the life of the 
loan, which is 30 years, the rate can 
never go up more than 6 percent over 
the initial rata. 

The local mortgage company she 
has chosen has given her a rate of 5.99 


percent for the first year, without 
points, A pomt is 1 percent of the en- 
tire loan. The norm required by most 
mortgage companies is 2 points, paid 
up front with the down payment. On a 
$100,000 loan, that can add $2,000 to 
the up-front costs. 

In the first two years, she figured, 
the adjustable mortgage rate will save 
her between 6,000 and $7,000. As a 
result of the savings over a fixed-rate 
Mortgage. at least for the initial two 
years (the 2 percent cap means her 
rate cannot go up past 7.99 after the 
first year and 9.99 after two years), 
Lundquist satd she does not need a 
roommate to help her meet the month- 
ly mortgage payments. 

And, she said. since she hopes to 
be in the house for only five years, 
that rate — which she said is assum-

able — might be attractive to a poten- 
tial buyer, assuming fixed rate mort- 
gages rise above 12 percent. The cur- 
rent level is about 9.5 percent. (The 
highest her rate can go up is 11.99 
percent with the six percent life-time 
cap.) 

But housing expert Karl Case cau- 
tions buyers to beware of adjustable- 
rate mortgages. 

“TU tell you right off the bat. It's 
called a teaser rate and that’s truth in 
advertising. But watch out for it. [t's 
low for the first year and then it can 
juinp up and it doesn't save anything,’ 
said Case, a Wellesley College eco- 
nomics professor. 

“Fixed-rate mortgages are at his- 
torically Jow levels,’’ he said. ‘‘Why 
would you ever pay the same interest 
rate for a variable which only gives you 
a little break in three years and very 
little in five years? 

“Historically, we're sitting pretty 
good,”’ said Case, who recently sold 
his home and purchased another in 
Wellesley ‘I guess what people are 
banking on by paying the same rate 
(for an adjustable or variable rate 
mortgage) is chat interest rates might 
go down,” 


| thought. 


First-time buyers have to realize 
that nothing is sold or bought until the 
closing when the title is transferred 
and the deed recorded. 

The potential buyers of the small, 
two-bedroom house off Oak Street in 
Natick which Lundquist coveted, 
backed out of the deal before anything 
had been signed. 

Their house inspection revealed 
termites. 

But Tuesday, Lundquist’s inspector 
just shrugged his shoulders at the 
mention of termites. ‘‘Almost any- 
where where there are woods and 
trees, you'll find termites,’’ he said. 
“There’s a commercial for a pest con- 
trol company. It says something like 
‘There are two types of houses: those 
that have termites and those which will 
get termites,’’’ 

Lundquist isn’t the least bit fazed. 
The owner is going to pay for treat- 
ment of the pests. And while the ranch 
house with basement isn't her ideal 
home, she really wants it. 


Making all the right 


moves when moving 


Steps to take to ensure an easier transition 


he period from late spring through early 

fall is the time when you're most likely 

to search for and purchase a new home. 

However, once the purchase is complet- 

ed, you're then confronted with the 

problem of moving. How can you make 
this transition easier? 

First, at least one month in advance, contact 
the companies that supply your utilities — electne, 
water, gas, cable TY, local and long-distance tele- 
phone — both in your current and new locale and 
arrange to have the services turned off, on or 
transferred as appropriate. [n the case of cuble TV 
and telephone, two to three months is prudent, es- 
pecially if any installation will be necessary or 
you're moving to an ares with a large student pop- 
uation. If your new home has oil heat, be certain 
that burner muintenance and fuel delivery is sched- 
uled to begin before you move. 

Second, at least one month in advance, visit 
your current post office and arrange to have your 
mail forwarded. However, since forwarded mail is 
sometimes delayed, it’s best to directly notify com- 
panies that regularly send you important or desired 
correspondence of your change of address. for ex- 
ample, creditors and magazine suppliers. 

Next, your current paper boy, milkman, alarm 
company, landscaper and any other person or com- 
pany supplying your current home with products or 
services should be notified of your new address, 
or, depending on how far you're moving, the date 
deliveries or services should be stopped. Aguin, 
depending on how far you move, you may also 
heed to locate new suppliers and professionals. 
Along with those mentioned above, the list should 
include a new dry cleaner, tailor and druggist, as 
well as a doctor, dentist, electrician, plumber and 
car repairman. In the case of medical suppliers, ar- 
rangements for duplicate preseriptions and medical 
records should be made. 

What’s the best way to locate goud suppliers 
and professionals in a new area? Your local broker 
and better business bureau can help you compile a 
list, and if you're fortunate, friends or relatives lo- 
cated in your new area can also help. But, no mat- 
ter how you compile your list, be certain to ask for 
and check references from each prospective suppli- 
er und professional before chosing. 


If you have school-age children, be sure to ac 
quire necessary transcripts and other schuol rec- 
ords, and try to pre-register them in their new 
school as early as possible. 

If the home you're moving into will need any in- 
tertor repair or renovations, arrange to have the 
work completed before you arrive — living in a 
home undergoing rehab can be very unpleasant. A 
contractor for the work should be located in the 
same referral/reference checking manner men- 
tioned above. If completion of the renovations be- 
fore you urrive is impossible, be certain to direct 
your movers not to place furniture and other be- 
longings in those parts of your home scheduled to 
be renovated.

tives located in your new area 
can also help. 


If you're moving out of state, further arrange- 
ments will be necessary. Check with the new 
state's registry of motor vehicles to see how and 
how soon you must switch your license and car 
registration. And check with your current auto in- 
surance and medical insurance companies to asce 
tain what if any changes must be made to those 
policies. 

In addition, check to see which and how munici 
pal services are provided in your new location. For 
example, what day the rubbish is picked up on, and 
whether there are restrictions on street parking. 
Don’t assume the services offered in your new lo 
cale will be the same as those in the vld. Many cit 
ies and towns now require that you sort rubbish for 
recycling purposes, while others require that you 
arrange for private rubbish removal. 

Finally, and most importantly, be sure you 
know how to quickly contact your new local police, 
fire department and rescue squad, and how to 
quickly get to the closest emergency room. 

Phinning ahead for your move can be buth te 
dious and time consuming. But the effort you ex- 
pend beforehand will invariably help you avoid far 
greater effort and difficulty later.

LA scandal spurs

of enforcing laws amid a climate of 
shrinking budgets, more violence and racial tensions. 

There has been much discussion about the LA 
incident in police departments around the state, and 
officials are reviewing a variety of law enforcement 
policies and procedures — both formally and informally. 

Criminal justice experts and police chiefs say 
preventing police brutality comes down to training that 
arms officers not only with guns but with an arsenal of 
pre-rehearsed responses to dangerous or difficult 
situations they may encounter on the job. 

Ethel Flynn, a criminal justice professor at 
Northeastern University, also said philosophical 
changes are needed in many training programs to 
emphasize sensitivity to community needs as well as 
how to arrest a gun-toting suspect. 

She pointed out that the vast majority of police 
work involves public service, rather than corralling 
criminals. 

Although the state’s training academy has not made 
any major changes in its curriculum, the director said 
the Attorney General’s office held a meeting recently 
to discuss a new training initiative on issues of 
prejudice, the use of excessive force and constitutional 
rights. 

Next year, the training academy plans to offer an 
in-service course on hate crimes to encourage officers 
to examine their own biases. 

‘There is no question we have looked at our 
programs because of the Los Angeles incident, but 
there is nothing specifically driven by it.”’ said Patrick 
Hamilton, executive director of the state’s Criminal 
Justice Training Council based in Needham. 

Hamilton said, however, that the training staff has 
discussed whether it is the academy's responsibility to 
tell recruits what to do when other officers ‘act out." 

In LA last February, several officers beat a black 
man while he was lying on the ground as, unknown to

Who says a downtown job is more 
important? 

To a great extent, women choose 
careers — like nursing and teaching — 
that don’t pay a bundle of money. Few 
study science and engineering, even 
though jobs in those fields often pay 
well. Early this month, 224 bright 
seventh and eighth graders competed 
in a nationwide mathematics contest. 
Among the 224 were 187 boys and 37 
girls. Meaning what? Girls can't do 
math? 

Some curmudgeonly souls might 
have argued 20 years ago that girls 
should be mominies and boys should be 
astronauts. Not many parents on my 
street are making that argument today.

them, a citizen was videotaping the 
incident. Another group of officers 
reportedly watched the beating. 

Some local officers and police chiefs 
interviewed recently said they were 
stunned and sickened by the officers’ 
actions in that case, but said such 
outrageous conduct should not taint the 
entire law enforcement community. 

Yet Flynn said it is inevitable that 
officers everywhere will feel the sting 
of public disapproval in the wake of 
such a graphic recording of police 
brutality. 

She also said the ].os Angeles 
videotape serves as a warning sign that 
all is not well in law enforcement. And 
she said the recording underscores 
America's dismal progress in improving 
race relations. 

“| don't think it (the LA beating) 
was an aberration, What was an 
aberration was there was this guy with 
aminicam. It doesn't happen very 
frequently, but it does happen,"’ said 
Flynn. ‘‘Every major police department 
is having a problem with police violence 
that is racially tinged ... I would say it 
is a problem that is not being properly 
addressed.”’ 

While large cities such as LA, 
Miami, Detroit and Boston face the 
most violence and overt racial tensions, 
suburban departments have their share 
of problems. 

Flynn said a recent, though less 
extreme, example of racial bias came in 
Wellesley where black Celtics star Dee 
Brown was mistaken for a robbery 
suspect, frisked and arrested. 

The department later apologized to 
Brown for the mistake, but the 
Wellesley Board of Selectmen asked 
for Police Chief John Fritts’ resignation 
earlier this year and he agreed to 
retire, 

“T think the police acted very 
harshly. Before they did anything, they 
had this guy in the dust,”’ said Flynn, 
adding that Wellesley acted correctly in 
forcing the chief out. "The chief should 
have the utmost responsibility.”” 

Such comments put Wellesley 
officers on the defensive. 

“The Dee Brown incident wasn't 
like this (the LA beating) at all. Every 
procedure was followed properly in the 
Dee Brown incident. [t was unfortunate 
that it came out the way it did,” said 
Lt. Jack Broyles, who is serving as 
acting police chief until a new chief is 
appointed. 

Broyles also said the LA beating 
was unusual and such behavior would 
never be tolerated in his department. 

“TY couldn't believe anybody would 
beat somebody like that. | thought he 
(the suspect) must have done 
something drastically wrong,” said 
Broyles. 


Waltham Police Chief Stephen 
Unsworth said he has done much 
‘‘soul-searching”’ since he saw the Los 
Angeles videotape. 

‘It turned my stomach. I’ve seen 
violence ... 1’d never seen anything like 
that. I was also very much ashamed. 
The shame was my reaction as a police 
officer,’’ said Unsworth. ‘‘As a chief of 
police, I had to question myself and 
say, ‘Have | allowed anything to exist 
sending a message to condone such 
actions?’ "’ 

Flynn said the recession is 
exacerbating violence and mutual 
distrust among racial groups in many 
communities as well as general public 
hostility toward the police. 

The training council’s Hamilton said 
municipal budget constraints are also 
making police work more stressful. 

“Here in Massachusetts, we're 
facing escalating violence problems. but 
rapidly shrinking law enforcement 
budgets,”’ said Hamilton. *‘Men and 
women are trying to do the same or in 
some cases bigger job with less people 
than there were in the 70s ... That's 
when mistakes happen.” 

Flynn and Hamilton said the key to 
preparing officers to protect 
themselves as well as the public is 
training that is regularly reinforced 
throughout the chain of command. 

But Hamilton said departments are 
slashing their training budgets in order 
to retain more officers. 

Flynn contends, however, that 
problems with police officers using 
excessive force during arrests or 


treating citizens harshly go beyond 
fiscal constraints. 

She said police officers need less of 
the ‘‘high-stress"' training they have 
traditionally gotten in Massachusetts 
and other states and more courses on 
role-playing. 

She cited a Los Angeles County 
sheriff's department research project 
on the effectiveness of role-playing in 
preparing officers for difficult 
situations, including approaching an 
armed driver, hostage-takings and 
riots. 

Flynn said the results of the study 
showed this type of training helps to 
diminish physical reactions to stress 
and danger. 

“Everything gets toned down. 
Blood pressure is lowered,"’ she said. 

In contrast, Flynn said the intense 
physical and military-style training — 
such as the kind that Jed to the death of 
a police recruit in Agawam a few years 
ago — makes many officers feel they 
are preparing to go to war with the 
public rather than to serve and protect 
It. 

**America is not full of Iraqis. It is 
full of Americans, and you don’t declare 
war on your own population,” said 
Flynn. 

She further pointed out that about 
85 percent of police work is public 
service-oriented, calling on officers to 
protect the rights and dignity of 
citizens, build respect for the law, 
disseminate information and enforce 
the law impartially. 

Flynn also said police departments 
necd to help officers more with stress 
reduction and should build more 
understanding between officers and 
citizens to avoid a ‘‘we/they 
syndrome.’ 

Hamilton said the state police

academies already stress the police 
officer's role is ‘‘not just to protect but 
to serve,”’ particularly since the 
Agawam incident, and are placing new 
emphasis on a values course. 

He also said the training council is 
integrating courses to ‘really drum 
into recruits the continuum from voice 
commands to force." 

For example. Hamilton said courses 
on defensive tactics, the proper use of 
firearms and physical fitness will be 
taught together, rather than 
separately. 

The training is aimed at preparing 
officers to respond to dangerous 
situations first with voice commands 
and progress to using ‘‘open hands,"’ 
batons and finally deadly force as a last 
resort. 

“There are a tot of courses already 
talking about sensitizing. It happens in 
the academy, but it needs to be 
reinforced in the departments.”’ said 
Hamilton, 

The Waltham department — the 
smallest in the state to run its own 
police academy — has a program that 
gives officers three days of training in 
how to handle various situations, said 
Chief Unsworth. 

“We hammer at them from day one 
that they have to have a plan for every 
single situation, " said Unsworth. ‘Our 
belief is that the job is much more 
mental than physical."’ 

The department is also one of only 
about a half dozen in the state to 
successfully complete a rigorous police 
accreditation process that mandates 
regular reviews of use-of-force and 
other policies. Flynn said accredited 
departments are less likely to have 
institutional problems that allow abuses 
to occur. 

But Unsworth acknowledged that 
the city still needs to improve race 
relations. 

“Our minority population in the erty 
of Waltham is rapidly growing ... There 
are still barners that need to be broken 
down. There's a lot of distrust."

There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, dul a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer wil! be impressed with 
your interest Do your homework. It will pay off.

Pension cap 


could be lifted

Members of the Winchester 
Retirement Board believe lifting the 
salary pension cap is both equitable 
and ultimately cost-saving for the 
town. 

Al present, those town employees 
hired after Jan. 1, 1979 have a $30,000 
cap placed on their retirement 
allowance, according to Louis 
Desmarteaux, retirement board 
member. 

Desmarteaux, speaking on behalf 
of the Retirement Board, said infor- 
mation was obtained from the 
actuarial firm William M. Mercer 
Inc. and the Public Employee 
Retirement Administration 
(PERA). Members of the Retire- 
ment Board, including Desmar- 
teaux, William) O'Neil and Joseph 
Bonner, town comptroller, pre- 
sented to selectmen Monday night 
the proposal to adopt a funding sche- 
dule and remove the $30,000 cap. 
Town Mecting will vote this spring 
on the issue, tagged Article 11. 

Selectmen unanimously agreed to 
support the measure at Town 
Meeting. 

“One thing that impresses 
me ... is the inequity issue, not only 


with respect to those hired 10 years 
ago, but those being hired today. ‘To 
me, that is the important issue,” 
said Selectman Thomas Schmitt. 
“Whal you have demonstrated is the 
cost of doing so is really the same.” 

Seleclman Stephen Powers sug- 
gested the Retirement Board consid- 
era mailing prior to the beginning of 
Town Meeting, to allow members 
lime to review the board's report. 
The system 

Employees pay 5, 7 or 8 percent of 
their salary -— depending on their 
date of hire — into the system during 
their employment. When they retire, 
the pension allowance is determined 
by calculating the average of the 
final three years’ salary. 

However, the benefits for those 
hired after Jan. 1, 1979 are calcu- 
lated on a $30,000 salary, regardless 
of their final three-year average. 

By accepting Section 22 (6) (A) of 
Chapter 697 of the Pension Reform 
Act, Winchester could establish an 
actuarially approved funding sche- 
dule, which would eliminate the 
town's approximately $16 million 
unfunded pension liability over a 
37-year period, Desmarteaux said.

Youth recovers 
after stabbing

One Winchester youth was hospi- 
talized with a knife wound and 
another charged with assaull and 
battery with a deadly weapon follow- 
ing an argument that erupted while 
three boys were watching television. 

According to police reports, an 
18-year-old Winchester boy was 
stabbed with a kilchen steak knife 
by another Winchester boy, age 16, 
sometime around 10:30 p.m. Friday, 
May 17. The victim underwent 
surgery early Saturday morning and 
was listed in good condition on Mon 
day, May 20, police said. 

According to police, the victim 
told police he was at the suspect's 
house watching television and drink- 
ing beer, when an argument over 
food erupted between the suspect 
and a third youth. 

The victim said he intervened in 


the fistfight that ensued, and 
received a slab wound that was 
intended for the third youth, police 
said. According to police reports, the 
victim received a wound in the right 
side of his torso above the rib cage. 

The victim told police he left the 
home after the incident and drove 
home with the third youth and 
another friend, 

When he arrived home, the victim 
went to bed, said police reports. In 
explaining his reasons for not seck- 
ing medical attention, the victim 
told police the wound was not bleed- 
ing much, and that he did not want to 
upset his mother. 

Hlowever, at 3 a.m. the youth 
awoke in severe pain and was trans- 
ported to Winchester Hospital by his 
mother. The attending physician 
told police the wound was approxi- 
mately three to six inches deep, and

impression that you've just stepped 
backward in time to a 19th century 
railroad town, back to the days of 
penny candy and marble soda 
fountains 

The view from the train station 
includes a bank, town hall, and a 
business block, all high style ver- 
sions of Richardsonian Romanesque 
architecture, and a mill pond and 
waterfall where Peking ducks take 
up summer residence. Street after 
street of [alianate and Queen Anne 
architecture comprise one-third of 
the town’s buildings. 

Winchester’s history includes an 
era as a factory town, manufactur- 
ing piano cases, watch hands and 
mahogany with which to decorate 
the large homes. The factories have 
disappeared but streets of workers’ 
housing, built by the factory man- 
agement. remain, virtually 


unchanged. 

The town's historic buildings were 
surveyed in 1978 and an inventory 
was filed at the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission and the town 
archives. The survey included 
research on 2,500 extant buildings 
which were built by 1916. The project 
was funded jointly by the town of 
Winchester and the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission to comply 
with a nationwide program to iden- 
tify America’s landmarks. 

The Bicentennial effort in the 
1970s produced interest at all levels 
of government, and Winchester 
responded in 1975 by setting up an 
archival center to store public and 
private papers, and once the records 
were available, the building survey 
was begun to research the history of 
the town,

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Policemen 
are trained 
on new guns

Private donations enabled 
Winchester police to acquire up-to- 
date semi-automatic weapons. 

And with the new acquisition, 
police underwent a rigorous, three- 
day training program. 

According to Police Chief Joseph 
N. Perritano, the new guns were 
purchased through private dona- 
tions from Winchester residents and 
businesspeople. The Veterans of 
Foreign War (VFW) Post assisted in 
raising funds. 

“My hope is that a Winchester 
police officer will never have to 
draw his weapon in defense of a 
citizen or in self defense but, in 
today’s society, it is unrealistic,” 
Perriluno said. ‘My concern is that 
an officer on the street will have a 
fair chanee if the need should ever 
arise.” 

Perritano estimates the last time 
the department purchased new guns 
was about 10 or 15 years ago. After 
being named chief of police in 1989, 
Perritano said his department 
began a private fundraising drive to 
replace their six-shot revolvers with 
the 15-shot semi-automatic weapons. 

The new weapon is a Glock Model 
19, 9-mm semi-automatic pistol. 

Training consisted of three eight- 
hour days spent on the range and in 
the classroom. Classroom instruc- 
tion involved review of policy and 
procedures regarding the use of fire- 
arms, case law in the use of firearms 
and the mechanics of the new fire- 
arms, Perritano said. 

Training was conducted by Lt. 
Francis Manzic. assisted by Officers

“The training was done in a very 
regimented manner,’ Perritano 
said. Manzie, Fuller and Hersee 
were Lrained by the Massachusetts 
Criminal Justice Training Council, 
then brought the program to local 
officers. 

“We will continue to train with Lhe 
firearms at least twice a year,” 
Perritano said. At the least, he 
added, his officers will ‘‘meet the 
minimum standards of the Massa- 
chusetts Criminal Justice Training 
Council.” 

“T think any of ihe training we do 
is important, and I'm not going to 
compromise it in any way, despite 
the economic situation,’ Perritano 
said. “I'd rather have less men on 
the street and complete training. IL 
will no doubt end up costing the town 
more if training is compromised,” 
he added.

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Local aid cuts 
are still uncertain

Planning Winchester’s financial future is proving increasingly difficult as 
the state aid picture remains uncertain. 

“It’s impossible to make any statements right now because we don’t see 
exactly the way the state is going,’ Town Manager W. Chadwick Maurer 
told The Star this week. ‘It's difficult because we don’t know what the full 
impact is going to be,” he added. 

At the last estimate, Maurer said Winchester was slated to lose about 
$360,000 in state aid. While the proposed budget has been prepared based on 
that figure, any change would have an impact. 

The statewide aid cuts, which have fluctuated from the $270 million 
originally cited by Governor William Weld to a $480 million figure proposed 
recently by Thomas Finneran, chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, seem to be settling on $350 million as a compromise. 

The Legislature has also considered allowing communities to adjust 
Pro| pelgt 2% and assess an automobile excise tax to help soften the local 

low. 

Town Meeting is set to reopen Thursday, May 30. However, Selectmen 
Chairman William O'Leary indicated it may be necessary to continue the 
meeting to a later date when local aid figures are clearer. 

“There is some question at this time as to whether we should go forward 
wih the budget with the situation on Beacon Hill,” O'Leary said Monday 
night. 

As an example of the uncertainty in the state budget, Maurer said it is stil] 
unclear whether or not cities and towns will have to pick up the tab for a 
portion of the teachers’ pension system. That charge would cost Winchester 
about $123,000, he said. 

While the state could do away with that requirement, Maurer said 
additional local aid cuts could total that amount. 

“It would have the same effect on [the town’s budget],’’ Maurer added. 

By law, the town is required to have a budget in place for the start of the 
fiseal year, July 1. While Maurer said the town will “likely have to postpone’’ 
Town Meeting beyond the May 30 date, he would not say what effect not 
having a budget in place by July 1 will have on the town. 

“It’s another set of problems we have to deal with, and we will if thal 
comes about,’’ Maurer said. 

“(The state budget] is always subject to change. We don’t know what's in 
and what’s out,” he said. Maurer said officials hope the state budget will be 
finalized by the end of next week, 

“T think there are going to be a lot of pluses and minuses when this is all 
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settled,”’ Maurer said. ‘We'll just have to wait.” 


Papas questioned 
on values, format

Winchester’s School Department 
faces a shortfall of $750,000 for fiscal 
1992, but many parents and local 
educators are worried because they 
can't anticipate where the cuts will 
be made, according to School Com- 
mittee Chairman Constance Papas. 

Papas was the featured speaker as 
more than 100 parents, teachers and 
local officials gathered for a ques- 
tion and answer session sponsored 
by the Advocates for Winchester 
Education (AWE) May 15. 

AWE is a group of teachers and 
parents whose goal is ‘to support 
quality education through a series of 
guest speakers and papers,”’ accord- 
ing to its recent newsletter. 


Several people questioned the new 
format of School Committee meet- 
ings, which they said they feel 
excludes them. Papas said if time is 
allowed for everyone to comment, 
meetings will last all night. A public 
hearing will be held at which every- 
one will have the opportunity to 
voice opinions, she added. 

Resident Gail Larocca said she 
was disturbed by what she inter- 
preted as Papas’ ‘‘adversarial tone”’ 
during School Committee meetings. 

Said Papas, ‘'I see it as a healthy 
question and answer exercise.” 
However, added Papas, “It’s a 
tough process and it’s a tough for- 
um.” Papas made an analogy to the 
business world and the need for 
managers in that arena to be pre- 
pared to defend budgets. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Wendy Sutton asked Papas lo define 
her values, since she believed the 
latter had questioned those of the 
administration. 


“I believe that we should be teach- 
ing our children to read, write and 
expose them to all the educational 
experiences that we can, including 
art and music,” said Papas. ‘‘f love 
art and music. But I think we're 
coming back to defining what we 
want to accomplish.” 

AWE co-chairman Jerilyn Heinold 
asked Papas how the schools have 
changed since her last time in office 
(1978-1985). Heinold also asked 
Papas to define her Jong- and short- 
term goals. 

Papas said she wants to change 
the “frightened mindset” in the 
short term, and thus help the town 
define its priorities for the long 
term. 

“The fiscal situation is the 
framework in which we have to 
work,"’ Papas said. 

Papas said she is still going 
through a learning process herself 
during the budget deliberations. ‘I 
don't have a crystal ball. I don’t 
know what we'll do. Beacon Hill is 
still making cuts to local aid, We 
need to get through [fiscal year 
1992] first,” Papas said. 


Following the meeting, Papas con- 
tinued to question basic educational 
philosophy within the United States. 
“We do a lot of things and we do 
them well in Winchester. But maybe 
all of us should be pushing for better 
educalion; not how our kids com- 
pare to Lincoln-Sudbury,”’ she told 
The Star. 

Susan Swap, Winchester resident 
and chairman of Wheelock College’s 
Education Department, asked how 
the School Committee could pose 
questions in a ‘‘non-defensive 
manner.” 

Loretta Verrecchia said she 
thought the School Committee was 
doing an excellent job during diffi- 
cult times. Verreechia said while 
she believes its task is unpleasant, 
she wanted to ‘‘publicly applaud” 
the School Committee for ‘going 
through the process.’’ 

When asked about class size, 
Papas said levels are mandated by 
contract. “I don’t want to see the 
elementary class size get too 
big ... Our goal was to keep class 
sizes in grades K-2 in the 22:1 range 
and grades 3 through 5 in the 25:1 
range,” she said. 

Asked by resident Alice Madio if 
the School Committee intended to 
meet with the Board of Selectman on 
a regular basis, Papas said she 
believes there is, between the two 
boards, ‘genuine cooperation to do 
the best we can for the town.” 

One parent, who noted that their 
child was in a classroom with a 33:1 
pupil/teacher ratio, asked if there is 
any point at which Papas would 
support an override of Proposition 
2%. 

Papas was circumspect in her 
response. ‘‘I don't know what level 
of funding will be available. I think 
that we have to do the best we can 
for the kids. And the best is the 
teacher who stands in front of the 
classroom,’’ she said. 

Papas advised people in the room 
to be prepared at the open public 
meeting to speak to the School Com- 
mittee in advocating how the com- 
mittee sets its priorities. She said 
the ‘'‘menu’”’ of cuts, currently being 
developed, will be more than 
$750,000, 

After the meeting Winchester 
Republican Club member Mary 
Livingstone said she doesn't believe 
residents are giving the Schoo! Com- 
mittee a chance, or the support it 
needs. ‘I think Connie handled her- 
self well. She’s acting as chair ina 
very difficult situation,” she said. 

Swap said she thought that the 
commiltee seemed ready to move 
beyond political differences lo a sys- 
tematic improvement. 

Said Heinold, ‘‘Lots of good ques- 
tions got asked. I hope {Papas| 
heard them. We need to articulate 
the educational philosophy rather 
than have the budget constraints 
determine the educational 
philosophy."’

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Mentor program makes learning fun

It’s all about kids learning a fun 
hobby, taking a closer look at an 
interesting career and developing a 
bond of friendship with a grownup. 

It’s called the Mentor Program, 
and literally hundreds of people 
make it happen.

Il seems, !ooking back now. that | 
have travelled a good distance since 
the crisp days of September. But the 
road was wide and clear, for the 
most part; and the company was 
excellent.

Winchester’s Joe Bellino 
became the first Midshipman 
athlete in 42 years to win the 
Thompson Trophy and the 
Naval Academy Athletic 
Association Sword. 

Bellino had won every 
major football honor during 
the past fall, including the 
Heisman and Maxwell Tro- 
phies. As a junior, Bellino 
broke the Navy scoring 
record against Army with 
three touchdowns. 


With the Massachusetts 
Legislature making an all-out 
effort to recess, is was unlike- 
ly thal any action would be 
taken on Winchester’s peti- 
tion for authorization of three 
major changes in its referen- 
dum procedure. 

This change had been voted 
by the town in early May. 
Accordingly, State Represen- 
tative Harrison Chadwick (R- 
Winchester) of Everett 
Avenue, advised the Board of 
Selectmen not to file their 
petition for the referendum 
changes, but rather, wait 
until the Legislature 
reconvened.

You have to go to some effort to get 
there, but it’s not expensive and you 
don't need creclentials to clo it,” said 
Corrigan, a staff reporter at the Post- 
Dispatch. “And every time you go, it’s 
completely different.” 


The 300-plus-page book is a combi- 
nation nature guide, travel planner 
and “inspirational text,” she said, It 
details more than 250 whale-watching 
trips in Canada, Mexico and the 
United States. 


In the book, Corrigan tells how to 
choose a trip and what to expect, 
including which whales are most like- 
ly to be seen on which trips and at 
what time of year. She also gives infor- 
mation on 30 museums and aquari- 
ums with whale exhibits or programis, 
more than 70 whale conservation and 
research groups, and nine adopt-a- 
whale programs.

Despile the dis- 
tance, I remain concerned about the 
future of education in Winchester. 

As the town begins ils debate over 
funding for FY9}-92 without the ben- 
efits of an override, I thought some 
readers might find a comparison 
with English schools interesting, 
especially since England is in the 
midst of a far more serious reces- 
sion than Massachusetts, has had 15 
years of curtailed funding under the 
Conservative government, and is 
fighting a battle over the poll tax to 
support community services. 

Our children, aged 10 and 12, are 
attending slate primary and com- 
prehensivee schools the size of those 
in Winchester. These are consoli- 
dated schools for our suburban/ 
rural area outside of Cambridge.

The comprehensive ‘‘village col- 
lege” takes children from 15 vil- 
lages, while the primary school has 
a catchment area of five villages — 
the concept of ‘neighborhood 
school” is irrelevant. The communi- 
ty mix includes families from the 
academic community, Cambridge 
high tech industries, as well as farm 
families 

I have found the quality of the 
primary school education compar- 
able with a similar emphasis on 
erealivity and sound accomplish- 
ment in the core subjects of reading 
and math with programs geared to 
individual needs 1! have been less 
satisfied with the comprehensive 
school (equivalent to our grades 
6-10). Its curriculum is similar to 
McCall with subjects such as tech- 
nology (industrial arts), home eco- 
nomics, drama, art and music as 
well as the core subjects. 

However, t feel that McCall offers 
a more demanding and challenging 
program, most notably in mathema- 
lics. English and the humanities. I 
would probably elect to send our 
older child to private school if we 
lived here permanently — and that 
has made me realize the pervasive 
influence of private tuition schools 
and the underlying class structure of 
English education. Those who care 
about their children’s education and 
can afford it try to send them to one 
of the several good schools based in 
the Cambridge area. These schools 
are far more demanding and more 
academically oriented to prepare 
their pupils for Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Universities. 

We were also to contrast Ameri- 
ean schools with those in France 
when we visited friends who both

teach in and send their children to 
the Paris schools. French education 
is rigorous, centralized, and a high 
level of work is demanded of all. We 
found the situation similar in Swit- 
zerland. These and other northern 
European countries invest their tax- 
es in education (and teachers’ sala- 
ries), Their goal is economic supre- 
macy in the unified European 
Community of the 1990s. The English 
are concerned about their ability to 
compete. Americans should be as 
well, 

Living in England has made me 
worried that if Winchester doesn't 
keep its schools strong it will head 
toward separate and unequal sys- 
tems with those with means select- 
ing private education. As a product 
of public schools, I feel this would be 
a tremendous loss, especially for 
capable students who remain in 
underfunded public schools. Al the 
same time, knowing how strong the 
education systems for all children 
are in France, Germany, Swilzer- 
land and Seandanavia, il seems 
imperative that we offer all our 
children the equivalent if they are to 
live successfully in the global socie- 
ty of the 2tst century. Our future 
depends upon it. 

We will return with a greater 
appreciation of what Winchester’s 
schools have achieved. I only hope 
that the town will be able to main- 
tain these standards in the coming 
years.

Westside crowds 
‘not so pleasant’ 
TO THE EDTPOR: 

A great way to wake up on a 
Saturday morning is to the resound- 
ing cheers of a crowd, or so we, as a 
family thought, when we first moved 
to Winchester, in our home next to 
West Side Field The cheering 
becomes oppressive however. when 
it is heard alt leisure hours, seven 
days a week. 

We bought the original Colonel 
William Colgate’s house. As a World 
War I] hero, he was given the house 
lot for a dollar by the citizens of 
Winchester. Built in 1947 on a corner 
lot, with an Albamont address, the 
side entrance colonial was abounded 
by a wetland field, informally used 
by neighborhood children, and infor- 
mally labeled: “West Side Field.’ 

There was no intention for West 
Side Field to become a full-scale 


park then, or the town would have 
reconsidered this generosity, saving 
the plot to augment the now controv- 
ersial parking area at West Side 
Field. As time rolled on, past owners 
were asked to relocale the driveway, 
and change the address. further 
building congested the area, and 
Wildwood (West) Street, leaking 
onto Johnson Road, became a major 
throughway. 

In the last 12 years, we've seen 
many problems plague this little 
area, neighbors complained indivi- 
duaily and collectively about: sewer 
and water problems, obtrusive light- 
ing, faulty street engineering, illegal 
zoning changes, trucking, and noise 
from night time drinking at West 
Side Field. Most of these legitimate 
complaints went unheeded by 
Winchester officials. It seemed only 
the assessors in town appreciated 
our pristine homes. 

Several Winchester schools have 
been sold, so playgrounds have been 
lost. and Winchester neglected to 
replenish these parks by buying 
available sites. Neighbors did not 
need an official schedule to realize 
the last several years West Side 
Field was becoming a full-time 
Little League park and soccer field; 
they had only to look out their 
windows. 

Our first concern however, was 
not about the noise, confusion and 
litter this over-scheduling of ball- 
games meant, but of the dangerous 
street parking problem it presented: 
to the little ball players, to the fami- 
lies of these players, to traffic in 
general, and to us as residents try- 
ing to get in and out of our drive- 
ways. (Also, we can't have a club 
meeting or a party in our homes 
during daylight hours, there is no 
place for our guests to park.) 

Although heavily thwarted by 
Winchester officials, we presented 
our petition at Town Meeting in 5989. 
It read: “Ballgames be decreased at 
West Side Field, and steps be taken 
to alleviate the dangerous parking 
situation on Wildwood, Albamont, 
and New Meadows Streets, caused 
by the Little League and soccer 
games." All petitioners insisted we 
mention we did not want lo eliminate 
ball playing at West Side Field. and 
that we insist the tot play area be 
kept. “Town Meeting,"' decided to 
have Winchester selectmen, 
“study.” this problem, and they 
would ‘get back to us,"’ 

‘Two years, and a steady increase 
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of games later, Winchester select- 
men did get back to us. A few days 
before an April 29 public hearing. 
abutters of West Side Field were 
notified of the Winchester Little 
League's proposal to alleviale our 
problems concerning the park. Their 
solution was lo create 60 off-street 
spaces by extending the existing 
parking area further, and eliminat- 
ing toddler playground equipment. 

Scheduling a “‘hearing.’’ with the 
opposition of a petition, is a direct 
violation of the ‘Open Meeting 
Law.” Having a quorum, or 
exchanging papers with the oppos- 
ing party toa petition, is also illegal. 
What Winchester selectmen voted 
on was unfair and biased; but the 
real wrong was pitting neighbor 
against neighbor; older residents. 
whose families are grown and gone, 
against younger parents. 

Voting to have 60 cars file in and 
out a 20-foot opening. onto one of the 
busiest trafficked streets of 
Winchester is ludicrous. Adding to 
the existing parking lot, as far as the 
toddler play area begins, would add 
about 15 cars to the lot, and this 
might work. This alternative would 
also save our neighborhood park 
concept, as the Tot Play Area is a 
popular spol with new, young fami- 
lies moving into the neighborhood. 
Another suggestion was to make a 
foot path along the easement on 
Socrates Drive, and allow on-street 
parking there. 

West Side Field was never meant 
to be a full-time ballpark. Adjacent 
streets are not wide enough to 
accommodate continuous on-streel 
parking. Winchester officials should 
follow the rules when dealing with 
this problem; or least one rule — 
The Golden Rule!

made last year. In addition, the 
program “Triple L.”’ a study skills 
workshop for sixth-graders was 
implemented. 

When asked if he would offer the 
ESSL program if funding were 
available, French said he would not 
— if the program remained in the 
same form. “The program is some- 
what sterile. It’s not tied directly in 
to whal is going on in science. 
math ... ." he said, 

He suggested a combination of 
“Triple L” and other study skills 
programs on the market. 

However Papas questioned if eli- 
minating the program was “throw- 
ing the baby out with the bath- 
water ... [ESSL] was developed 
over a long period of time, why 
throw it out?"” 

Assistant Superintendent David 
Ackerman said the Triple L prog- 
ram had not replaced ESSL, bul was 
rather a study skills program 
designed for sixth-grade students 
He said the decision to reduce the 
ESSL program was ‘a decision 
made under exigency, and that's 
why it was made, not because we 
wanted to see it happen.” 


Other items 

Members also briefly explored 
perceptions held by some that stu- 
dents do nol receive equivalent 
learning experiences at each of the 
primary schools — ultimately plac- 
ing a burden on the sixth-grade clas- 
ses lo bring all students up to the 
same speed. 

Chairman Papas said some teach- 
ers she had talked with said there is 
duplication of reading assignments 
trom fifth to sixth grade, and not all 
children are brought to the same 
level in different skills areas. 


Ackerman acknowledged that 
some adjustments were made in the 
curriculum after the first year of the 
new middle school concept. He said 
however, students are exposed to the 
same curriculum at each elemen- 
tary school, and children are equally 
challenged in all subjects. 


Members plan to look at compara- 
tive data at each schoul to determine 
if there is an issue of inequality at 
the elementary schools. 


Elementary school budgets 
Elementary School principals 


have also joined in the budget- 
culting process, with proposals to 
reduce more than $300,000 from their 
budgets. Those culs include: $9,800 
from other expenses; pupil subscrip- 
tions ($2,300); library ($4,200): film 
rentals ($800); and California 
Achievement Testing for grade 2 
($2,500). 

Other reductions at the elemen- 
tary level include the elimination of: 
four new classroom teachers, which 
were to be added to the schools next 
year due to enrollment increases 
($170,000); 2.4 full time equivalent 
(FTE) instructional specialists 
($85,000); the elimination of 1 FTE 
custodian ($20,000); and .4 building 
aide ($4,000) and $1,590 from the 
substitute teachers account. 

In addition, elementary schools 
would fee] the proposed reductions 
in administrative staff. bus trans- 
portation and research and develop- 
ment (inside/outside travel, tuition 
reimbursement and textbooks), 
which were already proposed by the 
administration. 

Next week: School Committee 
members review special education, 
system services and athletic 
budgets. 


Dynatech head makes contribution 


A year ago, Winchester resident 
Jack Reno was searching for a way 
for his company to make a lasting 
and meaningful contribution to the 
community. Now, a scant 12 months 
later, the chief operating officer of 
the Dynatech Corporation has not 
only found that way, but is seeing it 
begin to flourish in the Boston Public 
Schools. 

Reno, head of one of the country’s 
leading high tech manufacturing 
firms headquartered in Burlington, 
has always been interested in public 
education. Twenty years ago he 
founded ‘‘A Better Chance,” a prog- 
ram which brings minority young- 
sters from outside of the greater 
Boston area into a special learning 
program in Winchester. Recently he 
became particularly disturbed by 
reports indicating a weakness in 
math and science ability among our 
nation’s young people. While compe- 
tence seemed good at the fourth 
grade level, by eighth grade studies 
indicated a dramatic shift in both 
interest and ability in these vital 
areas. Reno wanted to know why 
and lo see if something could be done 
to turn the situation around. 

“While I’m concerned personally 
with this problem, | am also looking 
at it selfishly from an industry point 
of view,” he says. ‘We are putting 
lots of people through law school and 
not that many through engineering 
school." 

Reno’s concern took him to an old 
friend, Brad Towle, execulive vice 
president of the Museum of Science. 
His idea was to utilize the museum s 
staff and resources along with 
Dynatech’s money, lime and efforts 
to shape a program that would help 
stimulate interest in math and sci- 
ence among students in the Boston 
Public Schools. ‘To make this hap- 
pen, they turned to Boston Partners 
in Education, an independent non- 
profit organization that has been 
providing volunteer assistance to 
the Boston Public Schools for 25 
years. 

The result was a program called 
“Masterminding Math and Sci- 
ence," a unique cooperative venture 
between Dynatech, The Museum of 
Scier.. 2 and Boston Partners in Edu- 
cation. Launched in the fall of 1990, 
Masterminding provides enrich- 
ment and encouragement to stu- 
dents who might otherwise be indif- 
ferent to the subjects of math and 
science. 

With substantial funding from 
Dynatech and underwriting from the 
U.S. Department of Education, 
Masterminding Math and Science is 
a pilot program that focuses on two 
classes of fifth grade students in 
Dorchester’s Dever School. Each 
student is provided with a mentor 
volunteer who acts as a counselor, 
role model and friend eneouraging 
and nurturing (heir curiosity and 
interest in the areas of math and 
science. 

Many of these volunteers, from 
Ph..s to secretaries, have been 
culled from the ranks of Dynatech 
employees. Reno has arranged for 


(hem to be released from their jobs 
once a month to work with the stu- 
dents at the Dever school. 

“Mentoring adds another new 
exciting dimension to our employ- 
ees’ everyday work life,” he says. 
“It brings them in contact with a 
whole different cast of characters 
that is very enriching and 
rewarding.” 

In addition to providing mentors to 
these students, Masterminding 
Math and Science offers excursions 
to the Museum of Science and other 
institutions in the area and provides 
tutors to those students who may 
need additional help. 

We now have 3 volunteers for this 
program,” stales Reno. “But we are 
in need of many more. particularly 
people of color and other 
minorities."’ 

While still in ils beginning stage. 
Maslerminding Math and Science 
appears to be taking effect. 

“If this is successful, we'd ideally 
like to expand it in Boston and 
throughout New England.’’ Reno 
states.

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Town investment practices 
under review by selectmen

Some town officials think 
Winchester has gotten too conserva- 
tive in its investment practices. 

Selectmen agreed Monday night to 
ask the town treasurer to move town 
funds back into the Massachusetts 
Municipal Depository Trust 
(MMDT), a trust under the direction 
of State Street Bank. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, selectmen had 
voiced concern in January regard- 
ing the town's investment practices. 
As aresult, Treasurer Carol Thomas 
moved the funds from the MMDT to 
a fully-insured account with 
BayBank, 

“At that time, we took a very 
conservative position with regard to 
how we invested our money,”’ Maur-

three wetlands areas that the agree- 
ment protects and a 7,000 sq.ft. strip, 
which is the approach to the develop- 
ment and is still owned by the town. 
“Who's going to maintain all that 
grass? Our two Park Department 
employees are going to have to go up 
there and mow that, too?” asked 
Chane. 

Ciarcia said that having an 
approach to a subdivision eft as 
town land is not unusual although it 
could create problems. He cited the 
80-ft. approach to Johnson Road sub- 
division as a prime example. He said 
a problem would arise if the develop- 
ment kept after the town to maintain 
the strip. 

Maryann McCall-Taylor, a mem- 
ber of the board, raised her objec- 
tion to the Conservation Commis- 
sion’s three protected wetland areas 
and their maintenance. She said 
dumping of leaves, and the like, by 
abutters has become a problem in 
the past and thus the wetlands also 
require maintenance. 

McCall-Taylor along with member 
Harry Chefalo repeatedly ques- 
tioned the town land status of the 
approach and the wetlands since the 
property is not taxable. There is 
9,000 sq.ft. of wetlands outlined in 
the agreement as well as the lot of 
approximately 7,000 sq.ft. at the 
approach. 

“What would be wrong with the 
town offering the land to the deve- 
loper?”’ asked Chefalo. 

Under the subdivision bylaws, 
Bradshaw will have to hold another 
public hearing prior lo beginning 
development. Since the plans 
reviewed on Monday are prelimin- 
ary, Ciarcia vill convey to the deve- 
loper the board’s concerns before he 
files definitive plans. 

In other matters 

Alterations to the facade of the 
addition that Purity Supreme rep- 
resentatives propose may be a mat- 
ter of taste, but the Planning Board 
intends lo keep an eye on Purity’s 
roof as well. 

Members of the board reviewed 
three separate facades for the prop- 
osed addition. The board agreed ona 
combination of two of the architect's 
drawings and asked Ciarcia to have 
Purity create a fourth drawing to 
include both ''a stepped gable”’ roof 
and brick columns. Ciarcia will soli- 
cit written input from other town 
boards. 

Members Donna D'Agostino and 
Richard A. Welch Jr. had concerns 
about where Purity would be putting 
their refrigeration. They were con- 
cerned that the big refrigeration 
units on top of the roof would be 
visible and not esthetically pleasing. 

D'Agostino also requested that 
Purity be asked to find another spot 
for a soda machine. ‘With 38,000 
sqft., they could find some space 
inside for a Coke machine,” she 
said. 

Ciarecia explained that the draw- 
ings were Purity’s attempt to 
respond to some style issues raised 
and that the next step would be for a 
complete drawing, including 
materials. 


er told selectmen Monday night. 

"The downside of having funds 
more secured is a loss of interest,” 
Maurer said. To date, that loss has 
totalled about 1 percent of funds. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken asked 
that the town look into its investment 
practices after he came on board in 
March. Van Aken, Maurer, Thomas 
and Comptroller Joseph Bonner met 
with BayBank representatives last 
week to review those practices. 

“As a result of that meeting, it was 
felt that Winchester could move its 
funds back to the [MMDT] at the 
State Street Bank. Winchester has 
had its funds in the Depository Trust 
for a number of years, and this Trust 
provides the town with a greater 
rate of return than commercial 
banks,”’ Maurer wrote in a memor- 
andum to selectmen, 

Maurer said the town is “not tak- 


ing a major risk” by having its funds 
returned to the MMDT. 

Although the MMDT is not guaran- 
teed as fully as the BayBank colla- 
teralized account, the town will real- 
ize about $8,200 in interest over the 
next two months, Maurer said. 

“State Street Bank is probably one 
of the safest banks around,”’ said 
Selectman Robert Deering, citing 
the bank’s low real estate profile. “If 
State Street Bank was to fail, prob- 
ably wherever we put our money 
would be in trouble.” 

Van Aken said there are ‘a num- 
ber of people keeping track’’ of the 
town’s money and the risks involved 
in various accounts. 

Selectmen unanimously supported 
the measure that the treasurer 
“should continue to use discretion”’ 
in all investments, including the 
MMDT or collateralized accounts. 
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School Committee members clash 
over agenda format for meetings

Two School Committee members 
are at odds over the issue of when 
the public should be heard at com- 
mittee meetings, and the entire 
board now plans to take a look at the 
new format in the future. 

The new agenda format was 
implemented by Chairman Con- 
stance Papas in April, when she took 
over as head of the board. Under the 
new arrangment, the ‘Questions 
and Comments from the Public’ 
section of the agenda is the third 
item, following roll call and approv- 
al of the minutes. Audience mem- 
bers with comments or questions are 
asked to speak at that time, and 
refrain from speaking out during the 
meeting. 

In previous years, audience mem- 
bers regularly engaged Schoo] Com- 
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mittee members in discussion, and 
debate, throughout the course of the 
meetings. 

Member Michael Ronayne told 
members last week he had received 
telephone calls and in-person com- 
ments regarding the new format of 
the School Committee meetings. 

Ronayne said residents had mixed 
reactions with the revised agenda. 
“What the public wants is maybe not 
{the old format], bul that peo- 
ple ... with something to share have 
the opportunity to speak to the issue 
at the time,” he said. 

Ronayne cited information 
received from an audience member 
several weeks ago regarding the 
position of the clinical counselor, 
which was discussed as a budget 
reduction. Ronayne contended that 
the information would have for- 
warded during a prior discussion 
had the speaker been given oppor- 
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tunity to comment earlier. 

Member Mark Lombardi howev- 
er, said the new format had been 
plainly laid out at the first meeting 
under Papas’ chairmanship. Lom- 
bardi said audience participation 
would be more meaningful at the 
end of the committee’s preliminary 
budget discussions, when a complete 
list of possible cuts can be reviewed 
by the public and comments made at 
the planned hearing. 


School Committee member Alice 
McCarter said she felt the issue 
could be taken up after the budget 
discussions were complete and any 
changes in the format of the meet- 
ings could begin in the fall

the Common was planted and a 
fountain installed. He was an active 
member of the Historical and 
Genealogical Society. And it was he 
who proposed the establishment of 
the Village Improvement Associa- 
tion, which would make far-reaching 
contributions to the town for many 
years. 

When Rand moved to Winchester, 
he was maintaining a successful 
architectural practice, with promi- 
nent clients throughoul New Eng- 
land and in the frontier towns of the 
midwest. He had recently completed 
the Hotel Agassiz, a mansion which 
still stands on Commonwealth 
Avenue Rand designed large homes 
and stables for clients in Topeka. 
Kansas, Indianapolis and Denver. 

Over time, he would design a 
multitude of hospitals, including the 
slate mental hospitals in Worcester, 
Waterbury, Vt., and Concord, N.H. 
He designed the Hotel Vendome in 
Boston and campus buildings for 
Mount Holyoke College, Smith Col- 
lege, MIT and Roilins College in 
Florida. 

Yel as impressive as these large 
projects were, Rand's vision for 
Winchester is also important. The 
idea of suburban living took hold in 
the decade following the Civil War, 
and Rand contributed to this new 
concept through his work here. A 
wave of affluent Boston business- 
men and their families moved into 
town, drawn to the beauty of the 
natural and built environment. With 
the growth of the commuter rail, the 
fown was well positioned for 
development 

The many fine houses and public 
buildings designed by Rand estab- 
lished Winchester as one of Boston's 
most attractive suburban communi- 
ties. In the 1880s and ‘90s. other 
architecis moved into town, Like 
Rand, they enriched Winchester 
with well designed houses and public 
buildings. Robert Coit and the Blai 
kie brothers arrived during this 
period. 

In the early 20th century, resident 
architecls Patlerson Smith, Allen 
Boone and Edward Riggs Wail made 
important contributions to Winches- 
ter's appearance. The success has 
buill upon itself To this day, the 
town attracts architects as new resi- 
dents. and they in turn leave their 
mark. Rand deserves credit for set- 
ting Winchester on this course. 

Why has Rand's importance been 
overlooked for so long? The answer 
may be explained by the facts that 
archilects’ names are not mentioned 
on deeds, and plans were not 
recorded in Winchester until the 
establishment of the (own Building 
Department in the early 20th cen- 
tury. Yet an inportant source 
survives. 

Fortunately, Rand was so success- 
ful that many of his designs were 
selected for illustration in’ the 
American Architect’ and Building 
News, which began publication in 
1876. This periodical is maintained 
at the Boston and Brookline public 
libraries. as well as in many univer- 
sity libraries. Reading through it. 
one begins to understand Rand's 
contribution. Town arehival 
records, along wilh archival nater- 
ial kept at Rollins College. provide 
more information, 

In the weeks ahead, Rand's story 
will be told.

{own took place between the 1880s 
and the 1930s. Consequently, 
Winchester is fortunate to have a 
great number of houses of an extra- 
ordinary variely and range of Vic- 
torian architecture. Since the Bicen- 
tennial, ongoing work of the 
Winchester Ilistorical Commission 
has included placing buildings on the 
“National Register of Historic 
Places", designating “Local Histor- 
ic Districts”, and ‘Multiple Resour- 
ce Nominations.’ In effect, the 
National Register is the identifica- 
tion of buildings which stand on their 
own historical. cultural, ete. merit; 
districts (distinct neighborhoods or 
streels which are unique) and multi- 
ple areas or buildings (significant if 
one looks at design. trends, history, 
etc.) 

A major impact of this research 
was to identify Winchester as a 19th- 
century railroad community, or 
what has recently been identified as 
a “borderland,”’ thal area between 
country and cily. Simultaneously, 
the formations of the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce, Economic 
Development Committee, and Beau- 
tification Design Review Commil- 
tee, since the 1970s, have reinforced 
the town's desire to step oul from 
under the shacow of its Lexington 
neighbor and Revolutionary War 
history. 

Signs of change can be seen 
through the hustle and bustle of the 


downtown shops and restaurants 
which have revitalized the commun- 
ity's economic growth. For several 
years, most people bypassed Main 
Street for shopping at the malls that 
were growing in the outer suburbs. 
It is hard to imagine that 25 years 
ago the town's largest slore was 
Filene's. The character of Winches- 
ter changed when the store vacated 
the town. 

The Winchester Historical Com- 
mission continues to take an interest 
in the architectural heritage of the 
town. Through its state charter, it is 
charged with educating the towns- 
people, providing information, and 
monitoring change in buildings and 
sites with historical significance. 

Throughout the country, state and 
local historical commissions cele- 
brate Preservation Week during the 
month of May. Our local effort this 
year highlights the architecture of 
George Dutton Rand (1833-1910). We 
have asked Winchester resident 
Maureen Meister to share her exten- 
sive research on the work of George 
Rand. What began as a personal 
interest in her own house, for reno- 
vation purposes, has become a com- 
prehensive study of the life of Rand 
and his impact in the field of 
architecture. 

Meister is assistant professor of 
art history at the Art Institute of 
Boston, specializing in the 19th and 
20th centuries. She has also taught 
the History of American Architec- 
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ture at Northeastern, has been a 
member and past chairman of the 
Historical Commission, and is a 
member of the Beautification 
Design Review Committee.

Board proposes lifting salary cap 


chusetts are governed by Massa- 
chusetts General Laws Chapter 32, 
and are regulated by PERA. All 
municipalities, ineluding Winches- 
ter, have historically operated on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. Under this sys- 
(em, lowns are required to appropri- 
ale the amount necessary to pay 
current retiree benefits. 

According to Desmarteaux, state 
laws did not mandate municipalities 
to contribute to the system when it 
first went into effect in the late 1930s. 
As a result, cities and towns accrued 
liabilities. 

The town could adopt a funding 
schedule to pay off the pension liabil- 
ity over a 37-year period, Desmar- 
teaux explained. This, he said, is 
much like taking out a mortgage to 
pay off a debt. 


Costs associaled with a funding 
schedule are less than those on a 
pay-as-yol-go basis, Desmarteaux 
said. Pay-as-you-go appropriations 
are based on the amount of antici- 
pated retirement benefils paid to 
current retirees, he added. 

However, the funding schedule 
established by the actuary factors 
in: current annual member contri- 
butions; investment earnings, addi- 
tional member contributions on 
earnings over $30,000 (those hired 
afler Jan. 1, 1979); and annual reti- 
ree benefits owed, said Desmar- 
teaux, That, he said, aids in reduc- 
ing future costs. 

Desmarteaux presented the fol- 
lowing example of the impact of a 
$30,000 pay cap on employees’ retire- 
ment benefits: 
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Two employees, age 60, have a 
final three-year average salary of 
$45,000, and both have had 10 years 
of service. Employee one started 
employement on Dec. 31, 1978; 
employee two on Jan. 1, 1979 (one 
day later). 

Employee one is not subject to the 
$30,000 cap. His retirement allow- 
ance calculation is based on the full 
$45,000. Employee two is subject to 
the $30,000 cap, having been hired 
after Jan. 1, 1979. Although his three- 
year salary average is the same, his 
allowance would he calculated on 
$30,000. 

Thus, employee one would receive 
$9,000 per year, while employee two 
would receive $6,000 per year retire- 
ment allowance. 

“There's an inequity there we 
think should be addressed, and the 
numbers work for Winchester,” 
Desmarteaux said. 

Desmarteaux said there are a 
number of benefits to the program 
as well, including better long-range 
fiscal planning, a definite schedule 
for paying off the unfunded pension 
liability; declining annual appropri- 
ation as unfunded liability is 
reduced; and, elimination of the pay 
cap inequity. 

“It will reinforce the already 
strong triple-A bond rating the town 
has, therefore maintain the lower 
borrowing costs,” Desmarteaux 
said. 

On an actuarially sound funding 
schedule, annual pension appropria- 
lions will be known three years in 
advance, This, said Desmarteaux, 
will allow for better long-term finan- 
cial planning for the town.

One of the most notable residents of St. Germaine-en-Laye in France was 
the famous composer Claude Debussy, who was born there in 1862. An 
impressionist composer, Debussy is noted for his orchestral piece ‘‘Prelude 
To The Afternoon Of A Faun” and his ‘Suite Bergamasque™ (which includes 
the famous ‘‘Claire de lune’).

These sludents will have this special opportunity to hear Watkins through 
the sponsorship of the Friends of the Winchester Public Library. The 
program lakes place in the Reference Room of the Winchester Public 
Library. 

Watkins is the daughler of a Japanese government official who was 
stationed in Korea near the end of World War Il. As the North Koreans began 
their takeover of the country after the Japanese occupation, Watkins and her 
family had to flee. They traveled to Japan with little food or money, 
managing to survive through their own courage and ingenuity. 

In Japan, they were forced to live under a bench ina railroad station. The 
family had little money but found funds to send Watkins to school. Al school 

She was the object of ridicule because of her lattered clothes. 

Through all the difficulty both in her flight from Korea and life as a 
homeless refugee, Watkins has managed not only to survive but to succeed 
in her endeavors as a writer and as a humanitarian. Watkins’ message to the 
students is one of caring and love. This is exemplified by the donation of her 
speakers fee to a needy family in Lown. 

While the students are at the library, they will also be introduced to the 
“Teen Collection” at the Winchester Public Library. The ‘Teen Collection” 
consists of hardcover and paperback fiction selected with teenagers in mind 
The area that holds the Teen Collection has recently been repainted, and 
plans are underway to obtain comfortable furniture and to make the area 
welcoming to junior high age children. 

The library hopes to see teens fram all the schools in Winchester use the 
collection and to feel that the library is a comfortable place to visit.

n 1977, when Westward Homes, 
an independent, 20-year-old fami- 
ly real estate firm, decided to join 
with the national Century 21 real 
estate company, there was some 
tittering in the local community. 

There goes the classy, family-run 
business into those obvious, tell-tale 
jackets, people thought, There goes 
independence. There goes that won- 
derful home-town service. 

Almost 15 years later, those nay- 
sayers may be thinking differently. 

Today, merging in the real estate 
market is as common as a slab ranch in 
Florida.

“My husband could see the hand- 
writing on the wall,’’ explained Virginia 
Sennott, who with her husband, the 
late Robert Sennott Jr., and their chil- 
dren, ran Westward Homes. That 
company was recently sold to Alan Ly- 
man Jr. and his family. 

Westward Homes, with offices in 
Wellesley, Natick and Hopkinton, was 
the eighth office in New England to 
hook up with Century 21. There are 
now 470 affiliated offices. 

“My husband could see that the 
small real estate office would be some- 
thing of the past. Everyone was nega- 
tive, but he proved to be prophetic be- 
cause that’s the way real estate is go-

To merge or not to merge 


That has become the real (estate) question 


ing.”’ 

The larger companies provide ex- 
cellent training and management ex- 
pertise as well as terrific marketing, 
Sennott and others in more recently 
merged firms said. Century 21, Sen- 
nott said, has a 90 percent recognition 
factor in the market. 

“That's the reason he (her late 
husband) did it. He wanted to expand 
our business to a more national level, 
which we did,”’ she said. 

In 1989, Westward Homes made 
additional changes with more mergers. 
Village Realty, run by Jim Lord, and 
Wellesley West, another family-owned 
company run by Judy Barclay and her 
mother Doris Mahoney, joined Cen- 
tury 21 Westward Homes. 

One of the largest changes most re- 
cently was the merger of Hunneman 
and Coldwell Banker, the first a formi- 
dable player in Massachusetts, the 
other one of the nation’s premier relo- 
cation firms. 

“Who would think an old-line com- 
pany like Hunneman would join with 
Coldwell Banker?’” Ginny Sennott 
asked. 

The answer is simple, said 
Hunneman Co. President William E. 
Kiley Jr. 

“We're independently owned, lo- 
cally operated with a national identity. 
It's very much a winning combina- 
tion,’’ he said. 

In addition, he said, both companies 
are rather old-line. Hunneman was 
founded in 1929, and Coldwell Banker 
has been around since the San Francis- 
co earthquake. 

But Hunneman already had had ex- 
perience with affiliates. Prior to Au- 
gust of last year, the company, with 38 
offices in and around Boston, was affili- 
ated with Better Homes and Gardens. 
After that contract expired, Hunneman 
became the largest franchisee of Cold- 


well Banker on Jan. 1, for many of the 
same reasons Westward Homes origi- 
nally joined Century 21. 

“Coldwell Banker is perhaps the 
best and fastest-rising relocation com- 
pany,’ Kiley said. ‘‘It has terrific na- 
tional name recognition and offers ad- 
vertising and collateral materials.

it provides perhaps the leading training 
course in the industry."' 

In addition, Kiley said, Coldwell 
Banker is the only franchising real es- 
tate company that is actually in the real 
estate business, owning properties 
around the country. 

Mergers of small companies with 
larger ones is part of the trend, Kiley 
said, especially in this economic mar- 
ket, but very large companies, such as 
Hunneman, are finding that joining with 
even larger, more nationally known 
firms is perhaps the best move. 

“It's the way of the future. I think 
you'll find that the large regional player 
(Hunneman is the largest in the Boston 
area) will still find it very difficult to 


have the kind of public relations and 
training departments that these larger 
companies can offer,’ Kiley said. 

Some of the smaller real estate of- 
fices are closing shop and, in effect, 
merging with the larger firms, as did 
the two in Wellesley several years 
ago. 
Hunneman s in the process of roll- 
ing five small oifices into the company, 
Kiley said. These companies are find- 
ing they can’t mcke it on their own and 
join these other tirms as either associ- 
ates or managers, bringing their asso- 
ciates and local expertise, Kiley said. 

“Ifthe market were booming, they 
would be content with what they 
have," Kiley said. “But they recog- 
nize that survival is difficult. 

“Most of these companies had a 
strong market share in their local mar- 
kets, but they can't compete,"’ he 
said. 

Yet some of the principals in those 
smaller, independently owned and op- 
erated companies don’t view the situa- 
tion from the same house lot. 

“T think merging with a national 
firm is the way to go for some offices 
that need national recognition, and 
merging with area firms is necessary 
for some smaller firms that need larger 
firms to increase their sales volumes,"' 
said Matthew Cuddy, vice president of 
Tom and Joan Cuddy Real Estate, with 
offices in Framingham and Ashland. 

“We've been established here for 
25 years,’ he said. ‘'The local market 
knows us, they know our sign (with 
the heart), and we're known on a na- 
tional basis because we've done a lot 
of relocation over the years. 

“We do have some concerns that 
we're not touching some of the corpo- 
rate relocation market,’’ Cuddy said, 
“but in this economy that's a small 
percentage of sales, probably less than 
5 percent. We've pretty much chosen 
to stay independent.” 

Over the years, Cuddy said, a num- 
ber of franchises have approached the 
firm, but the owners have elected to 
stay independent. 

“That doesn't mean we may not 
change, but I don’t think it’s necessary 
to make a change to survive."

Dear Mr. Shaffer: My wife and | have been renting for the 
past three years, saving to buy our first home.

® the time is right. One option we're considering is a multifam- 
ily, either a two- or three-family home. Do you think this is a good 
idea for a first time home buyer? — A.J., Newton. 


Dear R.J 


Jultifamily homes offer distinct advantages and 


ps distinct disadvantages when considered in light of the factors 
e most important to home buyers, both first-time and repeat 
buyers. In order to decide whether a multifamily is nght for you, you 
must carefully weigh the following factors. 
First, affordability. Here, multifamily homes offer both a minus and 
aplus. Because they are larger, mulltifamilies generally cost between 
15 and 30 percent more than similarly focated and conditioned single- 
family homes and condominiums. As a result, the up-front costs, 
down-payment, points and closing costs on multifamily homes are usu- 


ally much higher. 


However, if you can afford the larger up-front costs, the ongoing 
expense of a multifamily is often much more affordable. Why? Al- 
though the total monthly mortgage tax and insurance expense will be 
higher, the actual cost to you is generally less, as a result of the sup- 
plemental income you receive from the property's additional units. 

Second, financing. Here too, multifamilies offer both a plus and a 
minus. The minus? While all lenders require at least a ten percent and 
increasingly a 20 percent down-payment on multifamilies, nearly all 
single families are still available with 95 percent financing, and most 
condos with 90 percent financing. 

The plus? Many lenders still offer multifamily financing based on 
what is referred to as the ‘‘old’’ secondary mortgage market multi- 
family standards. And by locating a lender who offers such a loan, you 
can often significantly increase the buying power of your income. 

Third, management/ease of ownership. In this regard, 
multifamilies are probably least attractive. Like single family homes 
and unlike condos, the total responsibility for the maintenance and up- 
keep of a multifamily property will be yours. In addition, you'll not 
only have the responsibilities of a neighbor, but also those of a land-

How to differentiate between no cash-out and cash-out loans

Although people generally 
think about mortyages 
when buying a home, there 
Inorigages you may 
luke after you own a home.

some or all of the proceeds are used to 
payoff the pre-existing mortgage or 
mortgages on that property. Refi- 
nanices are generally split into two 
(ypes: no cash-oul and cash-out. 

A refinance is considered a no cash- 
out loan when the amount borrowed 
doesn't exceed the mortgage debt cur- 
rently owed. plus points and. closing 
costs. A refinance is considered cash- 
out when the total borrowed does ex- 
ceed this amount. 

Most financing products used to 
purchase a home are also available for 
both cash-out and no cash-out refi- 
nances. There is, however, one major 
difference: Whereas up to 90 percent 
of your home's appraised value can be 
horrowed on a ne cash-out refinance, 
only 75 percent is available for a cash- 
out refi. For example, suppose you 
own a home encumbered by a $90,000 
first and at $10,000 second mortgage, 
with an appraised value of $145,000,

total $3,500, you could take a ne cash- 
out refinance foan of $103,500, using 
the proceeds to pay off the first and 
second mortgages and the $3,500 in 
fees. However. if you wish to take a 
cash-out refi, the loan will be limited to 
$108,750, 75 percent of the $115,000 
appraised value. 

When can you refinance? Although 
most lenders do not limit the reasons 
for taking. a refi, assuming your credit 
and income qualily for the size loan you 
want, the most common and generally 
best reasons for refinancing are to 
save money by acquiring a lower inter- 
est rate, and to gain security by 
switching from an adjustable to a fixed 
rate mortgage. But whatever your rea- 
sons for refinancing. there are (wo im- 
portant guidelines you should follow 

First, try to be certain the monthly 
savings realized by acquiring a lower 
interest rate will pay back the cost of 
refinancing within the remaining time 
you'll own the property. However, be- 


cause it's often difficult to know exact- 
ly how long you'll retain ownership, a 
good refinancing rule of thumb is: 1. 
The interest rate you're refinancing to 
should be at least 12 to 2 percent be- 
low the rate on your current: mort- 
gage. 2. You should be planning on re- 
taining the property for a minimum of 
three and preferably five more years. 


As illustration, suppose your home 
is encumbered by a $100,000 three- 
year mortgage with an 11) percent 
fixed interest rate. The monthly pay- 
ment is about $952, By taking a 
$103,500 30-vear_ refinance mortgage 
with a 9.5 percent fixed rate, with the 
$3,500 extra to cover points and clos- 
ing costs, you'd save approximately 
$82 per month, However, no real 
monetary savings will be reatized until 
the 43rd monthly payment on the new 
loan, since it will fake 42-plus inonthly 
savings of $82 to recoup the $3,500 
cost of refinancing.

As for the second guideline. it's 
generally not a good idea to take an ad- 
justable rate on a refinance mortgage. 
Why? By doing so, you defeat the two 
major reasons for refinancing. Al- 
though you may save additional money 
at first, due to the adjustable’s lower 
initial rate, there's much too great a 
chance the rate will later rise back to 
the level of your original mortgage or 
higher, especially if the adjustable’s 
initial rate is discounted. Accordingly, 
refinancing to an adjustable rate loan 
could actually cause you to lose mon- 
ey, and it certainly won't offer you any 
benefits from the standpoint of securi- 
ty. 

Finally. this suggestion, as with all 
real estate issues, if you're uncertain 
whether or not to refinance, seek the 
advice of your accountant or atlorney.

Telemarketing is 
big business, 
relying workers’ 
sales savvy

he mention of telemarketing makes many a 

consumer give thanks for his answenng 

machine, and yet the practice is being used 

increasingly by businesses as a cost- 

effective way to sell their products and 
services. 

The clue to this paradox, say telemarketing 
specialists, is that people and companies need goods 
and services. Moreover, they do buy from telephone 
salespeople when they hear the nght pitch — no 
matter how hard they may try to duck the calls. 

'The good news is everyone needs things to live. 
There's a part of the human condition that's 
susceptible,'’ said John Sottile, president of SWAT, a 
telemarketing firm in Waltham. 

But the profession can't seem to shake its bad 
image. 

‘We don’t call ourselves a telemarketing company 
because it has such a negative connotation, "’ said 
Sottile. 

Kathleen Mulhall, co-owner of the Dedham 
telemarketing firm Perry Mason Associates with 
partner Joanne MacKenzie, said she and her 
colleagues refer to telemarketing as *‘the ‘T’ word”’ 
to reflect such attitude 

Sottile insists there is more to telemarketing than 
mindlessly reading scripts and hassling people in their 
homes or office 

He is fond of pointing out that ‘'tele’’ is the Greek 
term for ‘remote”’ and does not refer to phones alall,

Publishing veteran writes 
her own job description

Anita McClellan, owner of Anita 1). 
McClellan Associates, has found her 
niche in publishing — in two jobs. 

McClellan's day is likely to start in 
Cambridge at the home office of her 
three-year-old literary agency and end 
on the shores of Wellesley’s Lake 
Waban, where she works as 
advertising director for the ‘Women’s 
Review of Books"’ at Wellesley 
College's Center for Research on 
Women. 

As aliterary agent, McClellan sells 
writers’ works to book publishers, 
handling fiction and nonfiction. With an 
eye for human interest subjects, 
McClellan, unlike many agents, finds 
her own clients and develops book 
proposals by matching ideas to specific 
writers. 

Two recent sales underscore the 
effectiveness of her approach. One 
ttle, ‘Work of Her Own,’’ by Susan 
Albert, is a nonfiction book about high- 
achieving women who reinyent their 
careers on their own terms. Another 
title, forthcoming this month, is 
“Strikes Have Followed Me All My 
Life,” the autobiography ofa South 
African trade union organizer, Emma 
Mashinini, who currently works with 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu. 

“The truth is,’’ said McClellan, ‘‘I 
am not always sure what will strike my 
fancy. It could be a wniter’s style as 
much as an actual subject.” 

No neweomer to the publishing 

rid, McClellan began working in the 
industry more than 10 years ago. She 
climbed the ranks of corporate 
publishing in New York and Boston 
from an editorial job to executive 
editor, She learned the trade in what 

s°°17th century 
style’ training. 

On the heels of a series of industry 
lavoffs several years avo, McClellan 

ided to start her own busin

book tit! 
McClellan is eryoying suce nt 
fronts. She credits Editor/founder 
Linda Gardiner at the Women’s Review 


with providing the flexibility, 
encouragement and logistical support 
that have been critical to launching her 
business. 

Many aspects of self-employment 
suit McClellan and she said there has 
been a fundamental shift in her outlook 
and motivation. 

“Since you are working for yourself 
and not generating work fora 
company, you have the pleasure of 
your own achievements as well as the 
responsibility for your own 
shortcomings. | find that very 
satisfactory. I really don’t think about 
the number of hours I work, more 
about the priorities that I need to set,”’ 
she said. 

McClellan admits there have been 
adjustments. 

‘One of the most difficult parts of 
self-employment,’ she said, ‘‘is 
getting used to an entirely different 
relationship to money. I was a 
corporate employee for many, many 
years, and used to touching a salary no 
matter what I did. Being completely on 
my own, | found that I’ve had to totally 
readjust my income goals and my sense 
of values. 

“‘Lalso have had to readjust my 
relationship to my work life and 
realized that to be self-employed, I had 
to be largely inner-directed."’ 

That self-directed spirit is a hallmark 
of McClellan’s style. In her spare time, 
she is taking art classes, managing 
various home improvement projects 
and brushing up on her German in 
preparation for the Frankfurt Book Fair 
next fall.

Telemarketing is part of this trend, 
he said, because it is more efficient 
than mass advertising in marketing 
certain kinds of products. 

SWAT, for example, recently began 
working with a British furniture 
company that has opened a Boston 
office. SWAT telemarketers are calling 
area businesses asking if they plan to 
open offices in the United Kingdom 
and, if so, whether they would consider 
the British firm's products for the 
expansion. 

This kind of campaign is aimed at 
boosting customer familiarity with a 
company and generating leads, rather 
than actual sales, said Sottile. 

SWAT has also handled sales calls 
for the Lifeline emergency response 
system to the elderly and surveyed 
Cellular One customers, asking if they 
were satisfied with the car phones.

Such projects are still creating 
opportunities for people in 
telemarketing, despite the recession, 
said Sottile. 

He said telemarketing offers college 
students a chance to gain good 
communications skills, confidence and 
sales experience. 

SWAT starts telemarketers at $7.50 
an hour for four-hour shifts, but quickly 
boosts the pay for those who stay and 
work hard. 

More experienced telemarketers 
can earn $15 to $20 an hour, depending 
onthe products they are selling. Those 
on commission can earn even more, 

While many people think of 
telemarketing as consumer-oriented 
calling to home owners, it plays a key 
role in business-to-business selling as 
well.

They really need to get proactive 
and look for people who are likely to be 
their customers,’’ she said. 


She pointed out that several new 
independent telemarketing agencies 
have opened in recent years and more 
of the larger companies have hired 
their own telemarketers to pitch 
products. 

Some telemarketing firms specialize 
in selling certain types of products, 
such as high-tech equipment. 


Depending on the project, the 
telemarkeler’s job may be to generate 
sales leads for a company or to actually 
take customer orders. 

Many of these jobs require 
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significant skill and training, said 
Mulhall and Sottile. 

Mulhall said people in telemarketing 
must be bnght and articulate and have 
good organizational skills. 

Thick skins are also essential.

Telemarketers become accustomed 
to having the phone slammed in their 
ear on occasion, and the growing use of 
voice mail systems in businesses make 


it difficult for salespeople to actually 
speak to humans. 

“Tget every callin the world into 
my home. I simply could not be rude to 
these people. The hardest job in the 
world is consumer calling. It’s brutal,"* 
said Mulhall. 

Lee Chaberek, a telemarketer from 
Framingham, says, however, that she 
likes the work. She has worked in 
customer service for 14 years for four 
years at SWAT. 

Chaberek acknowledged that she 
has called ‘'a few rude people,” but 
has gotten positive responses from 
many more, 

“What [like about telemarketing is 
it’s interesting. You work on different 
projects and you're providing a 
service,’ said Chaberek, 65, 

She said she is enthusiastic about 
her job because she believes in the 
products she telemarkets and would 
not pitch something she did not like. 


“T couldn't do a good job," she 
said. ‘I want to be honest, though 
maybe | won't make as much money,

2. Personal Assessment 


What can | do? What do | want to do? What do | do best? 


These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses. likes 


and dislikes. 
Here is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3. Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 


knowledgeable applicant. 


Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check:

Another good source 1s the chamber of commerce. Chambers wili have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 


your interest. Oo your homework. It will pay off.

4 The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
bDeing poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It's often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions. if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure. play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also wiil give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Oo they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume You ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are. but keep it brief Be 
positive about past jabs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed. do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange af information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

HPB to propose 


town housing plan

Selectmen authorized the Housing 
Partnership Board (HPB) to move 
forward on creating a draft housing 
plan for the town 


HPB Chairman David Mortenson 
appeared before selectmen Monday 
night to explain his board's 
activities 

Mortenson said that, according to 
the Cranston-Gonzales Housing Act. 
all communities throughout the 
country must have a housing plan in 
place by October, 1991 to receive 
HOD funds 


As a result, Mortenson and his 
board, which includes a representa- 
live of the School Committee, Plan- 
ning Board. Housing Authority, 
Board of Selectmen, Council on 
Aging and Conservation Commis 
sion, as well as seven at-large mem 
bers, will begin work on a plan 

Mortenson noted that under the 
town's bylaws. his board serves sol 
ely in an advisory capacity to select 
men As a result, Mortenson said 1 
will bring forward a recommenda 


tion upon which selectmen can act, 
probably by the end of the summer 

HPB will hold an initial public 
hearing June 12. 

Selectman Thornas Schmitt asked 
what kinds of funds would be with- 
held frum the town if a housing plan 
is not devised 

“Various kinds of HUD programs 
have been discussed in the past, 
such as home equity programs.” 
Mortenson said But. he said, future 
plans are unknown 

“Trying to predict the future is 
very difficult.” he said. “One thing 
is clear: If we don’t have a plan in 
place, we won't be permitted to 
participate [in grants |." 

Mortenson said a needs study by 
the HPB indicated there is a strong 
need for elderly housing in town, 

{lousiag Authority member John 
Suhrbie: said the plan should fucus 
on the town’s housing goals, and 
where it wants tu head 

“fEthink that's going to help us put 
together the public funding request 
or a public: private proposal.” Suhr: 
bier said. “Tts hard for me to envi- 
sion haw the town can lose by putting 
together a plan.

Local aid picture still unclear

Town officials have again opted to 
postpone Town Meeting as the wait 
for local aid figures continues. 

Town Meeting will reconvene on 
Thursday, June 13 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Winchester High School auditorium 

According to Selectmen Chairman 
William O'Leary. he and other offi- 
cials, including Finance Committee 
Chairman Wendy Sutton, Town Mod- 
erator John Sullivan, School Com- 
mittee Chairman Constance Papas 
and Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. met last week to discuss the 
possibility of postponing the 
meeting. 

“After reviewing state aid and the 
School Committee budget [ process]. 
we decided to postpone,” he said. 
Town Meeting was due to reopen 
tonight (May 30), having previously 
been postponed after the April 22 
opening date. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer noted the House of Rep- 
resentatives has passed a state fis- 
cal year 1992 (F Y92) budget. which 
has now moved forward to the 
Senate. The Senate vote is expected 
to come by June 10, Maurer said. 

“We are now trying to get a handle 
as to what it means on our local 
aid,’ Maurer said. He estimated it 
could be about a $760,000 cut 


Winchester officials had planned for 
a reduction of approximately 
$360,000. 

But Maurer said there are some 
“good things’ within the state 
budget. For one, municipalities may 
not have to pay into the teachers’ 
pension system, which would have 
cost Winchester about $123,000. 

“It also permits overlay accounts 
of the town to be calculated outside 
of Proposition 2'2,"' Maurer said. 
This, he noted, could free up about 
$200,000 for the town. 

However, he was quick to add, ‘I 
hesitate to say this is a surplus ... I 
think we should not be taking as 
much money from free cash as we 
intended to. The last thing we should 
do is go out and spend [the 
$200,000]." 

Selectman Robert Deering agreed 
the town's free cash account, which 
is now at about $60,000. 

However, Selectman Peter Van 
Aken said he would need additional 
time before agreeing free cash 
should be built up, particularly in 
light of his concern for the town’s 
capital plant. 

“We got to [this year’s budget 
figure] by whacking away at capi- 
tal.” he said. “I want to think about 
it a little more before I sign onto 
[saving free cash].”’

Griffin is roasted, toasted

He has been known for his slightly 
bizarre and artistic antics, such as 
hanging his Christmas trees upside- 
down from the living room ceiling, 
wallpapering his bathroom with 
photographs and taking his eclectic 
taste in clothes to the extreme. 

But, residents in Winchester have 
also heralded Arthur Griffin as a 
local gem, a world-renowned photo- 
grapher who saw fit to make this 
town his home for the past 50 years 
and capture its beauty on film for all 
the world to see.

will also know him as the Chamber 
of Commerce's 1991 Outstanding Ci- 
tizen, an honor that Griffin excepted 
with grace and pride. 

Griffin. 88. was surrounded by 
family and friends last week at the 
Chamber's annual dinner to honor 
him, decked out in his trademark 
avant-garde style with a red plaid 
tuxedo and roguish smile 

A string of speakers saluted him, 
and took the opportunity to tease 
him a bit, as they told the tales of 
Arthur Griffin — past, present and 
future. Tales of his whirlwind life as 
a photographer in high demand ar- 
ound the world, and his generous 


plans to build a gristmill museum 
for photography right here in 
Winchester filled the evening. 

Griffin began his lifelong career in 
photography by attending the New 
School of Design in Boston. After his 
graduation. Griffin worked for a 
time in commercial design then de- 
Ived into the newspaper business 
with a staff job at The Boston Globe 
in 1929 

Later. in 1946. Griffin decided to 
take a leave of absence from the 
Globe to study, and ultimately be- 
came a free-lance photographer. His

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AIDS support 


group is formed

As the number of AIDS cases in 
the region rises, a group of people 
have banded together to bring help 
lo those in Winchester and neighbor- 
ing communities infected with the 
disease. 

Committee For a Response to 
AIDS (CRA), was established in 1985 
by Somerville News editor Robert 
Publicover. He says the pregram 
hegan in a time when it was consid- 
ered ‘not cool to talk about 
[AIDS]." 

Now, the group is expanding to 
meet the growing needs of local 
residents in the Medford, Somervil- 
le. Cambridge and Winchester reg- 
ion with AIDS. Publicover estimates 
there are at least 130 people with the 
AIDS virus in Somerville, and 70 in 
Medford. Winchester also has a 
handful of residents, about six, who 
are battling the disease. according 
to John H. Carabineris Jr.. fundrais- 
ing chairman lor CRA. 

Publicover says CRA is the fourth 
oldest AIDS committee in the stale, 
with the first beginnin 
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Superintendent of Schools Dr. 


chusetts’ largest cities of Boston, 
Springfield and Worcester 

Publicover says the effort must 
now extend ta the suburbs as well, 
where people are also fighting the 
disease. 

He says a food kitchen has been 
established by CRA, and numerous 
fundraising efforts have been spon- 
sored to cover insurance costs and 
provide money for medication for 
AIDS patients. 

“We help out with individual prob- 
lems on a one-to-one basis.” he 
added. 

{n addition. the “Thursday Night 
Dinner Program” provides a 
family-style dinner for people each 
week at the College Avenue Method- 
ist Church in Somerville. says Publi- 
cover, That program will continue 
through June 20, and then pick up 
again in the Fall. he said. 

One of the major fundraising 
efforts of CRA this year will be the 
sixth annual ‘A Time to Care” Bar- 
B-Que to be held June 4th.

Cooperative effort 
revitalizes library

When parents band together with 
a common goal, just sit back and 
watch the amazing results. 

[It was this philosophy — “parent 
power’ as McCall Middle School 
Principal Evander French calls it — 
that has brought the McCall library 
from a less-than-adequate reading 
center to a state-of-the-art 
athenaeum. 

William Galatis, chairman of the 
Vinson Owen Coalition, and recent 
co-chairman of the McCall Middle 
School Library Committee, spear- 
headed the movement to raise funds 
to revitalize the ailing library and 
depleted bookstacks. 

Five months and $18,000 later. 
Galatis and Principal French, co- 
chairman of the committee, are feel- 
ing pretty good ubout the effort. 


Galatis says the fundraiser was a 
way for parents to pitch in and use 
their energy for a greater good 

“We need to harness the energy of 
parents.” said Galatis. “Parents 
have similar goals.’ He added that 
there are “a ‘gazillion’ projects like 
the McCall library project out 
there.” 

One of the biggest fundraisers to 
date was a student raffle. which 
netted $4.600 After that success. 
fundraising cvordinators looked at 
the project in a whole new light. 
“!That fundraiser} was significant 
to me and to Vandy. We knew then 
that we really had something good 
here,” said Galatis 

Other fundraisers included the 
Principal's Club. which brought in 
$6,500 and a rollerskating dance, 
altended by more than 200 students 
that netted $500. Also: a shopping 
spree at Star Market ($700); book 


donations. which have reached over 
$3,000. One parent anonymously sent 
in a check for $1,000. reported 
Galatis. 

Galatis and French are quick to 
turn the spotlight to other committee 
eoordinators including: McCall 
Assistant Principal Christine Burke, 
Susan Haskell, McCall librarian Jer- 
ry Driscoll, and the parents and 
students. 

“(The fundraising! gave the kids 
an opportunity to have fun and the 
parents an opportunity to partici- 
pate,”’ said Galatis. 

But fundraising wasn't the only 
chance kids and parents had to work 
together. A “clean-up day” at the 
library had dozens of volunteers 
with their shirt sleeves rolled up, 
applying a good dose of elbow grease 
to the bookshelves and walls. Even 
the carpeting got a thorough 
shampooing. 

*We wanted lo try to gel the 
library off to a new chapter in its 
history.” said Galatis. He said 
parents wanled to show they were 
behind the new “middle school con- 
cept” by creating a volunteer pro- 
ject to aid the school 

Furdraiser coordinators had 
developed a list of goals and require- 
ments of the library. As the money 
comes in, special purchases ure 
matde by the librarian, Thus far, the 
effurt has brought in 150 new buok 
tilles, and two new encyclopedias us 
well as a donated television and VCR 
for the video library. Also, system 
soltwure for the circulation depurt- 
ment has been purchased. 

In addition, Girl Scouts Mahrya 
Dakubu, Demetra Barlas and Beth 
Gocke eurned their silver cadet 
badge for their creation of a> Read 
ing Rainbow" banner on the Dewey 
decimu!l system for the MeCall 
Library. The scouts also acted as 


Winchester Police say they will 
charge four individuals with mali- 
cious destruction of property follow- 
ing a vandalism spree two weeks 
ago.

Water project gets under way

After four years. water system 
improvements along Main Streel 
are becoming a reality. 

Town officials gathered with rep- 
resentatives of Weston and Samp- 
son, the town’s water consultant, 
and Tornare Construction, the com- 
pany hired to perform the work. 
May 24 to mark the beginning of the 
work. 

While Town Manager W. Chad- 
wick Maurer said there will be some 
disruption alung Main Street while 
the project is underway. ‘It won't be 
as difficult as with some of the 
cleaning and lining. because Main 
Street is wider and traffic will move 
a lot easier ” The project is expected 
lo last a maximum of 150 days. 

Monies for the project were set 
approved by Town Meeting four 
years ago, with the idea a state 
grant would fund 50-percent of the 
project. 

But when there was a hold-up in 
the state allotment. the project was 
forced onto the back burner. Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer said. 

According to Maurer. Winchester 
applied for a state grant for water 
system improvements about four 
years ago. In addition to the Main 
Street stretch, a grant was upproved 
to provide 50-percent of Lhe funding 
necessary to perform work on Swan

Maurer said the town had recently 
undergone a waler system master 
plan update under Weston and 
Sampson. Among the recommendi- 
tions were the addition of a pipe 
along Main Street from Symmes 
Corner down to Town Hall. This, 
said Maurer, will improve water 
pressure and fire flow 

The long-range plan in thal area 
ineludes looping the system from 
Highland Avenue down to Main 
Street, which will prevent silt from 
dead-ending in the pipes 

In 1989. Maurer said some began 


looking at those walter funds as a 
way to balance the town’s budget. 
“Tt was decided not to do that.” 
Maurer said. “It's good we held onto 
Ihe money. because the state money 
came through,” he said. 

Workers are also due in the near 
future lo begin making the forest 
Street connection into the Massa- 
chusetts Waler Resources Authority 
(MWRAI system, which will be used 
as a back up for the reservoirs, he 
said.

Tell school 
officials 

your priorities 
TO THE EDITOR: 

With the combined cuts proposed 
by the School Committee and the 
Superintendent of Schools and the 
substantial reduction in local aid 
that is anticipated from the state 
government, Winchester is looking 
at reducing school expenditures in 
the range of $750,000 to $1 million 
dollars. 

To date, the School Commiltee has 
conducted budget hearings and 
sought possible reductions from all 
school administrators without com- 
mitting itself to clear priorities 
about the basis upon which cuts will 
be made and without a vision for the 
long-term consequences of making 
some of the choices that confront us. 

Ata recent discussion with Advo- 
cates for Winchester Education. 
School Committee chairwoman Con- 
nie Papas continually referred to the 
need to ‘get past” this budget crisis 
and subsequently set some long- 
range plans for the system. This 
position is perplexing at best: we 
cannot cut sizeable amounts of 
money out of the school budget with- 
out keeping goals in the forefront of 
our judgment: the reductions that 
are eventually made will have seri- 
ous short- and long-term consequ- 
ences for our children. 

The suggested elimination of the 
position of Assistant Superintendent 
of Curriculum and Instruction and 
the proposed removal of instruction- 
aj specialists, while they add up to 
some $140,000, will leave the system 
without seriously needed curriculum 
development, leadership, and super- 
ision. Such short-sightedness will 
ot serve us well. To make cuts 
without strategies and goals for the 
future is to act irresponsibly. 

Ms. Papas also expressed concern 
that while Winchester’s schools 
might be comparable in quality to 
schools in the Lineoln-Sudbury con- 
sortium and our test scores might be 
higher than the average nationally, 
our students do not perform weil 
compared to students in Europe and 
Japan. Mr. Lombardi expressed 
similar concern at a committee 
meeting that our schools are not 
ompuarable to those in Japan, and 
hat our students should be spending 
nore time in school, more time on 
core academic subjects.

Conte proposes 


election change 


Almost every observer of Ameri- 
can politics would agree that declin- 
ing rates of voter participation in 
elections bade ill for our system of 
government and that no cost proce- 
dural changes which could increase 
the rate of participation would he 
beneficial. Therefore. [ would like to 
propose and ask for your support. for 
changing the date of our annual 
Town Election from the ‘‘last Tues- 
day of March” to either the “third 
Saturday of April” or the “third 
Tuesday of April.” 

I believe moving the election date 
forward would increase voter parti- 
cipation for several basic reasons: 

1. People are more like to vote in 
better weather. Those of us who 
have endured March in New Eng- 
land know that cold. rainy and blus- 
tery weather is more nearly the 
norm in March as compared to the 
generally pleasant Aprils. 

2. Better weather will encourage 
participation by campaign volun- 
teers whose presence helps to 
encourage less energetic citizens to 
vote. Less weather induced hard- 
ships on campaign volunteers also 
helps to better educate the citizenry 
on campaign issues ata lower cost to 
candidates than newspaper or direct 
mail campaigns.

3. A Saturday election would 
eleminate the conflict between the 
workday and voting for the vast 
majority of citizens and is used in 
many Massachusetts towns. 

Of course, a later Town Election 
would require a later Town Meeting. 
This is nol a substantive objection 
since many other towns have later 
elections than even I am proposing. 
Furthermore. for several years the 
bulk of the Spring Town Meeting has 
been postponed until the end of May 
without any ill effect because of 
uncertainties over local aid. I sus- 
pect that state budgetary uncertain- 
ties will be with us for some lime 
which would eliminate this rationale 
for keeping the status quo. 

[t should be remembered that 
before the new Charter was adopted 
in (he mid-1970’s town elections were 
held even earlier than at present. 
and the town survived the change. 
Change may be upselting to some, 
but the fact that elections have been 
held in March for 16 years is not 
reason to perpetuate a system which 
helps to hold down voter participa- 
tion. [look forward to your response.

career took off at that point, and 
Griffin was offered assignments for 
the Kodak company, and magazines 
such as Moliday, Collier and the 
Salurday Evening Post. Following 
his globe-trotting years as a free- 
lance photographer, Griffin slowed 
down the pace in 1970 and retired to 
his home in Winchester 


At this time, Griffin began to take 
the pictures of New England that 
would eventually be campiled ina 
collection of books, which feature 


his photography along with the 
works of famous writers. 

For the last four years, Griffin has 
led a crusade to donate the photo- 
graphy museum to the town of 
Winchester, and has found that even 
making a donation entails a lot of 
red tape. But as speaker William 
O'Leary, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, noted. the project has 
received approval from all the right 
cummmittees and work is expected to 
begin svon, 

Said O'Leary, “The Arthur Griffin 
museum that he has donated to the 
town, will step off the drawing board 
and onto the map this year.” 


The museum should prove to be a 
local landmark. according to mu- 
seum planners, and a tribule to 
photography as an art. Herbert 
Kenny, a longtime friend of Gril- 
fin’s, noted the many strides Griffin 
has made in the field of color photo 
graphy.

‘This 
legislation will break the health care 
policy gridlock that is preventing 
this nation from dealing with the 
health care crisis facing every citi- 
zen on a daily basis."’ 

According to a report released 
today by Citizen Action, 20 states — 
including Massachusetts — are cur- 
rently considering bills in their state 
legislatures that would create simi- 
lar overhauls. 

States that are considering such 
legislation are responding to mount- 
ing concern over rising costs and the 
growing number of uninsured 
Americans and are frustrated by 
inactivity on the federal level on this 
issue. 

“It is evident that our current 
patchwork system is not working 
and that the private insurance indus- 
try is not stepping in with afford- 
able, accessible solutions,’ Markey 
said. “The State Health Reform 
Opportunity Act is a vote of confi- 
dence in states that choose to imple- 
ment ‘Canadian-style’ universal 
nealth care legislation within their 
border.” 

In Canada, each province admi- 
nisters its own publicly financed, 
universal, affordable, quality health 
insurance for ail its citizens while 
slill spending less than the United 
States, 

“Other states will follow the lead 
of Maine, Massachusetts and others 
as they see no other solution in 
dealing with the growing number of 
uninsured in their state and the 
growing expense of providing medi- 
cal care,” Markey said.

Team spirit helps library win 


The Winchester Public Library 
won first prize at the EnKa Fair 
Parade for the float best exemplify- 
ing the organization represented on 
May 18. 

The library's entry was a circus 
parade, Joan DeVrieze of the 
library's Circulation staff Jed the 
way as a circus juggler, displaying 
the skills she initially learned three 
years ago from one of the library's 
books on juggling, DeVrieze was 
follawed by a smiling contingent of 
Friends of the Library, library trus- 
tees, and family, bearing the ban- 
ners of the library and the Friends. 


Afler them came a large gaily 
painted circus (rain, mounted on 
shopping carts Children’s Services 
Head Yvonne Coleman wore a giant 
sandwich board bearing the slogans 

There's Good News At The 
Library’ and The Library — The 
Center Ring.’ The Ringmaster, of 
course, was Lynda Wills, the 
library's new director. This was the 
third conseculive first prize for the 
library. 


Much of the credit belongs lo a 
very creative library staff member 
named David Strugnell, Children 
who attended library programs like 
the “Goosebumps” Halloween prog: 
ram or the “Going Wild” summer 
program at the Winchester Public 
Library, are probably familiar with 
Strugnell’s unusual art work When 
children and parents visil the child- 
ren’s room, they feel like they are 
entering a jungle clearing, A huge 
palm tree stands by the entrance. 
and monkeys swing on a vine. A 
hippo, alligator, giraffe. and ele- 
phant sland watch over the books. 


Fanciful storybook scenes decorate 
the walls. 

Over the years, Strugnell has 
donated a great deal of his free time 
{o creating a delightful environment 
for library users. 

The pieces are created from com- 
mon everyday materials, such as 
newspaper and corrugated card- 
board, and covered with brightly- 
toned poster paint. 

“There are advantages to using 
newspaper. It gives you a sort of 
accidental background,’ Strugnell 
said. IL is easy to repair any wrink- 
les that may occur. It also dries 
faster, and you can work more free- 
ly if you don’t have to feel that you 
are ‘wasting’ the paper. [t can be 
thought of as ‘recycling. “”’ 


Strugnell developed his artistic 
talents during four years at the 
Academie Royale des Beaux Arts de 
la Ville de Bruxelles in Belgium. 
“We were encouraged to try new 
things there,” he said of this experi- 
ence, “| used to do small detailed 
pictures. Afler Belgium, my friend 
said that they had ‘ruined me’ 
because | was all over the board.” 

Strugnell has been designing his 
creations for the children’s room 
since he started work for the library 
six years ago. They help him 
express his interest in children’s 
books and stories. he said 

About the creation of his work, he 
said, “Some limes [ refer to a pic- 
ture or something that T copied or 
‘stole’. Somelimes I refer to my 
imagination. It takes shape as [am 
doing it. | make a lot of changes as I 
ga along. especially if it is a piece 
that requires a Jol of time. because | 


{end to add things. They don't 
always turn out the way I expected. 
The whole procedure is one of 
playfulness.” 

“Tt also involves a certain amount 
of luck,’ he added. 

In addition to the luck, a great deal 
of hard work is involved in creating 
a winning parade entry. A team lead 
by Reference Librarian Nancy 
Goodwin worked on the project. This 
group of willing workers consisted of 
several members of the library staff 
and several members of the Friends 
of the Winchester Public Library, 

Once Strugnell had completed the 
designs and constructed the 
framework of each component. the 
Library staff joined a contingent of 
Friends of the Library led hy Presi- 
dent Madeleine Kaiser in a painting 
party. This group hurried to com- 
plete the float, decorations, and cos- 
tumes by the May 18 parade dale. 

Help also came from Girl scout 
Troop 1498 (Daisies) from the Lin- 
eoln School, who spent some time 
helping Strugnell paint the various 
parts of the float. Shopping carts. 
forming the ‘‘chassis”’ of the train 
cars were loaned by Purily Supreme 
of Winchester, 

Apex Photo of Winchester accom- 
modated the group by opening early 
so that the marchers could have 
helium balloons. Even the weather 
cooperated by not living up to a 
threal of rain from the night before. 
It was a sunny Saturday when staff. 
Friends, family. and library trus- 
tees joined the parade. 

Thanks lo the hard work and good 
spirits of the staff. friends, and trus- 
tees. the Winchester Public Library

Equally al home in the world of 
music. Miss Banks studied voice at 
Columbia Universily in New York 
and privately with Margaret Arms- 
lrong Gow in Boston. She also played 
the harmonica and recorder. Of her 
muny vocal recitals, the one she 
remembered most happily was 
given at the Mozarteum in Salzburg, 
Austria, and featured the Negro 
spirituals that she had learned as a 
child and so beautifully suited her 
rich contralto. 

Financed by a music scholarship, 
her journey to Austria kindled a 
lifelong interest in learning about 
distant people and places. National 
Geographic and travel books were 
her favorite reading matter. 

Born in Bristol, Tenn. in 1906, 
Eleanor Banks left home at 14 to 
work in the household of a Bristol 
family who moved first to New York 
and later to the Boston area That 
family encouraged her musical 
talents. providing her with voice 
lessons and tickets lo concerts. 

Throughout her working life, Miss 
Banks was employed as a house- 
keeper and cook For 50 of those 
years, she served Winchester fami- 
lies, earning the respect and love of 
four generations with her generous, 
fun-loving spirit and inspired culin- 
ary skills. 

Soon after moving to the Boston 
area, Miss Banks joined the choir of 
Trinity Church, Copley Square, com- 
muting from Winchester by bicycle 
for 1} years She later became a 
member of the Parish of the Epi- 
phany, Winchester. where she sang 
in the choir and contributed innum- 
erable services for more than 40 
years. 

One of her treasured memories 
was of (he summer music camp 
established in Vermont by the Trapp 
family soon after their dramatic 
escape from Austria, For 11 years, 
she spent her vacation working at 
the camp and enjoying the music 
program while expanding her know: 
ledge of church music and foreign 
languages in song. 

She tock a deep personal interest 
ineach of the Trapp children, conti- 
nuing to correspond with them after 
they grew to adulthood. Much later, 
when the family planned the dedica- 
Hon of the new Trapp Family Lodge 
in Stowe after the fire destroyed 
their first inn, Hleanur Banks was

It was at the Trapp cainp that her 
curiosity about minerals was 
piqued An avid learner, she gained 
knowledge from rock shop proprie- 
tors. collectors, schuol teachers, col- 
lege professors, and anyone who 
would teach her Later, she formal 
ized her learning by laking courses 
at Harvard) Over her lifetime, she 
amassed a fine mineral collection, 
which she enjoyed sharing with the

Each year. nationally. some 
150,000 works of visual art are sub- 
mitted for competition in the Scho- 
lasuc Art Awards program, (spon- 
sored by Scholastic, Inc.), by 
students in grades 7 through 12. 

This year some 6,900 entries were 
judged here in Massachusetts alone 
(in 14 media categories, including 
the disciplines of drawing, painting, 
print making, mixed media, sculp- 
ture, and photography). 

At the states’ preliminary regional 
level, a select few entries receive 
honorable mention and gold key 
awards (fewer than one tenth of all 
submitted work). Then, at the state 
level, Blue Ribbon distinctions are 
determined from among the pool of 
Gold Key winners, Blue Ribbon 
pieces are then forwarded to New 
York City for jurying in the national 
competition 

In New York City, roughly 25,000 
Blue Ribbon finalist works are 
judged in the last round of competi- 
tion. Approximately 500 works of art 
are selected as national winners in

the final round. Well-known past 
winners include Robert Indiana, 
Robert Redford, Philip Perlstein 
and Richard Anuskiewicz. 

Locally, two Winchester students 
have won distinctions as award reci- 
pients in the 1991 national competi- 
tion, The art department and admi- 
nislration of the Winchester Public 
Schools believe that this is an unusu- 
ally exciting accomplishment for the 
two Winchester youngsters — con- 
sidering the size and scope of the 
national program.

Jonathan Howard, a freshman at 
W.ILS., crafted an abstracted com- 
position of figures in an urban envi- 
ronment, Both students worked with 
acrylic.

From Vermont to Boston 


The following is the second article in 
a series on George Dutton Rand, a 
prominent Boston architect who 
lived in Winchester from 1875-86. 
Recent research shows that he play- 
ed an important role in shaping the 
Victorian town we know today. His 
work includes Town Hail as well as 
many of the houses built in Winches- 
ter during the 1870s and '80s.

George Rand grew up in Northern 
Vermont, where he acquired his love 
of the country. When he moved to 
Winchester, years later, he was no 
doubt drawn to this town's rural 
beauty. 

Rand was born on May 24, 1833, in 
the small Vermont town of Coven- 
try, not far from the Canadian bor- 
der. He received his education in 
country schools, first in Browning- 


Wy ton and then in St. Johnsbury. This 


biographical information on Rand 
comes from ‘‘Boston of To-Day”™ 
published in 1892. 

As a youth, Rand proved to be 
talented and intelligent. Ina memor- 
ial tribute delivered at his death, a 
copy of which is on file in the Rollins 
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College Archives, the story is told of 
how 15-year-old Rand entered an 
essay in a contest. The essay was 
found to be of such merit that the 
judges said it could not have been 
written by a boy of his age and threw 
it out. Rand wrote them a letter in 
his defense. The judges replied that 
anyone who could write that letter 
could easily have written the essay, 
and the case was won. 

Rand learned the printing trade in 
St. Johnsbury, and there he became 
editor and proprietor of the “Caledo- 
nian.’ From Vermont, he went to 
Worcester, serving as the editor and 
publisher of a newspaper there. 
Next he moved to Wisconsin to farm, 
but the needs of his family caused 
him to return east. In 1857, he mar- 
ried Martha Jane Crossman. 

Soon after his marriage, Rand 
decided to pursue the interest of his 
youth. He wanted to he an architect. 
In the memorial tribute to Rand. the 
story is told of how, when still a boy, 
he had found a book on architecture 
by Andrew Jackson Downing for 
sale ina Montpelier shop. He wanted 
the book, but on learning the price 
was six dollars, he turned away, 
saying he only had four dollars. The 
shopkeeper told him to take the book 
for that sum. He bought it and 
trudged the 20 miles home on foot 
That book. Rand would say later, 
made him an architect. 

In the late 1850s, the country had 
few architects and no schools for 
such training. Rand went to New 
York City to study as an apprentice. 
It would be interesting to know what 
contact he may have had with the 
architect Richard Morris Hunt, 
another Vermont native who had 
recently set up his New York prac- 
tice. Having studied in Paris at the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts. Hunt ran an 
atelier in which young architects 
could train. Frank Furness. George 
B. Post and William R. Ware all 
worked in Hunt's studio al this time. 
During the second half of the cen- 
tury, Furness would gain promi- 
nence in Philadelphia, and Post 
would run one of the most successful 
practices in New York. 

Ware would head the country’s 
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designed by George Rand and Illustrated in the April 29, 1876, issue

first school of architecture, estab- 
lished in Boston at MIT. Whatever 
Rand's relationship with this circle, 
New York would have provided an 
exciting and stimulating environ- 
ment for an aspiring architect dur- 
ing the years before the Civil War. 

In 1861, Rand moved to Hartford 
and launched his professional 
career With the outbreak of the 
war, Hartford prospered from its 
large munitions industry. Rand 
must have benefited. 


After the war, Rand felt that Bos- 
lon offered better opportunities. He 
moved into the city in 1869 and 
established a partnership with 
Frank W. Weston. The name of the 
firm, first listed in the 1870 Boston 
Directory. was Weston and Rand, 
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and it was located at 17 Pemberton 
Square. Rand would work with Wes- 
ton through 1875, as indicated in the 
Boston Directories. 

The development of Boston’s Back 
Bay provided a number of interest- 
ing projects. In 1872, Rand designed 
the Hotel Agassiz at Commonwealth 
and Exeter, an opulent residence 
shared by a group of friends, includ- 
ing Harvard professor Alexander 
Agassiz and his brother-in-law, Hen- 
ry Lee Higginson, founder of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. 
Another fine Back Bay mansion, at 
270 Clarendon St., was designed by 
Weston and Rand in 1873. 

During this period, Rand made his 
first contact with Winchester. In 
1872, he and his partner bought a 
house at 103 Cambridge St. from 
Abijah Thompson. The partners 
remodeled the house and sold it in 
1873. 

Just five years after establishing 
his practice in Boston, Rand 
received an extraordinary commis- 
sion. In 1874, his plans were chosen 
for the new state mental hospital in 
Worcester. It would cost $1 million. 
This vast Gothic complex, with its 
distinctive clock tower, still stands 
today, although it is empty and 
boarded up. At present, the state 
plans to rebuild part of it toserve the 
medical school. 

The success of Rand's hospital 
design was immediately recognized, 
and it was selected for illustration in 
the April 29, 1876, issue of the 
“American Architect and Building 
News." Over the years, Rand would 
establish himself as a leader in hos- 
pital construction.

O'Connell said. ‘“Those are the 
friendships that endure.”’ He 
noted that when veterans die, an 
American flag is draped over 
their coffins. Some may ask, he 
said, when the debt to veterans 
ends. 

“The debt is eternal, for it can 
never be fully paid for,’’ he sur- 
mised. O’Connell called for those 
present to keep the tradition of 
Memorial Day parades alive. 
“We need you, and we need the 
young Diane Soboskis of this 
world,” he added. 

Town Moderator John J. Sulli- 
van, the Memorial Day speaker, 
recalled a cemetery in France, 
where more than 100 American 
soldiers who died in World War II 
are buried, There, he said, is a 
sign that reads: ‘‘We were young. 
We died. Remember us." 

“When I think of that sign, | 
think of Winchester in 1970,” Sul- 
livan said. At that time, a monu- 
ment was erected in Wildwood 
Cemetery as a tribute to veter- 
ans. ‘‘Everyone had just suffered 
through a long war, the fears, the 
anxieties,’ he said. “Everyone 
had remembered and had some 
experience about war. As we left 
the cemetery that day, we prom- 
ised never to forgel those who 
wear a uniform... who carry a 
very special) burden.”

The remaining $8,000 shortfall 
however, would probably force the 
elimination of a sport, according to 
Ritchie. But Ritchie and Colella 
were reluctant to recommend a 
sport to be cut. 

Ritchie and Colella also told 
School Committee members they 
would not depend on an anticipated 
$40,000 donation from the Sports 
Foundation, however, that expected 
donation has been built into the 
budget based on the group's contri- 
bution last year. 

However, Chairman Constance 
Papas said she was not comfortable 
with having the anticipated donation 
worked into the budget. She asked 
that an athletics budget be deve- 
loped using just the funds that the 
town kicks in, and that the Sports 
Foundation money be considered 
supplemental. ‘It’s important for 
the town to know what it can provide 
for the kids,” she added. 

Rilchie noted that the budget looks 
“significantly different without the 
Sports Foundation contribu- 
tion ,.. What the School Department 
pays for is significantly less than 
what the athletics program costs.” 

Members also discussed the trans- 
portation fee hike, which Papas said 
could exclude financially-strapped 
students. 

Said Colella, ‘‘I do not think that 
{fees] are a deterrent as far as 
participation is concerned.” He 
noted that students who are not able 
to pay the fee, can have the charge 
waived. 

However, Papas said she sus- 
pected a certain number of students 
may not feel comfortable coming 
forward to ask for a waiver, and that 
number would only increase with the 
fee hike. 

Member Mark Lombardi asked 
whether transportation fees had 
been considered for other extracur- 
ricular activities, such as the math 
club or All-Star band. Ritchie said 
possible fees in those activities are 
also being ‘‘looked at carefully.” 

Member Alice McCarter sug- 
gested a reduction be made in the 
athletics director’s position, which 
would require the director to teach 
three instead of the current two 
classes. Colella said such a reduc- 
tion would be ‘a tremendous 
burden.”’ 


Lombardi also suggested the com- 
mittee explore the possibility of 
working out a plan with Continental 
Cablevision, which will be housed in 
the high school beginning in the fall, 
to tape the football games and thus 
save some money off the $1,600 film- 
ing cost. 

Special Education 

Pat Shea, occupational therapist 
and parent of a child who receives 
special education, gave School Com- 
mittee members an outline of work 
being done in special education in 
Winchester. She also discussed her 
desire to integrate a pilot program, 
such as Project Read or additional 
technical training for teachers into 
the Winchesler curriculum. 


“We realize the service for our 
children is not cheap,’’ said Shea. 
She added however that programs to 
mainstream children into regular 
education can help children reach 
their potential. “It’s not how much 
[money], but how that money is 
spent,”’ she said. 

Special Education Director Frank 
Bianco outlined his $1,806,646 
budget, which reflects a reduction of 
$10,000 from transportation costs. 
He said 579 students are currently

served in various capacities in 
Winchester schools in special educa- 
tion, and 22 are educated outside the 
district. He added that grants fund 
10 full-time equivalent positions and 
26 other teaching positions are 
funded through the town’s coffers. 

Members also discussed the trans- 
portation costs and out-of-town tui- 
tions, which are projected each year 
based on last year’s figures. Bianco 
noted that transportation costs are 
kept down by coordinating rides 
with students from other districts 
and by putting cut bids to gain the 
lowest price. 

Lombardi asked that an additional 
$15,000 reduction be considered from 
the $175,000 projected transportation 
cost this year, bringing the total 
proposed reductions to $25,000. 

In addition, member Michael 
Ronayne asked that a reduction of 
$15,000 in tuition costs also be consid- 
ered from that $330,000 budget. 

Superintendent Dr. Charles Mitsa- 
kos and Bianco said these reductions 
would be ‘‘a gamble.” Should a stu- 
dent move into the district with 
special needs, or one move out, the 
final budget figures for the Special 
Education department could change 
substantially, they noted.

Coach looks forward 
to exciting ’92 season

Like an anxious parent sending 
her children olf to school for the first 
time, Winchester High School girls 
softball coach Linda Sylvestri really 
did not know what to expect this 
year from her band of brash, inex- 
perienced youngsters. 

Would they be able to pass the 
rigorous tests that varsity ball had 
to offer or would they simply flunk 
out and be relegated to the detention 
hall cellar of the Middlesex League? 


On April 11, the first game of the 
season, it appeared as if the youthful 
Sachemettes had studied hard and 
done their homework. Led by ‘‘new 
kid on the block'’ pitcher Kathy 
Petersen and senior captain Pam 
Taylor (a veteran of numerous play- 
ground battles), the locals rode the 
schoolbus to Watertown and bullied 
their way to a satisfactory 13-10 
victory. 


Expectations soon began to run 
high for the hard-working Lady Sac- 
hems.

Water conservation week 


declared by Gov. Weld 


Governor William F. Weld has 
declared the week of June 2 through 
8. 1991, as Water Conservation Week 
to encourage residents and busines- 
ses lo join slate efforts aimed at 
providing safe, abundant water sup- 
plies for present and future 
generations. 

“We are lucky to be free of the 
drought emergency that California 
is experiencing, and we have been 
helped in avoiding that circum- 
stance by welcome rainfall and 
ongoing water-conservation plan- 
ning and practices,’ said Massa- 
chuselts Environmental Affairs Sec- 
retary Susan Tierney. 
"Massachusetts has planned ahead 
because we all want to know that our 
grandchildren and their families 
will continue to have high quality 
drinking water.” 

“We all need to take a good look at 
how we use water as we plan for 
economic growth in Massachusetts 
for decades to come,” Tierney said. 

She said that the MDC/MWRA 
system and many other communi- 
ties in Massachusetts have imple- 
mented leak detection in water- 
delivery pipes, many of which are 50 
to 100 years old. The MWRA con- 
ducted a number of water- 
conservation education programs 
and workshops for students, indus- 
tries, and large users such as hotels, 
hospitals, and universities, 

The MWRA is now working with 
the communities of Quincy, Nor- 
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wood, Milton, Brookline, and Boston 
on Operation Watersense, a prog- 
ram offering free water-saving fix- 
ture to homeowners and renters. 
The fixtures include low-flow 
showerheads, faucet aerators, and 
toilet-tank water dams. Trained 
installation crews visit specific 
neighborhoods after notifying the 
residents. 

Eventually, Operation Watersense 
will be offered to all 850,000 resi- 
dences in the MWRA water-service 
area. The completed program is 
expected to save about 6.5 million 
gallons per day of water from the 
Quabbin/Wachusetts reservoir 
system. 

Paul F. Levy, MWRA executive 
director, said that the MWRA- 
funded leak detection campaign con- 
ducted in community and MWRA 
pipes led to a saving of 30 million 
gallons of water per day. 

“Leak detection and waler conser- 
valion programs work,’’ Levy said. 
“In April, water use in the MWRA 
system average? 255 million gallons 
a day, well below our safe yield of 
300 MGD. The last time water use 
was this low was in 1967.” 

He said that, although the Quabbin 
Reservoir had ‘‘spilled”’ earlier this 
month, residents can look back just 
two years to the time of a drought 
emergency in Massachusetts. 

The MWRA’s Board of Directors 
chose conservation and protection of 
local and existing sources as a cost- 
effeclive alternative to taking on 
expensive searches for new water 
supplies. 

Levy said that businesses and 
industries should conduct audits of 
their water use. 

“In many industrial processes, 
water can be recycled,” he said. ‘It 
is not a high-tech project. It’s a 
plumbing job.” 

The MWRA recommends that 
residents try the following sleps to 
save water: 

Turn the water off while brushing 
teeth and shaving. Save as much as 
10 gallons. 

¢Try to take a shower that is one 
minute shorter. Save up to seven 
gallons. 

eWhen walering your lawn or gar- 
den, water before 9 a.m. or after 9 
p.m. to avoid water loss through 
evaporation. 

Free brochures and other water 
conservalion materials can be 
obtained by calling 242-SAVE. 

Activities for Water Conservation 
Week include a poster and essay 
contest award ceremony at the John 
F. Kennedy Library, June 6. The 
MWRA received over 3,000 posters 
from 50 communities. The essay 
contest, “Why We Should Clean Bos- 
ton Harbor,” received 650 essays. 

Award-winning posters and essays 
will be on display in Doric Hall, 
second floor, Massachusetts State 
flouse, from Monday, June 10 
through Friday, June 14. The posters 
will also be exhibited at Boston's 
Museum of Science from June 24 
through July 19.

What a home inspector can tell 


sk any homeowner: What 
you see is not necessarily 
what you get, and what you 
get is not always what you 
thought you saw. 

Huh? 

Generally, in the first instance, a 
home inspector will find most problems 
or potential problems in a home or 
condo, 

In the second, after a few months 
or few years, a homeowner will realize 
that perhaps there is not as much clos- 
et space as she thought. Or the kitch- 
en appliances really seem hopelessly 
outdated, 

If you want facts - the boiler is 
good, the roof has a few more years, 
the ceiling only needs patching - ask a 
home inspector. 

{f you want an opinion - should you 
buy it, it’s ugly, the bathroom fixtures 
are old - ask your mother. 

(See related story.) 

Your mother will tell you that the 
antique house you're looking at is a 
useless mess. A good home inspector 
will point out the problems with the 
home and offer solutions, said Dan De- 
Stefano, owner of Advent Home In- 
spections. 

“T never tell people they should or 
shouldn’t buy a house,’’ he said. 
“That's out of my expertise. They 
want to know what’s wrong with it.

My charter is to take people through 
the house and show the condition of 
that house that particular day. IT offer 
opinions about how it can be correct- 
ed. 

“T try to be as objective as [ possi- 
bly can. I work for the buyer. I give 
them as much professional help as pos- 
sible in making a decision,’' he said. 

“Occasionally, I'll walk into a house 
that’s a disaster,’’ DeStefano said, 
“but when you see a buyer who is so 
much in love with the house that they 
can see its potential, that they’re will- 
ing to do things, I try to give direction 


on how they can make that house 
work. 

“T've seen houses that Jack built,’’ 
he said, referring to shaddy workman- 
ship, ‘‘and I'm very tempted to say, 
‘You're better off tearing the house 
down,’ but I have to restrain myself. [ 
don't think there is any house that 
can't be made into a livable, service- 
able structure. That's strictly up to the 
buyer. He wouldn't be there if he 
didn’t have an interest in the house. 
I'll do everything I can to help that 
person see what needs to be done."' 

That's exactly what he should do. 

“The key is to help the buyer un- 
derstand what they're buying and point 
out the potential deficiencies and the 
problems that might crop up,’’ said 


Dick Clough, executive director of the 
American Society of Home Inspectors 
of New England. 

The American Society of Home In- 
spectors is the largest single organiza- 
tion for professional, fee-paid inspec- 
tors in North America. Many realtors 
will provide a list of inspectors, includ- 
ing insect inspectors. DeStefano, a 
member of the organization, says the 
best inspectors belong to ASHI, which 
has a very strict code of ethics and a 
standard of practices which requires a 
minimum number of items to be in- 
spected in every home. 

That list focuses on the structure 
and functioning of the house from top 
to bottom. DeStefano said he generally 
spends from 2'% to 3 hours in every 
home, beginning on the outside and 
ending in the attic, 

An inspector should do just what 
the name implies - take a thorough 
look at anything and everything that

Dear Mr. Shaffer: I have found two properties | am interested 
ein purchasing. Both are single-family homes: one ahaut 40 
years old and the other only three years old. Although it’s a 
bit more expensive, f am leaning toward the three-year-old home. My 
questions: If | buy the newer home, do { need to have it inspected, and 
If so, how do | go about doing so? — J.T., Westboro. 


Dear J.T.:The answer to your first question is: definitely yes. 
A Before purchasing any home, you should have it completely 

e inspected by a professional property inspector. The age of 
the property doesn’t matter; even newly constructed homes should 
be completely inspected. 

As for how to go about this, first you'll have to guarantee yourself 
the right to conduct an inspection, This is done by including, in your 
offer to purchase (OP) or your purchase and sale agreement (P&S), a 
clause stating that, within 10 days of the signing of the OP or P&S, 
you and an inspector shall be allowed to conduct an inspection of the 
entire property and that, if any defects are found, you'll have the right 
(within 10 days of the inspection) to be certain that: 

@ You can cancel the agreement based on any or minimal ($250-$400) 
defects found; 

@ A written inspection need not accompany any cancellation; and 

li The clause includes your right to have a radon, insect and septic in- 
spection conducted by your property inspector or any other profes- 
sional you choose. 

Also be sure you have the clause, as well as the rest of the docu- 
ment, reviewed by your attorney before you sign it. 

Second, you'll have to hire a good property inspector. To do this, 
ask friends, relatives, associates and acquaintances for names of in- 
spectors they’ ve used or know of. After you've compiled a list of five 
or six inspectors, contact and ask each about their fees, length of ex- 
perience and professional memberships, and for a list of three or four 
other people they've recently done inspections for. After checking 
with these references and gauging their level of satisfaction, you 
should be able to choose an inspector. 

As for the inspection itself, be sure to conduct it before you apply

has to do with the actual structure and 
working of the house or condo. 

In older homes, that means getting 
down and dirty. crawling into unusually 
tight areas to make sure there aren't 
any problems, DeStefano said. 

The list of items that should be in- 
spected is lengthy, including a thor- 
ough inspection of the outside of the 
house: the roof, gutters, — siding, 
porches, decks, windows, doors and 
surface drainage. 

{f there is snow on the roof, DeSte- 
fano will attempt to find a way to get to 
it, with a ladder or by crawling anto a 
porch and lifting himself up to brush off 
the snow and take a good look. You 
never know what you'll find under 
snow. 

As for drainage, that’s one of De- 
Stefano’s priorities. Poor drainage, 
many people unfortunately know, re- 
sults in that ubiquitous wet basement. 
“No one wants water coming up into 
the house or down through the roof,”’ 
DeStefano said. 

Then it’s down to the basement to 
look far any water damage. 

“Tl took at the basement. ulility 
area to see if there are structural or 
water problems. [ want to look for 
signs of previous waler penetration or

for a mortgage so as to avoid losing 
your loan application fee if the 
deal falls through. The inspection 
should take about two to three 
hours, cost you about $150 to $300 
and encompass the entire property 
inside and out. Be certain you ac- 
company the inspector throughout 
the entire property. At its comple- 
tion, ask the inspector for: 1. his 
general comments about the proper- 
ty; 2. what specific problem areas 
you may have to deal with: 3. un es- 
timate of the cost of repairing any 
defects found; and 4, a written re- 
port within three to five days. 
Finally, if after finding defects 
you're still interested in buying the 
property but only under renegotiated 
terms, you still must give the seller 
or his or her agent timely written no- 
tice of cancellation under the terms 
of the inspection clause so as to pro- 
tect your right to receive your de- 
posit back if the terms cannot be 
successfully renegotiated. 


DeStefano’s basic inspection pack- 
age is $300 for the inspection, plus a 
wood-destroying insect inspection and 
the installation of two radon kits, which 
are removed 24 hours later by the 
buyer or broker and sent for testing. 
The cost goes up depending on the age 
of the house and how much time is 
spent crawling around. 

DeStefano will do lead-paint testing 
and air testing, especially if a potential 
buyer is concerned about urea formal- 
dehyde insulation. (However, DeStefa- 
no is of the opinion that urea formalde- 
hyde should be of little concern today. 
Outlawed a decade ago, any that was 
used has had time to dry out, leaving 
no inere hazardous particles in the air 
than any other type of insulation, he 
said.) 


the yotential for it,’" he said. 

An inspector will examine the 
structure itself, the size of the spacing, 
the spans of the joists, the main carry- 
ing beams, supports and columns. “Fl 
look for signs of deficiency, such as an 
unusual amount of sagging or cracks.” 

The list goes on and on, from 
checking to make sure the electrical 
system can carry its load, the type of 
wiring, the water system, size of 
pipes, waste and venting systems, 
laundry hookups, and heating and hot 
water systems. 

An inspector should run the water 
in all the fixtures throughout the house 
and flush the toilets at the same time 
to check for adequate water pressure. 
No one wants to get scalded in the 
shower if the cold water pressure goes 
dowa when a toilet is flushed. 

There are simple tests. Do the fau- 
cets leak when they're on? When 
they’re off? How is the tiling in the 
tub? 

Any problems here could add up to 
costly problems later, DeStefano said. 

There is much more to a house in- 
spection, and if something doesn’t 
seem quite ght te the homeowner, he 
or she should ask, DeStefano said. 

Inspectors charge different 
for different services. 


DeStefano even will have the soil 
tested if there is concern about hazard- 
ous waste dumping, he said. ‘“‘It 
sounds like a crazy thing to think 
about, but if il makes someone feel 
comfortable to send soil to a lab for

explore ‘Microcosmos’ 

Alice Madio and Jan Serieka, both 
residents of Winchester, recently 
participated in ‘Microcosmos,” a 
Boston University School of Educa- 
tion science education program that 
brings the world of microorganisms 
into the classroom. They are two of 
20 teachers who took part in the 
six-week workshop. 

Madio, who has been teaching for 
nine years, currently teaches a fifth- 
grade class at Ambrose School. Ser- 
ieka teaches science and reading to 
fifth-grade students at Muraco 
School. She has been teaching for 20 
years, 

Microcosmos is an internationa! 
collaborative effort involving sei- 
ence educators, graduate students, 
artists and scientists. Boston Uni- 
versity professor Douglas Zook 
designed the program — the only 
science curriculum workshop in the 
nation to use microbes as a vehicle 
for learning -- to help cultivate stu- 
dents’ curiosity aboul science and to 
dispel apprehension associated with 
science. 

‘A basic familiarity with science 
has to include work on the most 
common form of life—microbes,” 
said Zook. “Because they are an 
alien and fascinating world, micro- 
bes can become a stepping stone for 
science appreciation.” 

The program includes teacher 
training, as well as a science educa- 
tion curriculum and materials. The 
courses demonstrate how teachers 
can incorporate microbial themes 
into their life science curriculum 
and experiment with microbes to 
make the subjezt more interesting.

other jobs now. 

In addition, several college 
placement offices adjusted to the 
economic climate — adding more 
programs and working with employers 
to allow them to review student 
resumes and arrange interviews 
without incurring the expenses of 
visiting campuses. 

Most college career offices stay 
open during the summer to assist 
graduates looking for work. 

Some students are nevertheless 


content to make a gradual move into 
the job market. They often choose to 
take time off te travel or go back to old 
summer jobs while living at home. 

“Anyone you speak to who doesn't 
have a job understands that things are 
going to get better,” said Terri 
Mercer, a Bentley College graduate 
interested in the advertising business.

You wouldn't let 
friends or family pick your mate, so you 
shouldn't let them pick your job either. 
ut they can still offer some great 
ideas. 

Think of all your friends and what 
they do, and make a list of what ap- 
peals to you about each of their jobs.

Allowing an hour a day for reading 
from these kinds of materials is time 
well-spent while job hunting.

Jt’s frustrating to feel that you 
A aren't even given a chance. 

e But remember, no company 
exists to give job seekers a chance. 
Businesses exist to make money. 
Think in terms of explaining and dem- 
onstrating to them how you can help 
them make money and you will have a 
head start. Allay the hidden fears em- 
ployers may have by directly address- 
ing their concerns about immigration 
laws. Tell them about your eligibility to 
work in the United States, your deci- 
sion to stay here permanently and the 
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paperwork you have entitling you to do 
this. 

You may also want to have a native 
speaker of English check your resume 
and cover letters for any small idiomat- 
ic errors or misuse of common expres- 
sions that might suggest you would 
have a problem with English. Alsa, try 
to think of employers who might find 
your knowledge of another language 
desirable, such as those doing business 
with your native country or an Ameri- 
can office of a company based in your 
country. 

Language teaching companies may 
also be a possibility. You have an added 
challenge in an already challenging job 
market, so ‘bon chance”’ to you! 


Do you inform prospective em- 
ployers of your maturity? -

No. We all know employers 
are not supposed to diserimi- 
® nate against job applicants on 


the basis of age. We also ull know this 
happens anyway. In fact, you should do 
as much as possible to avoid divulging 
your age, The year of high school grad- 
uation or a work history going back 25 
years is a dead giveaway. Put no age- 
related information on your resume and 
go back no more than 15 years. 

Onan interview, don’t make this an 
issue. Just make plenty of references 
to your activities, health and vigor, let- 
ting the potential employer know you 
are ‘‘young in mind,'’ ‘'young at 
heart”’ and ‘‘young in spirit.”’ And re- 
member the young whippersnapper in- 
terviewing you is aging al the same 
rate you are — a day at a time. 


Can employers refuse to hire 
on the basis of weight? - De- 
® lores, Marlboro 


Yes they can. Remember, 
employers don’t have to re- 
® veal the reasons for making a 


hiring decision, If you felt you had been 
discriminated against on the basis of 
age, Sex, race or national origin you 
could file charges with the diserimina- 
tion department of the state labor 
board. But the burden of proof is on 
the applicant, And unlike age, there is 
no specific law forbidding discrimination 
on the basis of weight or appearance. 
Th fact, many studies indicate appear- 
ance is the most important factor in 
employers’ hiring decisions, though 
they may sometimes be acting subcon- 
sciously, 

Your best bet is to look your best, 
with appropriate clothing, hair and ac- 
cessories, and be so impressive during 
the interview that you overcome any 
biased reluctance on the part of the 
employer. If this makes you (eel like 
saying, ‘fat chance,” | sympathize. 

There is no question overweight 
people are not well-accepted in our so- 
ciety. As aresull, a heavy burden may 
be added to your job search, however 
unfairly, Yet most overweight people 
are employed. And thankfully, not ev- 
eryone discriminates.

because she realized she couldn't 
afford to support herself in Boston, 
even if she landed a job that started 
right after graduation. 

Instead, Mercer will be in Maine for 
the summer working in the advertising 
department of a local newspaper. 

But Jay Duke of Holden, an 
economics and history major who 
graduated from Boston College this 
year, said he began his job search at 
the beginning of his senior year while 
working in the campus Career Center. 

“Tt gets you motivated to look 
around,’’ he said. 

Due partially to his contacts at the 
center, Duke recently landed an 
interview and job offer with a London- 
based lawyer who works for Reebok 
International. He will start work as a 
legal assistant in London in late August. 

He accepted that job after turning 
down another offer from a retailer 
earlier in the year. Duke said that as 
the months went on, he realized his 
ultimate goal was to eventually attend 
law school, and he decided to get 
experience ina legal office first. 

Jean Papalia, acting director of the 
Boston College Career Center, said 
such stories reflect the wide variety of 
situations facing 1991 graduates of New 
England schools, 

She said, however, that the number 
of companies coming to BC this year to 
recruit students for jobs and training 
programs was down about 10 percent. 

“What happened is a lot of big 
companies backed off and smaller 
companies came in. In general there is 
a trend to hire less people less 
quickly,"’ said Papatia. 

Elgin Sunmerfelt, associate director 
of the Office of Career Services at 
Bentley, reported similar results at that 
school this year. He estimated the 
number of recruiting appointments on 
campus was down 13 percent from 
1990, 

Summerfelt said there was also a 20 
percent decline over 1989. 

The number of new graduates with 
jobs has also dipped from about 30 
percent to closer to 20 percent, he 
said, 

Companies are manaping their 
hiring activities extremely closely,"’ 
said Summerlelt. 

Thomas Gardner, director of the 
Office of Career Services at Babson 
College, said on-campus recruiting also 
took a dive there this year. 

Many career counselors said they 
faced headaches with recruiters 


arranging dates to come to their 
schools and then canceling at the last 
minute. 

BC’s Papalia said students were 
aware of this — not to mention a 
constant barrage of gloomy news 
reports about the job market. 

"Students got the sense there were 
no jobs, so some of them stopped 
signing up for interviews,’ she said.

In general 
there is a trend to 
hire less people less 
quickly.”

As aresult, Papalia said some 
Career Center job listings actually went 
unfilled. 

Papalia said, however, that many 
students who persevered with their job 
searches landed positions in such fields 
as retailing, accounting and sales. 

But students in the BC School of 
Education had a particularly tough time 
finding jobs in New England this year 
with many public school systems laying 
off teachers. Papalia said a number of 
BC education graduates are thus 
looking for jobs outside the area, 

Summerfelt said ‘all kinds of 
students” at Bentley found jobs this 
year, but were most successful in the 
accounting, sales and marketing fields. 
Companies are filling many of these 
positions to maintain Gght control over 
their cash flow and to help boost 
business. Finance jobs, however, were 
more scarce, he said. 

Laurence Stybel, president of the 
outplacement and management 
development firm Stybel, Peabody & 
Associates in Waltham, urges college 
graduates who are still looking for jobs 
to consider applying to smaller firms as 
well as the big ones, 

He said small companies have 
opportunities because as big businesses 
slim down, they are relying more on 
contractors and consultants for a 


variety of services. 

“These companies are less likely to 
be recruiting on campus,”’ said Stybel. 

One source that helps locate small 
growth companies and also 
compensates for the decline in on- 
campus recruiting is the Career Search 
software package. 

Stybel said the software, used on 
personal computers, has long been ‘‘a 
staple’’ in outplacement counseling, 
and is now offered by some area 
colleges. 

Career counselors and universities 
that buy Career Search make it 
available to their clients, students and 
alumni, but it is not now available to the 
general public. 

Babson introduced the product for 
the first time this year and is 
enthusiastic about it. 

“We think it’s pretty good,"' said 
Gardner. ‘We use it in conjunction 
with counseling. ’' 

The software includes information 
on 180,000 U.S. companies. Job 
seekers can do a variety of searches on 
it ~ by industry, specialties, company 
size and region. 

For example, a student could hone 
inon the pharmaceutical companies 
that make blood products, have fewer 
than 25 employees and are five miles 
from where he or she lives. Names of 
contacts within those firms could also 
be obtained, 
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David Bacharach, president of 
Career Finders Inc. of Needham — 
maker of Career Search — said the 
data comes froma variety of sources, 
including industry directories. But he 
said Career Search has more up-to- 
date information than those publications 
because the software is updated as 
soon as changes are reported. 

“It is a wonderful tool for a targeted 
search, a5 opposed to mass 
marketing,’ said Bacharach, '‘You 
can't get hired by a company you never 
heard of.” 

But Stybel said that if all else fails, 
and graduates find themselves 
unemployed this summer, they should 
tap their imaginations and take some 
risks, 

Typically, a down economy is 
thought of as a salesman's economy. 
Anyone who can say, ‘I can make you 
money’ is at least going to be listened 
to," he said, 

Stybel cited the case of an attorney 
he knows who, as a student, started a 
bagel service that delivered to people's 
homes. 

‘When he was going for job 
interviews as a lawyer, people kept 
focusing on his bagel experience,"’ said 
Stybel. ‘It showed he wasn’t afraid to 
yo out and create something. The nice 
thing about summer jobs is you can 
afford to fail. Employers will ask, ‘What 
did you learn from that?"" 

To get business ideas and start the 
entrepreneurial juices flowing, Stybel 
suggested graduates visit the library to 
review the Handbook of Franchise 
Opportunities. 

Ie added that simply observing 
neighborhood businesses and their 
markets might spur graduates’ 
imaginations. 

Take the bagel example. Stybel said 
a particular bagel! shop might not be 
serving a neighboring town, opening 
the door for an eager would-be 
entreprencur to suggest he or she 
deliver to that area.

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached. 
Planning your approach step by step can lead to a successful outcome. 


1. The Resume 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume ts an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank. and brief description of responsibilities are enough.)

2. Personal Assessment 


What can | do? What do t want to do? What do | do best? 


These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 


and dislikes. 
Here is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3. Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 


knowledgeable applicant. 


Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 


@ Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 
i The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 


& Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 


@ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 


Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 


your interest. Do your homework. it will pay off.

4. The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. Fora 
professional position, it's safe to wear a suit. For other positions. if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure. play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minules It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed. do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company. you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

9. Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. if you don't have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job.
